INSPECTOES-GENEBAL OF PBISONS IN IRELAND, 



The Thii-ty-first Report issued from the Prisons’ Office wHI be Th!,i,,.ant 
found to record some undoubted indications of social imnroTe- 
ment in the decline of offences_ of a graver character; in the 
diminished number of prisoners; in the increased accommodation 
provided for them: and in the stricter administration of the 
gaols and bridowells as contrasted with preceding years ; but 
from the observations which we have felt it our duty to put 
forward in the latter portion of this document, it will be 
gathered how much crime yet remains to be dealt with, and 
how numerous and important are the wants which still ’limit 
and impede the existing system of classification, instruction, 
and employment— especially with regard to adult females and 
juveniles of both sexes.

On the other hand it is to be observed, that the cases summarily 
disposed of by Magistrates have progressively increased, a 
result probably attributable to the greater readiness on the 
part of the prosecutors and complainants to come forward, and 
to the more active co-operation of the Constabulary (as we had 
occasion to notice in a former Report), during a period of com- 
parative immunity from distress and disturbance. 

We conclude this portion of our subject by submitting the 
annexed extract from the “ Criminal Tables,” the returns for 
the year 1S52 not having been as yet completed nor furnished 
to us.

The 
house, in which the tread-wheel was formerly placed, has been 
altered for the capstan-mill. The sewerage is now undergoing a 
complete alteration, which will greatly improve it. There have 
been new regulations made ■with regard to the school, which it 
is hoped nail be beneficial, especially to the juveniles. Most of 
tlie turnkeys are craftsmen, and instruct the prisoners in their 
different departments. 

Dublin County . — Two new privies, a lavatory, and a small 
bath have been constructed ; the day-room in the hard-labour 
class” has been enlarged; the hot aud cold baths have been 
removed, aud rebuilt hi another place, to furnish space for 
further improvements, aud a large room has been subdivided 
into five work-rooms for weaving. The sewerage in three places 
has been opened, enlarged, and improved. There have been 
three looms supplied to manufacture rugs, mats, calico, aud cor- 
duroy. Sheds are in the course of erection for stone-breakers, &e. 

Richmond Bridewell.^^orm& water-closets have been bui lt to 
replace the privies, aud a shed in the yard of hi o. 7 class has 
been prepared for an office and store. A shed, which stands 
in the stable yard, has been raised, and a loft added for a straw 
store. Funds have • been provided for the erection of self- 
acting water-closets, and the iinprovoinent of the sewers con- 
nected with the present privies. Some of the cells which were 
defective in ventilation have been improved by altering the 
windows. 

Grangegor'inan Penitentiary. — A largo shed lor the manufac- 
ture of fiax, and two new baths in the reception ward have been 
erected. 100 yards of main sewerage, and 26 cells heated by 
hot water apparatus have been added. The manufacture of 
fias, cotton, wool, and shoes has been established. Looms and 
other implements have been supplied; the ■weaving of linen, 
blankets, and linsey woolsey has been introduced, and one 
matron, acquainted mth wool aud flax dressing, spinning, aud 
dyeing, has been appointed. 

Fermanagh A passage conuectiiig the old aud new prison 

has been altered into a day-hall for the females, aud eight addi- 
tional cells have been appropriated to their xise. The artificial 
heating iu the new gaol has been improved. 

Kerry . — A capstau-mill and a new gateway, with a porter’s 
lodge, have been erected in front of the gaol. The sewerage 
has been very much improved; new water-closets, with a water 
tank over each, have been erected, aud a supply of excellent 
sprmg w'ater has been also proemred by means of a force-pump. 
Punitive labour is greatly increased by the adoption of a capstan- 
mill, which is now iu full operation, and by the introduction of 
shot-drill. 

Two work-rooms iu the old prison have been 
converted, one into a kitchen, and the other into a washing and 
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drpnpoom ; the sewerage and ventilation and artificial hoatino- 
have been earned out. School education is attended to, par- 
ticularly for the juvenile class, and instruction in trades md 
manufacture, by the supply of looms, and by the selection of 
turnkeys trained to handicrafts. ooiecnou 01 

Ainfs Cmmty.~A modification of the separate system is 
about to bo introduced, and a contract lias been entered into 
01 the purpose of erecting eight working colls in the female 
lus^X-.Ge’^^ recommendations of the 

portion of the prison set 
apart foi females have been lowered, and the ventilation has 
been consequently much improved.

General Ohservatioiis. 

Having in our two last Heports stated at length our opinions, 
■with regard to certain principles ot‘ improved discipline appli- 
cable totlio existing condition of our gaols, and, having suggested 
a few desirable alterations in the Prisons’ Act, so as to render 
the machinery of that code of regulations more effective, we see 
no reason to vaiy, or to add to what we conceivedit to be our duty 
to lay before the authorities upon those occasions ; while -with 
regard to the large and momentous question, which next pre- 
sents itself for consideration, namely, the best mode of turning 
to account the buildings already consti-uctcd, it appears to us 
that, at this particular juncture, wo are not in a position to 
submit any specific plan. 

The Ueport of the Committee on Prison Discipline, which 
was laid before Parliament in 1S50, has not as yet been followed 
up by any legislaflon, but during the present session a decision 
will probably he obtained upon various matters urgently affect- 
ing the criminal population of the empire, such as the discon- 
tinuance of the existing system of transportation, and the 
substitution of some otlier secondary punishment. 

The opinion of the Committee referred to above, is favourable 
to the establishment of District Prisons for the reception of the 
greater number of offenders, who hitherto have been sentenced 
to transportation, or to terms of imprisonment exceeding 
twelve months, and, should this desigm be ultimately carried

Thirty-first tural reclamation, with the view of self-support, and of instruc- 
q£ labour best adapted to tlicir antecedents and 
capacities, and to the probabilities of their future support. 

Their available forces would thus be at once directed to the 
worlv for which they are fittest, and a constant supply of w’ell 
trained fann labourers would be furnisbed to meet the demand 
likely to accrue both at home and in the colonies. It is to he 
Tinderstood, liowcver, that the resolutions of the Select Com- 
inittco, in support of the erection of such District Prisons, are 
based on the position, that sufficient provision should Inavc been 
previously made in the ordinary gaols for carrying out strin- 
gently the principle of separation, and that, in order to comply 
with that indispensable condition precedent, an entire alter- 
ation of the existing buildings, involving an enormous outlay, 
would be requisite, as the form of the majority of them is such 
as to render the shell alone available. 

Further, the scope of these resolutions, as may he seen in 
the annexed extracts, comprehends more than the above object, 
and embraces the establishment of an equal and uniform system 
of treatment, both punitive and reformatory, which would ho 
unattainable in local gaols, wanting as they arc in adequate 
Staffs of officers, and in the means both of educational and in- 
dustrial instruction. 

“No. 1. — That many prisons have been rebuilt, or materially 
altered, since 1S35, by which uniformity of construction has 
been extensively promoted, and the internal discipline of 
prisons has been materially improved, but that great variety of 
construction and discipline still exists. 

“No. 2 — That this Committee concurs in the opinion ex- 
pressed by former^ Committees of both Houses of Parliament, 
that such variety is a great evil ; and considers it desirable 
that the Legislature should intrust increased powers to some 
central authority of enforcing uniform adliorence to rules laid 
down from time to time by Parliament, in these respects. 

“No. 3. — That such increased powei-s would be best ex- 
ercised by a Board, subject to the authority of the Secretary of 
State. , 

“No. 4. — That this Committee also concurs in the opinion 
expressed by a Committee of the House of Lords, in 1 835, tliat 
entire separation, except during the hours of labour, and of 
religious worship and instruction, is absolutely necessary for 
preventing contamination, and for securing a proper system of 
prison discipline ; and this Committee is of opinion that, with 
this view, every prison ought to contain such a number of cells 
as would enable each prisoner to he kept separate hy day as 
toell as by night, both before and after trial. 

“No. 14. — That after prisoners under long sentences have 
undergone a joeriod of separate confinement, the remainder of 
their sentences ought to be passed uuder a system of combined 
labour, with effectual precautions against intercourse. 

“No. 15.— That this object would bo greatly tacilitated by 
the erection of district prisons, at the national cost, for the re- 
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ceptloii of iH'isoiiers under long sentences, afUr they have under- Thirty-first 
(jone such fitreviom separate confinement. Report. 

“jN’o. 16. — That such district prisons should bo maintained 
at the national cost, and the government of such prisons, and 
all appointments and salaries of officers, ought to bo under the 
control of Her Majesty's Governniont/’ 
h’ or these reasons, and until these questions have been solvccl, 
v,'Q apprehend that it'^voiild bo premature to commit the country 
to any definite plan for the improvement of the local prisons ; 
and wo are strengthened in tliis opinion by the probability of a 
revision of the respective financial liabilities of gaols in England 
and Ireland, whicli, at present, arc placed on a different footing. 

Another subject also presses upon public consideration, wlhdi 
has long engaged the anxious attention of all those, to whom 
tlic clhection of prison discijffino is intrusted, and which now, 
we are happy to state, is undergoing an investigation by the 
Legislature ; w’C allude to juvenile crime and destitution, as 
they prevail in England. In this country the evil is peculiarly 
prominent; for, although some of the temptations to crime, 
such as penny theatres, and similar low places of amusement, are 
fewer, the other stimulants to infraction of the laws are yet 
more numerous and powerful, namely, the total inadequacy of 
accommodation to secure the ordinary decencies of life in the 
housGs^ of the lower classes, &e., Src., and the want of any 
recognised means of education and industrial training. If these 
grave defects are found to operate injuriously in England, how 
much more severely must they be felt in Ireland, where the 
wretchedness and filth of the habitations of the poor almost 
furnish an apology for turning the children into the streets, and 
where the low wages and scanty employment of the town popu- 
lation reduce the daily food to a minimum which elsewhere 
would he considered incompatible w’ith the mauitenance of 
mere existence. To these vitiating infiuenccs arc to be added 
the greater paucity of schools, and the entire absence of penal 
and reformatory institutions exclusively applicable to yoimycr 
ofiaiders. There are, indeed, various schools maintained by 
jmblic grants, by private bequests, and by the charity of indivb 
duals, or aggregate bodies, both religious and civil, but these, 
or even the ragged schools (though they are scarcely of sufficient 
number to bo taken into account), cannot be said to touch tlie 
humblest classes, from which the supply of juvenile criminals is 
chiefly derived, but to afiect only the poor, who tbanldully seek 
the gratuitous advantages thus tendered to them for the nurture 
of their children. 

Nothing, then, has hitherto been brought to bear upon the 
cases of actual orphans, or moral orphans in the lowest and most 
vicious grades of society. 

Un'ier the first head there are many children of those, who 
fell victims to the famine, and who have therefore a strong claim 
upon the public care, and under the latter are to be found a 
yet more pitiable class, including either outcasts from the roof 
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Tlmhj-fu'&t of tliGir iinnatiiral and dissolute parents, ov pupils in crime, who 
. JJJ.Q I'otained at home for the purpose of earning their Ih'diiiood 
by theft and mendicancy. There exists also in this kingdom an 
element of youthful depravity of so grave a character as to 
deserve special remark; wo refer to the cxtraordiaaiy prepon- 
derance of minor offences, and particularly of larceny, among 
females, as compared with similar categories in England ancl 
"V^idcs. Thus, if vre take tlic committals for the yeai- ISol, we 
find that the cnniinab; of this sox in the latter countries (with 
a }»opulation nearly three times as numerous) amounted to 5,509 
only, wliereas in Ireland they reached the figure of T,347, of 
whom no less than 5,334 (an aggregate almost eipial to the 
Englisli total) are found under the head of olieiulers against 
property uitliout violence.” Tliat so largo a sum of delimjuonts 
has Ijeen produced by extreme distress, operating either iiumc- 
dlatelv or more remotely, tlun'c is no reason to doubt, but it is 
our painful duty to state, that in preceding years, wlien this 
cause could not be with equal justice alleged, the reports of our 
predecessors show nearly the same excess in relative 
between tho numbers of male and ’female criminals in this 
country as contrasted with England. 

It is needless to expatiate on the consequences likely to he 
produced by such examples of demoralization among the rising 
generation, which is peculiarly committed to tho charge, and 
inlluenccd hy the conduct of females, and to point out the im- 
perative necessity oi a more effective system of discipline with 
regard to them, than the present condition of juost of our 
ordinary ]>i'isous renders practicable. Of that condition and of 
tho difficulties which beset us. tho subjoined extracts irc»m our 
comity reports aitord a melancholy proof, containing as they do, 
reiterations ol acknowledged deiccta, and liithcrto unavailing 
remonstrances. 

Carlom~\ So 1 .—This portion of the gaol is wholly inadequate 
to tlie nuinbor ot prisoners usually confined, and consequently 
even the remotest ajiproximation to classification or discipline 
is out of the (juestion. It is, however, intended to enlarge this 
department, tor which ]miq>o.se a sum of i.’G00 was presented iit 
the last- assizes. Tho mode of carrying this extension into 
eifect will now become a question, and I feel it my duty 
earne.stly to urge the projiriety of appropriating the entire sum 
to the construction ot additional cells for carrying out, even for 
a limited number, tho separate system. 

1S52, — The inadequacy of this depaii:ment for carrying out 
the first principle of reformatory discipline lias been so often 
reported upon, and appears to be so deeply felt by those charged 
with the administration of the prison, that I confine myself to 
the expression ot the earnest hope that the intention, which 
exists, as to the correction of this evil will be forthwith fulfilled. 

Cork County — 1S51. — The overcrowding of the department 
forbids those subdivisions of classification, which arc essentially 
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required for clicctivo roformatorj disciiiliuo among prisoners of 
this sox, the classes being but two, formed according to character. 
No schooling is given here, but order and cleanliness are main- 
tained by the matron and her subordinates. 

Down — 1S52. — This department appears to be generally well 
managed in point of order and cleanhncss ; classitication, how- 
ever, is imperfect, there being but two classes (irrespective, of 
course, of the debtors) according to character ; this involves the 
iutenuixture of the tried and untried, wliich necessarily produces 
contaminating association. 

DuUin County — 1 S5 1 . — Order appears to be observed hero as 
far as is compatible with the want of classilication, there being 
but two divisions, one for vagrants and persons of degraded 
character, and the second for all other offenders without dis- 
tinction. 

1852. — Tliis department i.s lamentaoly deficieiit in accommo- 
dation, so much as to preclude any rcgidarity of classification of 
the inmates. There were IS w'omen, all beggars, with very 
young children, ily a small addition this part of the prison 
might be greatly improved, and many of the cells adapted to the 
separate system, whicli is the only elfectual means of deterring 
this class of prisoners. 

Granyeyorman Penitentiary — 1 85 1 . — There is an ample space 
for erecting a large dormitory for the reception of beggars ex- 
clusively, which, 'though within the same walls, ■would be suffi- 
ciently detached to prevent any contamination either moral or 
physical. TJie expense of such a building, necessarily simple 
in its constmetion, wmuld be more than compensated by the 
sanitary advantages, which it would furnish, and by placing at the 
disposal of the authorities several cells (at present crowded by 
tbeir wretched occupants,) for the purpose of extending the 
separate system to those, whose comparatively larger period of 
imprisonment would afford some hope of amelioration. The 
difficulty of dealing w'ith such females, as have aheady undergone 
the almost fiihulous number of re-committais, which we^ have 
recorded above, leaves no other practical remedy. Their sex 
forbids the adoption of the pimishments, which are brought to 
bear w’itli salutiirv power upon males — severe labour and the 
lash— and nothing remains but separation, which experience 
shows to have a particularly deterrent effect upon females. 

1852. — binder no circumsiauces can a system of association 
he deterrent, and a satisfactory course of prison morals can only 
be hoped for in the establislinieut of a prison on the separate 
system. TJie advantages, resulting from the ap])heation of this 
principle to fomaio prisoners, have been fully demonstrated m 
Jlolfast gaol, as well as in the prisons in England and elsewhere. 
bVIiatever difference of opinion may exist, as to the moral and 
industrial results of this system, no doubt has ever arisen as to 
its deterrent qualities ; and nothing will so effectually put a stop 
to the recommittals, or exercise a more salutary restraint on the 
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lower orders of females in tliis city, than the establishment of a 
— . ‘ prison on this system, and the maintenance of absolute and 
entire separation of its inmates. 

Fermanagh — 1851. — The condition of this portion of the gaol 
is indeed lamentable, for, from the inadequacy of tlie accom- 
modation, there is no classification practicable ; all, tried and 
untried, young and old, the least depraved, and the most con- 
taminated being intermixed. Tlie females are employed as fur 
as possible in washing, scouring, spinning and carding tlax and 
wool, and educational instruction is given to the young only at 
uncertain hours, as the matron, who a])]iears anxious to do her 
utmost, under cii'cumstances of such difficulty, is quite unaided. 

1852.— I found this department in a very lamentable condition, 
although every exertion appears to bo made by the matron, wlio 
is without an assistant, to maintain order and cleanliness, as well 
as to find emjiloymcnt for the inmates. In a long, narrew pas- 
sage no less than 15 females were engaged in spinning; and in 
the only day-room, which is very small, several othcra were 
carding and scutcliing flax, and sewing. Classification of any 
kind IS out of the question, and any attempt to give educational 
instruction equally impracticable. I have only to add, what 
has already been so often urged, that this part of the iirisou 
calls loudly for amendment. 

Galway Comity — 1851. — The accommodation for this class is 
altogether inadequate, and, in. consequcucc, classification is ini- 
Xmssible. 

1852.— This department presents a melancholy spectacle, 
irom its insufficiency of space and the consequent absence of 
any further classification, than a division into two sections 
accoi cling to character ; 30 of the worst class being ifiaccd to 
sleep in two rooms ancl one cell. '1 hero is, I lament to say, no 
schooling, a ivaiit which ]jeeuliarly affects the younger, ami 
more redaimable. 1 would most carnostly ajipcal to the Grand 
.)urv and the Hoard with regard to the requirements of this 
section, which in its present state falls far below the general 
character of the institution, and is noeessarilv a school of con- 
tamination and corruption, rathm- than of reformation. I have 
the axnhonty of the iioman Catliolic chaplain — wliosc zeal and 
watchfulness are shown by the record of the number of his visits, 
01 stating that here, as elsewhere in gaols simihirlv limited in 
classification and separation, jsrocurcsses commit slight Oifences 
111 oroer to obtain opportunities of plving their nefarious, and 
too often successful trade of seduction. 

Gahva.y Foivn — 1852. — riicre are txvo clay -rooms here, and 
ccjnsequently but two classes, divided according to character, 
liiis portion of the Iniilding was edean ; but altogether it falls 
lamentably sliort of the demands of improved discipline. 

Acrry— 1851.— It cannot be expected that- any reformatory 
discipline can exist in this department, when I state that thero 
were 173 females, and for their accommodation only 15 cells 
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md two small day-roomswereaUoeated; and toadd to tlio crowd, 
tlieir motile^ cliildren, almost of necessity taken in with 

females are placed together in 
some of the cells, of winch there ai-o hut fifteen for the recep- 
tion ot 1-3 persons — it would ho unreasonable to expect the 
first principles of prison discipline to he carried out hero ■ oven 
classification or rather division according to character is imiirac- 
ticahle. rhe spinning sheds have hecn given up for the use of 
the lunatics, which limits still further the area for employment. 

Kildare, Naas — 1S5I. — This dopai-tmcnt is altogether insuf- 
ficient m .accommodation, which renders the most simple classi- 
fication impossible. There are only tivo single cells, .and one 
ciaj-rooiu, 

Kilkmny City— 1852.— I would specially point to the condi- 
tion ot the females. The immher of commitments during the 
past year was for males 394_fomales 302— recommitments, 
males 8, females 14. Greatest number in gaol at one time 
(lurnig the past year, males, 38— females. 35. The usual pro- 
portion of females to males, is as one to tinea, wherc.as here, 
wiiere there is no classification, and all are indiscriminately 
seetliing m one hot-bed of ooriaiption, the numbers are nearly 
cqua . iudeed it appears from the report of my collea 2 ;ue, tliat 
in the previous year the comonittals of the females ivere to those 
0 / the males as T72 to 600 ! a state of things to be only obviated 
y providing means for “separating” the ■vvonion, who arc now 
tnrown together, not only without the possibility of reformation, 
lu ^ wit 1 the certainty that the less guilty become contaminated 
>y Jntormixture with the more abandoned, it being a well ascer- 
ainec tact that in gaols, where the “separate system” is 
ppuGcL to both sexes, it has been found to produce a much 
gTcater deterrent effect upon females than males. “ To women 
01 tiie class and character from which the inmates of prisons arc 
isuaily supplied ” (to quote some remarhs extracted from our 
^ nnual Iteport for 1851) “and particularly to the most violent 
polligate, solitude and silence are insupportable, and those 
in association are loudest and boldest, are, when isolated, 
completely broken into submission, and if not, as is often the 
case, softened to repentance, at least subdued to a wbolcsonie 
ioar of tlie recurrence of sucli penal sodusion.” Under those 
Circumstances, although I believe it might be satislhctorily 
siiown, that on the score of economy alone, it would be bettor 
I’cnder the gaol effective witli a view of deterring 
otlenders froni incurring its pains and penalties, I prefer mabing 
an appeal to higher considerations, and I would earnestly entreat 
tne authorities to take a wide view of the whole question, and 
0 place the establishment on such a footing as to secure tlie 
pumtivo, the productive, and reformatory effects, which arc 
attainable by the employment of a staff competent to carr^' out 
otli disci])line and industritd supervision, and hi’’ adequate das- 
Siucatiou and education.

Report. 
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J\iiifs Connti/ — I85i. — The female section of tlic prison is 
lamentably deficient in accommodation, and altogether inade- 
quate to the carrying out useful omployiueut, or reformatory 
discipline. 

18r>2 — The deficiency of accommodation hers impedes proper 
classification, employment, and education; and, altliough this 
department, in common ivitli the others, is kept with care and 
cleanli}iess, it falls far below the general character of the gaol. 

Limerict Coiiiifii — 1S51. — This department was most lamcnt- 
aldy crowded, so mucli so, that it was .an utter impos.sibility to 
put many of tlio prisoners to any sort of useful work. 

1S32. — .Mlocation according to character is maintained, for 
classification is manifestly impossible for such numbers ; the pro- 
])Oi-tion oi female prisoners, which formerly was hut one in seven 
of the inmates of the gaol, having now risen to one in three. 

Limerick City — 1S52 — This department jn-esents a melan- 
choly speet.aclo_ of over-crowding. It contains hut two classes, 
divided according to character— the tried and untried being 
necessarily ini.ved — a third class for the younger girls, who ar'o 
hut p.artially contaminated and more reclaunablc, is imperativelv 
called for. 

Londonderry — 1S52. — It is worthy of remark that although 
the commitnieuts of males are very nearly double those of the 
females, in the number of recommitments there is only a difler- 
eiice of foia-. 

Rosconimoii—lS51.—}{omid this departmentin a vcrylament- 
able condition, although every e-vertion appeared to ha made by 
the matron, who has uo assistant, to maintain order and cleanli- 
ness; hut It is impossible that one individual, however active, 
could exercise sutHcient supervision over such a mimher as 33 
w'omen, thrown promiscuously together; for, though there are 
two day-rooms, in which classification according to character is 
attempted, yet there is only one ym-d in common to all, and thus 
an intermi.\-tiiro of tiio irreclaimahle with the less impure is 
inevitalde.

Lyrone 1851.- — No less than oT females were confined here 
in a sp.ace wholly inadequate for their reception, rendering any

I he annexed analysis of the condition of juveniles committed 
to the above prison during the month of January in this year, 
IS given here as j)rescnting a melancholy substantiation of the 
nece.ssity for vigorous interposition. 

“ Of 338 prisoners committed in the month of January, 1 853, 
109 aye ot the ago of 17 to 20, and 67 of 16 years and under. 
Of tins latter number 34 are from the city and county of Dublin, 
and o3 from other parts of Ireland — 8 have father only, 16 
mother only, and 20 arc orphans, S have hecn twice in prison ; 
6, 3 times ; 5, 4 times ; 5, 5 times ; and 14, 6 times and upwards. 

“ Of 6 1 boys in the school class, of IG years and under, com- 
mitted for criminal offences, 32 were horn in the city or county 
of Dublhi, and 29 in the provinces. — Munster, 10 ; Leinster, 12; 
Ulster, 5 ; and Connaught, 2. — 24 have parents : 2, father only, 
14, mother only, and 21 are orphans, of whom 16 are destitute — 
12 are in prison lor the first otlence, S for the second, 7 for the 
third, 4 lor the fourth, 4 for the fifth, and 26 for the sixth 
and upwards, Included in the number of boys from the 
provinces, 7 ■were originally committed for begging, and now 
arc confined for petty thefts. 
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“In another class formed of juvenile vagrants, committed for Thirtij-first 
periods of 7 and 14 days, there are 38 boys not above IG years jReport. 
of age; of these, 5 only are from the city or county of Dublin, 
and 33 are from the provinces — being from Ulster, 5; Con- 
naught, 5 ; Leinster, 9 ; and Munster, 14. Such as have both 
parents, 1 ; father only, 4; mother only, 10 ; and orphans, 23. 9 
can read, 6 read and write, and 23 arc illiterate. 3 are confined 
for the first time, 4 for the second, 7 for the third, 2 for tho 
fourfcli, 2 for the fifth, and 20 for the sixth and upwards.” 

We further subjoin some interesting tables which throw light 
upon the circumstances of youthful deiinquents, upon tho nature 
and amount of their offences, and of the legal process affecting 
them, not only in Dublin but in tho wholo of Ireland.

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Policy therefore, and economy obviously dictate, if we set 
aside higher considerations, and the observance of tlie duties 
which attach to a state, that the enormous expense annually 
incurred in dealing with crime, which is thus permitted to reach 
f ull maturity, should he abated, and that the youthful energy, 
which is now wastefully and dangerously employed in the de- 
struction of property, should he directed to self-support, and to 
the production of national wealth. 

It is beyond the sphere of our duties to enter upon the 
c[uestion as to how far a Government is hound to interfere in 
superseding parents, who abandon or pervert their natural au- 
thority, hut this principle of action has been largely recognised 
in some of the continental countries, especially in France, 
Belgium, Holland, and jSTorthern Germany, while the efiorts of 
benevolent individuals, and of local authorities in Fugland and 
Scotland have been for some time directed to the exercise of a 
paternal supervision in tho education (taking the word in its 
■widest sense) of the youthful classes, wliich, from the neglect, 
bad example, severity, poverty, or the loss ox their parents, are 
powerless to avoid these urgent incitements to crime, or to 
recover from the consequences which the stigma oi imprison- 
ment fastens upon them, when they are restored to a liberty 
fraught with fresh dangers. 

In fact the public mind has now been thoroughly awakened,^ 
and sufficient examples have been obtained by experience ot 
the success which has hitherto attended the limited operations 
of the establishments ali-eady existing, to warrant an extension 
of them on a comprehensive scale. 

The ragged schools of the larger tov;ns, and the “ industrial 
feeding schools” of Aberdeen, &c., &c., represent principles of 
prevention. In the prison of Parkhurst, and in the separate 
wards assigned to juveniles in some of the county and borough 
gaols, the repressive and penal element predominates, while at 
Bedhill, and in other localities, the system pursued partakes 
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rather of a probationary character, and the primary objects eon- ^ 
templated are the^ reformation and the preparation of the Re%Z‘ 

inmates, by educational and industiial training (but chiefly by 

the latter), and by a limited association under strict supervision, 
for their return to freedom, and for their replacement in that 
moral position, which they have forfeited. In England and 
Scotland, however, establishments of this character are of com- 
paratively recent foundation, and we prefer, therefore, to rely 
rather on the records of those, which have existed in hVance 
during a considerahle period. With this view we offer transla- 
tions of official Eeports furnished to the Government upon the 
woriing of two of them, wlrich deserve special notice, namely, 
the “Agricultural and Penitentiary Colony at Mettray,” near 
Tours, and the “ Societe pour le patronage desjeunes Detenus et 
des jeunes liberes dn Departement de la Seine.” At Mettray 
(the prototype of Redhill), wiiero above two-thirds of the youths 
are employed in agricultural and horticultural labour, many of 
the remainder being engaged in trades hearing upon the above 
pursuits, the number of relapses falls short of 9 per cent. ; and 
M. Come, chairman of the “Commission of PubHe Aid,” ap- 
pointed to repiort upon juvenile prisoners, thus expresses him- 
self with regard to its general administration : — “The Commis- 
sion proposes, on behalf of the juvenile prisoners who are 
sentenced to undergo a detention of more than 6 months, to 
replace the houses of correction by penitentiary colonies. In 
furtherance of this object, the Comnrission had nothing to invent, 
nor to take upon itself the respionsibility of any plan not guaran- 
teed by practical experience. It had, on the contrary, before its 
eyes, establishments tried by experience during a period of many 
years. It had only to ascertain if the agricultural colonies of 
juvenile prisoners, of which Mettray is the oldest and most com- 
plete type, are based upon a just conception, if their end is use- 
ful, and if, under the ordinary conditions of society, that end is 
attainable. "Without entering, then, into all the relative details of 
Mettray, our duty is solely to testify, that in the opinion of the 
most acem'ate observers, whether native or foreign, who have 
visited this establishment (an opinion in aooordaneo with our 
own personal estimate formed upon the spot), the problem of the 
regeneration of youthful prisoners by their application to field- 
labour, under a system combining at the same time firmness 
and kindness, appears to be solved there." The “Societe pour 
le patronage,” &c., being eoniined in its operations to the city 
of Paris, con,senuently educates iu trades and handicrafts the 
greater portion of its pupils, who are selected under the author 
rity of the Executive Government, from “ La Maisou Ceutrale 
d'education correotioneUe de Paris” (the prison allocated to 
juveniles), which is conducted on the separate system, but with 
a due observance of the means of correction, and the induce- 
ments to improvement, most befitting the age and circumstances 
of its inmates. 

In a liepoit (page 12) upon the latter, for the years 1847, 

1848, and 1849, made to the Minister of the Interior, by M. 

0 2 
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Thirty-jirst Carlier, Prefect of Police, ho remarlcs : — jvill not close this 
Report, p^,eport without making mention of the ‘Soci&t6 pour le patron- 
age/ &c., a society, which continues and completes the work 
of the administration in receiving juvenile prisoners upon their 
discharge, in devoting itself to procuringfor them a suitable mode 
of existence, and in watching over their future condition, both 
moral and industrial. It would he, in fact, of little value to the 
greater number of these children to have imbibed in ‘ La Maison 
Centrale,’ during a sojourn of some years, principles of order 
and of virtue, if they found themselves, in taking their first steps 
in the world, exposed to a relapse into their former in’egularitiea 
from want of experience and support.” 

Of the mode of treatment pursued by the “Socicte,” its pre- 
sident, M. Berenger (dc la Drome), whose name has long 
been honourably distinguished by an. enlightened and practical 
philanthropy, thus speaks in his Report for the year ISpl : — 
“ The youths are placed in an intermediate state, ■which, without 
continuing to be imprisonment, docs not amount to complete 
liberation, since, subjected as they are to the obligatory super- 
vision of the Society, they can, upon its requisition, in case of 
the smallest dereliction of duty, be sent back to the Peniten- 
tiary, They are in this manner gradually, and without too 
abrupt a transition, prepared to enjoy their entire freedom.” 
So moderate, indeed, is the discipline adopted there, that it 
scarcely exceeds, in point of restraint or penalties, that of an 
ordinary boarding school ; and yet the results would appear to 
fully justify this modification of the severity formerly enforced, 
for the cases of relapse {recidives) have amounted, with a singu- 
lar uniformity, to but 7 per cent, (within a fraction) annually, 
throughout a period of several years; such is the ■vigilance of 
its benevolent guardianship, “It would be presumptuous, how- 
ever,” adds M. Berenger, in the same Report, “ to attribute these 
successes to our oim merits alone; they are in a great measure 
due to the ever-active, zealous, aud humane co-operation of the 
master-tradesmen of Paris {maitres d’apprentissaye).'^ 

Tiiese extracts we have presented in order to exhibit the 
advantage — nay farther, the necessity — of continuous and unin- 
terrupted action, in carrying out a graduated scheme of refor- 
mation, as a want of energy, or a failure in maintaining the 
equal tenor of discipline at any stage of this progressive treat- 
ment in the several establishments, would render inoperative 
all that had preceded it ; hut no system, however faultless in 
design, can he eftective, unless peculiar care is given to the 
selection of the instruments adapted to the working ; wo allude 
more especially to the fitness of the teachei\s and superinten- 
dents for dealing with the temperaments, and the antecedents 
of the youths intrusted to their charge. Hitherto, in this country 
at least, no distinction has been observed between juveniles and 
adults, as to the establishment of separate institutions, and as 
to the mode of reclamation ; nor has any line of demarcation 
been drawn between the victims of circumstances aud depraved 
connexions, on the one hand, and those who, on the other, secni, 
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as it were, to hare wilfully and deliberately cliosen a career of n- , ^ 
crime. Even in cases where the local authorities have exerted i'epo^L 

themselves to procure masters po.ssessod of the highest oiialifi 

cations, attention has been paid rather to their acquirements 
whether educational or industrial, than to their aptitude for 
studying the inchvidual characters of those placed under their 
supervision, and for obtaining that beneficial influence over their 
minds which is calculated to awaten filial affection, and to 
induce such a confidence ni the kindness, the sympathy, and 
the practical interest felt by the preceptors, as to lead to an 
anxious desire on the part of the pupils— even the most dc- 
industry*° themselves to a life of honest and profitable 

Feeling, therefore, convinced that such a svstem as that of 
winch we have endeavoured to trace an outline would be avail- 
able, not only for the purpose of arresting vicious tendencies at 
the earhest formation, but for the yet higher object of resouinir 
irom certain rmn those who have already lapsed, hv removing 
m the process of judicious traiiiiug, the objections hitherto 
entertained, and not unjustly, hy employers against the inmates 
01 such schools of corruption as our ordinary prisons; wc would 
adopt the words of M. Berenger addressed to the supporters of 
the “Society” above described; — “Let us persist in our work, 
in a country like ours, where so many lofty sentiments prevail 
where pro^-ess in aU things is so ’ardently desired, and its 
reahzation is pursued with so much persevei’ance, let us per- 
suade ourselves that the time is not far distant, when the great 
reform for which we are labouring will be achieved, and that 
you win be able, with justice, to attribute to yourselves the 
great benefit which will result from it to our country,” 

In conclttsiou, we ventui*© to add the expression of our eaimest 
hope, that we shall rival and exceed other nations in the de- 
velopment of these most important principles of internal and 
colonial polity ; and that it may be our pleasing duty hereafter 
to record the commencement in this country of an enlarged 
plan for dealing with tlie causes and consequences of crime, 
and for loUowing it from its ori^n to its maturity, by the estab- 
lishment of institutions preventive, penal, reformatory, and pro- 
■vudent, carefully adapted to counteract the successive gradations 
01 tins social canker.

The above returns exhibit a decrease of male commitments 
as compared with the females. Drunkenness shows a slight 
increase, particularly amongst the female class. There is no 
tread-wheel ; shot-drill is earned on for hard-labour sentences. 
Several alterations and improvements have been made in the 
building since last Pieport. The enlargement of the chapel was 
finished early in the year ; two new privies built, and two others 
improved in sewerage; a lavatory and bath-house erected; 
the yard allotted to the hard-lahom- class and the day-room 
C-vtended ; the cold and hot water baths removed and rebuilt 
upon a more eligible site, and to admit of room for other alte- 
rations, as recommended last year ; the old hospital ward altered 
and made into work-rooms for weavers, &c.; defective sewerage 
in JIarshalsea yard, juvenile class yard, and untried criminals’ 
yard, improved; and separate sheds for stoiie-hreakers m course 
of erection ; some of the flagging has been removed, but there 
i.s yet more of it that requires repair. There were 10 male 
convicts ; no females. Almost ail the prisoners are supplied 
witli gaol clothing ; the frieze is purchased by contract, and 
made up in the gaol. The punishments were few, and, with 
one or two exceptions, all of light character. 

Employment and Schools.

General Observations. 

The Board of Superintendence of this gaol deserves great 
credit for the several improvements and judicious alterations 
and additions that have Been effected within the last two years 
There is much, however, still to be done. The female depart- 
ment requires extension ; at present even approxim.ate classifi- 
ca,tion cannot be attempted. Tlio expense of providing an 
adequate range of separate ceHs for this class would be incon- 
siderable. In very many of the provincial gaols this desirable 
aiid necessary addition has been promptly agi'eed upon • and 
where it has been carried into effect, the diminution iii the 
number of committals, and re-committals especiaUy, has been 
veiy great. I earnestly trust that the Board of Superintendence 
will speedily take this important matter into consideration, as 
tending to reduce the female prison population, to increase the 
means of punishment, by an effectual deterrent, and to reduce 
ultimately, the expenses of the gaol. ’ 

Since the above was in type, an inquiry into certain grave 
molatmns of chsoiphne has been instituted by the Board of 
Superintendence, assisted hy my colleague and myself, pending 
which I feel bound to refrain from entering into any specific 
observations m reference to the subject of oiu- investigation.

Ti will be soon, by the foregoing tables, that the number of 
prisoners in custody on the day of inspection exceeds the 
number on the corresponding day of last year by 7 1 ; there is 
li decrease in the committals, up to that day, to the extent of 
168, wliich is nearly 20 j>er cent, less of the number committed 
in the same period of 1852. It is exceedingly gratifying, also, 
to observe a reduction of 5,0G5 committals in the year 1852, 
as compared with the return for 1851, the decrease being 364, 
ill the class of criminal offences ; 4, in the number of lunatics ; 
33, in the dmnkards ; and 4,661, in the vagrants. The average 
in condnement, however, does not show a proportionate dimi- 
nution, the number in 1851 having been 516, and in 1852, 
60S ; the cause of which arose from the longer terms of im- 
prisonment to which prisoners were sentenced, especially the 
vagrants, the majority of whom were committed for 14 days, 
and very few for less than a week. 

Of 3,481 committals for vagrancy, 3,022 were persons 
from different parts of Ireland, and 459 from the city and 
county of Duhhu. In the above number there were 1,136 
under 16 years of age, and 767 from 16 to 20; the majority 
wholly destitute, and living, unprotected, in hot-beds of vice 
and crime, h’om wbicli the most deplorable results are daily ex- 
perienced. 

Of 338 prisoners committed in the month of Jauuary, 1S53, 
109 were of the age of 1 7 to 20 ; and of 1 6 years and under, there 
were committed 67. Of this latter number, 34 were from tho 
city and county of Dublin, and 33 from other parts of Ireland. 

8 had father only, 10 mother only, and 20 were orphans. 8 
were twice in prison; 6, three times; 5, four times; 5, five 
times; and 14, six times and upw\ards.^

for sorting coir-yarn for matting ; in the second, a -vvarping mill 
lias been erected, -whicli had occupied one large cell; and the 
tliird is used as a store for coir-yarn matting, and mats manu- 
factured for sale to the trade only. 6 looms are used for weav- 
ing matting, and 0 weaving bordered foot-mats. There are 6 
other looms at wort, weaving corduroys, calico, frieze, linen, 
saeldng, linsey, and checker, for the use of the prisons. One 
prisoner only sleeps in each cell, where there is a loom, and at 
which ho works by day; nor is he allowed to leave his cell, 
except during hours for oxerciso and prayers. The discipline 
in this class is rigidly enforced, the prisoners being constantly 
under the immediate supervision and control of either the 
warder, who is i-esponsible for the discipline and order of tlio 
class, or the weaving master, whose duty is to superintend 
the looms and instruct the prisoners in the various brandies of 
weaving. This ofheer was lately appointed weaving master for 
the borough gaol of Manchester, but declined the appointment 
on being promoted by the Board to the salary of lirst class 
warder. 

Another important arrangement has been effected hy the re- 
moval of the vagrants to the lower prison. The cells which 
they occupied are now added to the reception ward, far the 
proper classification of prisoners before they arc inspected by 
the medical officers and assigned to their respective classes. 

All the juveniles for criminal offences are separate from tho 
juvenile vagrants ; the former, being for periods above 1 mouth, 
form the school class to which the principal attention of the 
schoolmaster and assistant are devoted. They attend school 
from ten to half-past one, and pick mats or oaknm before and 
after school-hours, except while at exercise. H) cells, in this 
class, are kept for re-committals to be confined during work 
hours and at night, w'hich produces the best effects. The llev. 
Mr. Brocli pays particular attention to the religious instruction 
oi this class. Ho visits every day, at ten o’clock, and attends 
to the discharge of his duties until two, and often three o’clock. 
He gives general iustruction in chapel every Wednesday besides 
his Sunday attendance. The prisoners of each class are in- 
structed by the assistant schoolmaster iu the Catechism an 
hour eacli week. 

One of the five wards or sections in the lower piison is oc- 
cupied exclusively hy the vagrant boys, who arc only instructed 
in the Catechism, and are kept at picking oakum. 

Another section, Ho. 12, is exclusively lor the prisoners 
assigned to the tread-mill; Ho, .13, to those for the capstan- 
mill; Ho. 14, for tradesmen and labourers, "who work in dif- 
ferent parts of the building, altering, repairing, and erecting 
works, &c. ; and Ho. 15 is used for vagrant adults. In addition 
to the above, the following alterations and improvements have 
been made in. the buildings : water-closets in place of privies, 
and a shed for an office and store, in Ho. 7 yard, have been 
erected; a shed has been raised for a straw loft in the stable 

d2 
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yard ; the ventilation of a portion of the cells, which had been 
very defective in that respect, has been perfected by an altera- 
tion made in the windows. The tread-raill affords room for only 
32 prisoners, and the capstan-mill for GO, which are the only 
sources for punitive labour in this prison. The first to carry 
out the sentence of hard labour of 400 prisoners in confinement, 
daily to undergo tlie sentence.

Excellent blankets 
are manufactured from tho wool in its raw state, also linsey 
wolsey for petticoats. A sbed has recently been constructed 
to break, scutch, clove, and hackle flax. The vagrants are em- 
p-oyed at these works, which are certainly the most laborious 
^’ork at the disposal of the gaol authorities. The whole 
clothing and bedding for the use of the prisoners arc manufac- 
tured in the prison. The shoes are very well worked, the 
tippers being made from tow, after hackling.

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General Observations, 

In my general aolmowledgment of the high state of order 
deanhness and regularity everywhere observable in this gaol 
and the eitectiveness of its officers, I cannot omit to mention” 
as speeiaUy deserving the highest praise, the Local-Inspector”, 
t.ie troveruor, and Matron ; the important duties confided to 
t.iem have been performed to my entire satisfaction, and under 
ciroumstances of extreme difficulty, arising from the results of 
t.ie lato disastrous firo in this establishiuont. 

But while I desire to record the high sense wliich may be 
entertained ot tho efficiency of these officers, I feel it my duty 
also to convey to the Board of Superintendence my opinion 
fiat under no circumstances can a system of association bo 
deterrent, and that a satisfactory course of prison morals can 
only be hoped for in the estabhsluucnt of a prison on the 
separate sj’stem. ^ The advantages resulting from the applica- 
tion 01 this principle to female prisoners have been fully de- 
monstrated in Belfast gaol, as well as the prisons in England 
and elsewhere. Whatever difference of opinion may exist as 
to the moral and industrial results of this system, no doubt bas 
ever arismi as to its deterrent qualities ; and, I believe, nothing 
will 80 effectually put a stop to the re-committals, or exercise 
a more salutary restraint on the lower orders of females in tliis 
city, than the establishment of a prison on this system, and the 
maintenance of absolute and entire separation of its inmates. 

t he subject is one of vital importance, and I would press it 
on the early consideration of the Board and Council.

Formerly this rent used to cease after eight weeks’ 
payment ; but it was found deshable to prevent, as for as pos- 
sible, these apartments from being converted, as was the 
custom, mto a cheap asylum— free liabitatiou for life— after 
payraoiit ot one pound ; and a clause was inserted in the 
now rules, continuing the payment of the rent for so loim- 
as the prisoner occupied the ap,artment— a change wliich has 
worked very beneficially for the prison. 

It IS now desirable that this payment should he made eonti- 
mious also for debtors sentenced to remand by the Insolvent 
Court , cither that, or power should be given to romovo .siidi ro- 
Government rooms to a ‘■liemand 
V aid, specially provided for this class of prisoners. Tlic pay- 
muit ol the Govcmmciit rents is generally satisfactory.

General Observations. 

Since the last inspection, three pimisliincnt cells liare been 
constructed by tbo Board of Works on a desirable site — an 
addition to the discipline requirements of tbo prison wliich has 
been found to be of the greatest service in its quiet and orderly 
management. A separate yard also for female prisoners has 
been attached by means of a new jmssage to the female de- 
partment, cutting off the yard from the ball-court. The pri- 
sou generally was not as clean as it should bavc been; and I 
would suggest to the I^Iarsbal, that the servants of prisoners in 
the upper yard should be held responsible for the cleanliness 
of the passages and apartments occupied by tbeir employers. 
The pauper building alone was in a creditable sate of clcaii- 
iniess. 

The now rules sanctioned by the Queen’s Bench have been 
mmid to work very well and advantageously for the general 
miprovoment of the prison; with the exception of making the 
1‘emand prisoners pay continuous rent, or of removing them to 
a sj^ecial class, I do not sec any improvement that can bo sug- 
gested in these rules.

C'mntfiof character, upon whom even the strictest punitive discipline, 
AutrUnCaol separate confinement, is found to produce but little 

effect. The re-committals of l>ovs were also very numoroiis, 
attributable in a great degree to tlie want (so ofrcii heretofore 
adverted to) of an industrial asylum for them, after tlioir dis- 
cliarge from prison. I heard v.'ith much pleasure, from the 
respected Protestant Chaplain of the gaol, that he had hopes for 
the establishment, shortly, of some such benevolent institution in 
Belfast, for the reception and rcclcmatioii of juvonilos. The 
punishments were hght, and, with two exceptions, were ordered 
1)V tlie Governor, for trifling infractions of pnsoii rules. The 
prisoners appeared all to he in excellent Iicaltli. There is m 
difference made in the treatment of those under long or short 
terms of imprisonment, nor any relaxation of the system in 
favour of the former, the separate system being carried out in 
every case to the fullest extent.

I have little to add under this head. I visited the prison on 
two successive days, and had the pleasure of being* accompa- 
nied by the Local Inspector, the Protestant and Roman Catiio- 
lic Chaplains, the Surgeon, and the Governor — from ail of 
whom 1 derived every iiiformation 1 rc([iurcd ; and I can onlv 
say, in conclusion, tliat the entire aiTangomontH of the gaol 
are such as to leave few things to ho amended, and little to 
suggest. 



Bridcioelh. 

Antrim, May — It is Tinncccssaiy to refer to the total 

inadc(iuacy nf this bridewell, as a new one is shortly to ho 
orcctcd. Tlicro were no inmates at tJio time of niy visit ; hut 
1 regret to state, there was a great want of regularity. The 
registry liad not been filled up for some time, altliough pri- 
soners had been coiifined here since the eommcneemcirt of the 
<(uartcr. and there were no written coiumittals. Keeper’s sa- 
lary, £20 per annum. 

Ballymena, May 'l^th . — Two male prisoners ; 13G altogether 
sincf? tlie 1st of April, more than half of wlioni were committed 
for dninkcnness. The whole building was iu good order ; the 
grass removed from the yard, and gravel substituted.

Although the above total exactly corresponds with the return 
,it the last inspection, yet, on the year, there is a considerable 
decrease m the number of males committed, but only two as 
regards females. Tins, of course, is attributable, in a great 
degree, to the separate system being in operation in tbe former 
and not m the latter department of the prison; and it is most 
satisfactory to find that separation for the female class will at 
no distant period, bo available, The accommodation for males 
consists of 01 single cells, 10 solitaiy cells, and 16 rooms with 
hods, and 8 day-rooms; and for females, 11 rooms with beds 2 
smaU day-room.s, and 5 solitary cells. The commitments during 
the past yeai- were, males, 678; females, 334;— re-commitments 
males, 41; females, 39;— greatest number in the gaol at one 
time, males, 93; females, 49. Average males, 89; females, 46 
fhere w'ero only three nrnle prisoners confined in the old pai't of 
the gaol, all the others were in separation, which system is 
carried out in this department most efficiently, and ivith great 
lact and jndgmont. Thei'e were two male convicts, and four 
A'males, one of the latter more than a year confined here. There 
were only twenty-nine punishments since the 1st of January, 
none of them deserving any special notice.

The iiidustruil department i.s carried on with great energy by 
the Governor, who finds work of one kind or another-for nearly 
all the male prisoners.

Tlie wJiole of the 
building was thoroughly clean, and a number of the inmates 
were employed at needle-work, knitting, picking oakum, and 
prison duties.

1 was much gratified at the readiness 
with which the Local Inspector and Governor ado]>tecl the now 
form of dietary account and gaol hooks, which, wherever tlioy 
havc been brought into use, are found to be a great improvement 
on the old forms, as affording the means of checking the details 
with great faeditj'.

General Observations. 

I visited this gaol on two suceossivo days, and I have groat 
plcasuro in beai'ing testimony to the discipline, cleanbness, regn- 
lanty and general arrangements of tbo establishment. The 
teaiidJury and rate-payers, with great spirit and Hberality. pre- 
sented a sum of £2,500 for building an addition, consisting of 
torty cells on the separate systoin for females, together with 
laundry, wash-lionse, baths, &c., which, when completed, will 
render the whole cstablislniiont not only a credit to the county, 
Out raise It to the “ first class ” of gaols in Ireland, for carrying 
out improved prison discipline.

There is not much industrial oaiployment carried on, there 
wore, how'ever, twm tailors and one shoemaher at woii;’ there 
was no weaving; there being no prisoner of that trade in the 
gaol was assigned as the cause ; but as one of the turnkeys 
understands the husiness, it would he de.sii'ahic to have some of 
the junior prisoners instructed in tliis lirancli of industry.

The Governor was absent on leave at the time of my visit, 
and I was sorry to learn that ill health was the cause. I was 
.accompanied round the gaol by tho ofEcient Local Inspector 
and the ' Governor’s son, who acts as deputy. I found the 
whole establishment scrupulously clean and orderly, and gene- 
rally woU arranged.

A shoem.akcr from the town w.as employed in tho course of the 
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year to give instruction in the trade to tliree of tlie junior pri- 
soners. It is very seldom a tradesman of any kind is committefl 
to the gaol. The school is well attended to, and I was much 
pleased with the progress made hy some of the hoys. There is 
also a lending hbrary, of which, I understand, the prisoners 
gladly avail themselves. 

Female Department. 

The female department is conducted with order and reonlarity 
by the Matron and her Assistant, and educational instruction 
afforded the inmates for two hours daily. They were divided 
into two classes, according to character, and several were em- 
ployed at spinning, washing, knitting, and needle-work.

Indian, 4 oz. oatmeal, and 1 
pint buttermilk. Females— 34 oz. Indian, 3,', oz. oatmeal, and 1 
pint huttoi-milk.

Three days each week— males, G 
oz. Indian, 6 oz. oatmeal, and 1 pint new-milk ; females, 5 oz. 
Indian, 5 oz. oatmeal, and £ pint new-milk. Children under 10 
years — 10 oz. bread and 4 pint uow-inilk. 

Supper, for children under 10 years— 4 oz. bread, I 4 na^gin 
new-milk. " “ 

Males committed for a month and under, 14 oz. bread and 1 
pint gruel every day for dinner. Females for same period, 12 
oz. bread and f pint gruel for same. 

Net cost of diet per bead per day— males, 2-Jd. ; females, l|d. 

The provisions are regTilarly inspected ; there were no com- 
plaints.

This gaol is at all times remarkably healthy; the number in 
bosj)ital for the Last seven years averages two and a-half per 
cent. Both departments were scrupulously clean, roomy, and 
airy. There wore only four male patients ; no females. The 
cost of modiciuo for the last year was £17 I5s. ; Apothecary’s 
salary, £20. 

Lunatics. 



There were 15 male lunatics, and 4 females, to whom every 
attention consistent with their condition i.s paid. Nothing can 
tend more to interrupt prison discipline, than the difficulties 
attending the management of this class of prison inmates ; and 
I was glad to learn at the office of that department in Dublin, 
that in a very few weeks the whole of the lunatics will be re- 
moved from this gaol.

General Observations. 

The state of this gaol as to cleanliness, regularity, and order, 
is most creditable ; there arc some points, however, to which I 
would call attention. Firstly, in reference to the great number 
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of punis’ameiits, wliicli amount to 201 since tie 1st of January No™ 
last; thougl), doubtless, many of tliem are of a triflinir ebarao- 
tci, and were inflicted for slight ofieiices, yet the constant re- Comtjtof 
currenee of these minor penalties is likely to produce irritation 
rather than fear or permanent amendment. Undoubtedly no 
uifractiou of discipKne should be allowed to pass uunoticed ; hut 
il instead of awarding the same punishment over and over ao-ain 
for the same ouences, as is here the case, a record were kSpt 
and each irregularity entered against the name of the oft'eiider- 
]icrhaps the more efibetive mode would he to administer nunishi 
iiient cumulatively, so that the c.vainples should bo rare and 
screro. Ucondbj, with reference to shot-drill, the adoption of 
which, I regretted to find, was not approved of hy the Board of 
euponntendence. This mode of punishment is now in use in 
most of tho coiuitv gaols, and, without e.vccption, it has been 
tound to be peculiarly effective as a deta-rent; and it would 
appear to be more necessary here from the great number of re- 
committals of male prisoners for tho last year, which far exceed 
those of the neighbouring counties. At Londonderry tho total 
of males were 940 ; and re-commitments only 30. 
j t Umagh — commitments, 57f> ; re-commitments, 45 ; ami hero 
the commitments wore SCO, and the re-commitments, 97. Of 
the latter, 60 were re-committecl ouce, 14 twice, and 23 three 
inies and upwards. The Local luspector, Mr. Clarke, in his 
statistics of crime in this county for tho last year, observes 
J itliiu that period, crimes of the worst description— murder, 
and outrage of the most daring character— have been committed, 
impunity tor serious olfences seems to bo so far calculated on, 
as almost to hold out a temptation to make the County Donegal 
le scene ot deeds of blood aucl murder.” It is manifest, that 
sometmng more is required than is at present available in the 
gaol, both punitive and reformatory. There is no tread-wlieol 
t mode of omployniont or punishment for 

c ‘■•ictory ciiaracters, or for pirisoners sentenced to hard labour. 
lArl sliot-drill wore introduced, together with some 

tlin a simple and ine.vpensive kind, I have no doubt but 
shortly be a great diminution in tho commitments, 
the moral discipline of the gaol advanced.

Tho first of the above returns shovrs a decrease of 24 as 
compared with the numbers in custody at the last inspection; 
there was little change in the character of offences, but the re- 
committals of females were very numerous in proportion to tlio 
males — a fact plainly attributable to the absence of any deterring 
or corrective treatment in their management ; they are sent to 
gaol, they mix unrestricted, and have full association and com- 
parativG contentment in their depravity ; they are discharged, 
and have no dread of return to imprisonment. This is an e^dl 
so important in itself as to call for an immediate change in tlie 
system pursued towards this class of prisoners. The separate 
system for females has been found a most effective check to the 
re-committaJs ; even those hardened in crime and deep depra- 
vity dread “ separation it reduces the numbers of rc-committala 
— a result in every "way so essential to the county and the 
community at large ; and I would beg earnestly to impress 
upon the authorities the necessity of taking this matter into 
consideration. Vagrancy has decreased; there were 19 male 
and 4 female convicts awaiting removal to Dublin. The pri- 
Eoiiers are separate when employed at stoue-brealdng and in 
tho workshops, as far as practicable. The juveniles are kept 
apart from adults, and divided into two classes — tried and 
untried. The tread-wheel is not used now, and the capstan- 
mill was undergoiug repair; when at work it affords employ- 
ment for prisoners sentenced to hard labour. Tho prisoners 
are all supplied with gaol clothing, wdiich is inirchascd in the 
raw material, and made up in the prison ; it consists of linsey- 
woolsey, now substituted for the fustian used formerly. The 
Governor, or his Deputy, attends at locking up every evening. 
The sewerage has been altered and improved. The bedding 
tbroughout the gaol was clean and good. It is intended to 
make windows in the solitary cells, as at present they are very 
damp and confined.

It will be seen that tliere is ample accommodation for the 
number of prisoners. Many of the cells in the female an(3 
debtor departments are and have been unoccupied for a conei* 
derable time. Five cells are fitted up for carrying out to this 
extent the separate system for males; they arc completed under 
the requirements of the Act, of Pailiament, and will be shortly 
brought into use. I hope the Grand Jury will, ere long, tahe 
into consideration the practicability of extending this system, 
and appropriating another portion of tho gaol as a separation 
class. It could he effected y^ithout much inconvenience, and at 
trifling cost. At the debtors’ side there are throe, floors — the 
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gi-ouncl or first floor contains 8 colls, the second 15, and tlio 
third 23 ; m all 46 cells. Tlie ground floor is not at present 
occupied, and could be made to accoinmodate the pauper 
debtors now occupying tlie third floor; the second floor to 
to remain as it is for master debtors, leaving the upper floor, 
of 23 cells, available for carrying out the separate system ; 
there being also sejiarate stairs at this side, a wall tlirown across 
the yard would comploto the severance of these cells from the 
debtors’ department. The colls at the female side of the prison 
"'ell adapted for separate confinement — a system 
uhich, in tliis gaol particularly, where the re-committals are so 
much on the increase, should be e.'ctanded as far as possible, 
llie cost of fitting up would be inconsiderable ; and as to the 
general question of construotion, Colonel Jebb, in his Eeport of 
1850 (page 67), on the management and discipline of the Con- 
vict Prisons of England, in reference to the size of cells for 
■separate confinement, states as follows ; 

“ Having doubts upon the subject, I deemed it my duty to bring it 
under your notice, and the result has been an arrangement by which 
eoUs oi smaller dimension.s, appropriate for the ordinary periods of 
Irom 3 to 6 months, may be specially certified for such periods, and 
you have been enabled to sanction the erection of such cells accord- 
ingly, In the preparation of tho plaus, the course I suggest is to pro- 
' iile a proportionate number of ceils adapted for prisonera before trial 
(see Resolutions of the Select Committee, jSTo. 10 , p. 86 ), and for the 
longest periods of separate confinement, and others of smaller dimen- 
siODs, for the majority of prisoners under short terms. Thus, instead 
ot all cells being 1 3 feet long by 7 wide, they have, in some instances, 
oeen reduced to 9 or 10 feet long by 6 wide, and S feet high from floor 
to ceiling. o „ , o 

“A cell of small dimensions, if properly ventilated on the plan 
recommended in my 2nd Report, is sufficient for all purposes during 
mo crate periods. Where looms or other cumbrous machinery are 
nitrodueed, for giving employment to prisoners during longer terms, 

space IS an object.” = = . 

Employment and Schools. 

Industrial works are carried on with some activity, and most 
ot the sheds and workshops referred to in the last Report as 
being unoccupied, have been brought into use. The principal 
employment appears to be stone-breaking and picking oakum ; 
there is an excellent store-room, which contained a large supply 
ot blankets, linsey-woolsey, clothing, shoes, mops, brushes, &o., 
I’. ^ which had been manufactured in the gaol. The 
loUowing is an analysis of the employment on the day of my 
mspection, viz.

Tiio sewerage is effective, and the prison is dry and airy. "Water 
for drinking is obtained from a well on the premises, and there 
is also an abundant supply from tlio lake for ail other purposes, 
introduced by means of a forcing-pump, which gives some em- 
ployment for prisoners sentenced to hard labour. The heating 
a])paratus, which for a long time was useless, has been rendered 
effective by the introduction of large boilers. Classification is 
strictly observed in the male de 2 )artment, and an important 
advance made towards carrying out the separate system. M 
the prisoners are provided with gaol clothing*, which is manu- 
factured and made up in the gaol. 



Employment and Schools, 

There has been a considorahle increase in the general em- 
department since I last visitW the gaol.

The four compartments in the yard for untried prisoners, 
and used for stone-breaMng, are very badly aiTanged. I should 
recommend their being altogether removed, and the materials 
applied to the erection of sheds for employment, on the sepa- 
rate system, which might, at Httle expense, be constructed 
round the walls, and for which there is sufficient space. Sliot- 
drril lias not been introclueed, and I left a note on the boohs 
leeommcnding its adoption : it is, perhaps, the more necessary 
Here, as there is no tread-wheel or other distasteful mode of 
employment for re-commitments, or hardened and refractory 
prisoners. The school is weU attended to, and I found that 
several of the male prisoners had made considerable progress 
in reading and writing. 



Female Department. 

I fomid this department in a very lamentable condition, 
althougli every exertion appeared to be made by tlio matron, 
WHO IS without an assistant, to maintain order and cloaiiliiu^s, 
as well as to find employment for the inmates. In a long, nar- 
row pasKige, no less than 1 5 females were employed at spinning; 
and in the only day-room, which is very small, several otiiuis 
were employed at carding and scutching flax, and needlework.

There is a diminution of no less than 63 in tho aboTe 
aggregate, as compared with tho return at the last inspection, 
llio gaol_ was by no means crowded, and classification is 
observed in the male department to a satisfactory extent ; at 
tlio fcinnlo sido there is room for improvement imdcr this 
head riiore were 3 male and 2 female convicts. The com- 
nnttak of vagrants have decreased to a very great extent, not 
one ol this class being confined, in the gaol at tho time of my 
TOit. hfearly all the prisoners are furnished with gaol clothing. 
. ew cots were roacly for being put up, to replace the largo iron 
bedsteads, with which the cells are furnished ; it is intended to 
remove them all by degrees, and I should recommend tlieir 
being substituted for the cumbrous wooden bedsteads in the 
1 cbtors’ apartments. The supply of water which is raised by 
the tread-wheel is abundant ; and the sewers are flushed by 
nish-cochs. The shower hath is used efiectively as a check 
upon vagrants and juvcmlos.

The male school is remarkably well conducted, I examined 
a number ot those under tuition, and was much pleased at tlio 
progress they had made, and the systematic management of 
this important branch of discipline. 



Female Dejmrtmmt. 

This section of the prison is confined and dark, it was, how- 
over, clean and well ventilated. The prisoners are divided into 
two classes on y. tried and untried. I would suggest their 
being soparatei. according to character, and into three or four 
cUvTsions,for which there is sufficient space, no less than 5 day- 
rooms being avadable for this pui-pose, and the matron having 
an ^sistant, there can be no want of proper supervision. Some 
of the pnsoners were employed at spinning and needle-work, 
ihe laundry is very confined, and there is no drving loft; a 
plan and estimate for an extension of fes bnildin| wis showm 
to me of which I highly approve. I was glad to learn that it 
had aheady passed tlie presentment sessions, and 1 beg most 
s.ron^ly to recommend it to the favourable consideration of the 
biaiul Jury. The female school, I regret to state, was quite a 
deception. I found 14 of the prisoners seated at a table in one 
ot the day-rooms, each with a school book or Bible open in 
their hands, and on examination 1 found that not one of them 
could read a single Ime, and two or three only, with the greatest 
tuliicult}, could spell even the most simple words.

Tliis total is loss by two only than that of the return given at 
tho last inspection, which was on the 18th of September, but 
as compared with the return of the previous year, shows a 
decrease of 61. There is not any material change in the 
character of crime. There were 8 male convicts and i 
females. The accoinmodatioii consists of 159 single colls, 12 
.solitary cells, 17 rooms with beds, and no less than 22 day- 
rooms ; so that there is ample room for classification, ivliich is 
strictly observed, and a considerable number of the male pri- 
soners are placed in separation rvlien employed during the day, 
and all have separate cells at night. A plan was shown to me 
by the Governor for the construction of additional sheds in the 
yards for the oinploymciit of prisoners separately, wliich I 
sliould strongly recommend being adopted. Any advance 
toward the separate system is at all times desirable. The 
supply of water is ample, and is convoyed by pipes to each 
yard. 1 he beds and bedding were all good ; sheets are used, 
which tciuls much to cleanliness. Trvo of tlie timikoys act as 
watchmen, and patrol at night through all parts of the building. 
The commitments during the past year were— males, 946; 
females, 494. Eo-commitments — males, 30 ; females, 26. 
Average — males, 110; females, 56. Greatest number in gaol 
at one time — males, 119; females, SO. The punisbraents were 
very few, only 27 since the 1st of January, and for slight 
breaches of the prison rules.

SLvty-two of tho male prisoners were employed at stone- 
bre.aldng, pielang oakum, and breaking bones, wliich in tho 
a.^gcoj,a^te yield considorablo profit.

This department was very clean and orderly, but there is 
little or no employment for the inmates. They were divided 
into three classes, according to character, and cducaiion.al in- 
struction is afforded them hy the matron tor two Isonrs daily. 
Tins building forms the principal p.art of the old gaol, and a 
portion of it might, at no gi-eat expense, ho, rendered available 
for separate imprisonment, which, if carried out for oven a 
limited number, would obcck the influx of very abandoned ch.a- 
racters, to which this gaol is subject. It is worthy of remark 
that although tho commitments of males are very nearly double 
those of the females, in tho namher of re-convaitments there is 
only a difference of four.

I visited this gaol on tlio 27th, after loclc-iip, and -went 
>' through several of tiic n-ards and colls. On the following day, 
I made my inspection of tho whole prison, and feel much plea- 
sure in bearing testimony to the regularity, cleanliness, and 
general discipline of the establishment. I had the ijleasure of 
mooting Sir llobort Bateson, wlio did mo the favour to acconi- 
])any mo round tho gaol, and, I am happy to say, approved of 
tlie 'suggestions I have put forward with regard to the female 
]iri.son":is well as tlie separate sheds for males, and which I be" 
to recommend to the consideration of the Grand Jury and 
Board of Supjcrintendencc. 

BrideiueUs. 

Mai/hcrctfeU, Mai/ 25. — No prisoners, and only 29 altogetiier 
confined hero since the 1st of April; the huilding very clean, 
bedding good and sufficient, hut tlio registry by no means ccr- 
rectly kept.

Coleraine, May 2S. — A new keeper has heou lately appointed 
to this bridewell ; ho appeav.s to be a most respectable, efficient, 
and painstaking officer.

Tlie great rodactiou tliat lias talcen jikee in the numlicrs com- 
mittccl to tins gaol for tlio last tliree years is a subject of con- 
gratulation to the county; the return of jirisoners in the Report 
of 1850 being S.'S under the aggregate of the iirerious one ; in 
1851, 48 less; and this year, 54 under the return of last year 
I regret, however, to observe that the re-committals do not show 
the same favourable result, in proportion to the totals of each 
year.

An attempt to escape was made by the former during the night 
of tho 27th of last month, which was frustrated lay the vigilance 
of the watchman, and they have since been placed in iron's. All 
the clothing, bedding, and blankets, which are good and' .suffi- 
cient, are manufactured in the gaol. IV ooden lattices have been 
put up in the chapel, so as to prevent the males and females from 
seeing each other diu-ing divine service. Classification is strictly 
maintained. All the cells for males are provided with cots, 
thirty-two being supplied since the last inspection. There were 
three pauper debtors, two of whom have been in tbo gaol for 
nearly three years, for overholding land; and, although tho 
oflbr of release has been frequently made to thorn on giving up 
possession, they have obstinately refused all overture^ to that 
effect. The whole gaol was in sound repair, clean, and well 
ventilated in all its departments. 

Employment and Schools. 

Considerable activity is displayed in this important branch of 
discipline. The males are employed at weaving, winding, and 
prejiaring yarn, shoemaking, tailoring, smiths’ and carpSters’ 
work, haclding flax, grinding corn, baking, and stone-breaking.

The school is placed under the care of a regular schoolmaster, 
lately appointed, who also acts as cleric ; and appears to he an 
efficient and iiitelligoiit young man.

General Oheervations. 

T found this gaol in a most creditable state of order, doanii- 
noss, and regularity; and, making roason.able tdlotvaneos fur the 
want of accommodation, tho arrangements througliont were 
most satisiaetory. I inspected tho now prison,^ accompanied 
l)v Jlr. Neville, tile able County Engineer, who furnislied the plan, 
aiid owing to the failure of the contractor to finish the work, its 
completion is now being carried on under the superinteudeuce of 
this gentleman, and will shortly be fit for occupation. It is 
designed on the sep.irate system, and consists of an entrance 
liuilding, and two radiating wings. In the entrance corridor, 
ajiartmcnts are prodded for the Governor and tmuikeys, office, 
waiting, and visitors’ room, hoard-rooms, matron's apartments, 
and accomnindation for master debtors ; it also contains the 
ciiapcl. which is 60 feet long by 23 broad, and 25 feet liigli, 
fitted up at present with separate sittings for S4 prisoner, 
Irat eon.ilriicteci to contain 168, if required; there are also 
gaiicrics for officers, and debtors’ sittings separate, with altar, 
fniipit, and communion table, robing room, and lohijy' under 
tlio gallery; and luider tho prisoners’ benches, two rooms are 
pr.iviiled for the schoolmaster. Two doors on the inspection- 
hail side admit the prisoners, and, on the opposite side, one is 
]irovi'iod for the Chaplain and officers to enter from the front 
Imilding. The basement story contains a kitchen and an adjoin- 
ing room, with the necessary lifting apparatus, officers’ mess- 
room. a huudry, and drying-room, with seven separate stalls for 
washing, and two reception- cells, tw'O bath-rooms, fumigating- 
room, provision, clothes, and coal stores, with a means of 
incimsiug tho number of reception cells, if necessary. 
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Tile jirisoii Imililing- contains 120 sd])ai-ate cells, two dav- 
’.vuins for debtora, four punishmaiit cells, heating appaiMtiis 
rooms, and stores. for raw and manufactured material in the 
basement. The cells are all arched in brick, and provided 
throughout with stone pan water-closets, washhaud basins, water- 
pipes, and cocks. The closets discharge into the flank ’drains, 
which are constructed in brick, with an iurert bottom, washed 
■r.'ith the rain-water from the roofs, waste water, &c. The cells 
communicate with a central corridor, which is comieeted with 
the inspcction-hall, placed at the rere of the entrance buildin"- • 
■1 this haU is an iron stairs, which communicates with the hasc- 
raent story and galleries. The latter are constructed on cast- 
iron brackets, and bearers, and covered with one-inch Ban"'or 
slates,, and furnished with iron hand-rails. The cells are sup- 
plied with fresh air from two external air .shafts, which" are 
connected with flues built under the floors of the corridors, and 
from thence into the several cells, and a flue is provided in’each 
cell to take off the foul air, which is discharged into the shaft, 
constructed in stoue, over the roof of the prison. Hot water 
pipes are prepared to he laid in the fresh air flues, for the pur- 
jiose of heating the cells, and ventilators are provided, con- 
necting the cells with the external air, and the air of the corridor. 

The hospital is a separate building, and contains two largo 
.and well veutilatod sick wards, two convalescent wards, nurses’ 
rooms, bath and boiler rooms, water-closets, haU, stairs, aud 
lobby. This department is not sufficiently separate for males 
audfemalcs. I pointed out, however, to Mr. Neville, the neces- 
sity of dividing it, which can easily be effected, and at a trifliiw 
c.vpeiise. ° 

The e.xercising yards are 52 feet each in length, the open 
portions being fitted with iron railing, 8 foot G inches hinh. 

The pump-house contains the pump eluarabcr, and° eiglit 
separate stalls for working, and five exercising yards connected 
by a papage. A stone tower is proposed to lie erected over 
tiie engine, on wliich a wrought-iron cistern, to contain three 
days’ supply of water, is to be placed: it is to command those 
caterns in the roofs of the prison, from which the.se and all 
utlier reservoirs are to receive their supply of water; it will he 
covered ou top, aud sm-rouiided with brick-work. To prevent 
accident, the men are aU placed on the .same side of the work- 
ing cranivs, and the officer ou duty can in a moment un-gear the 
pamp.s, stop the engine, and pmt ou, and take off' friction as 
may be required, to can-y on a regular motion in the engine. 

8tone-break-ing sheds are to be erected, and to consist of 
tiventy-four separate stalls, with a capability of e-xtension; two 
covered stations for officers and tw'O footways on the sides of 
the central dividing wall are also to be constructed. 

The entii-e ground is surrounded by a wall, nearly 17 foot 
Jiigh. 

1 was much pleased with the building, not only as to its 
general jilan, but with the solidity and finish of the different 
works. There is one pioint, however, upon wliioh I have doubts,

The above aggregate shows au increase in the number of 
commitments, as compared with the return at the last inspee- 
lioii ; but it is satisfactory to observe that for tbe past year 
there is a considerable diminution in the iiumbor of rc-commit- 
meiits of both sexes. Many improvements have taken place in 
the cla,ssification, discipline, and general management of the 
gaol, which I found in a creditable state of order, cleanliness, 
and regularity. Commitments during the year — males, 019; 

females, 244. Be-committals — males, 144; feniales,G7. Greatest 
number in gaol at onetime — males, 47 ; females, 22. Average 
— males, 31; females, 10. The accommodation consists of six 
day-rooms, sixteen single cells, two solitary cells, three debtore’ 
sleepiug-rooms, and seven yards for exercise.

The prisoners are employed at mat-making, bvu.sh-raaking, and 
.stone-breaking. A schoolmaster was appointed in Juiio”la.st.

The Grand .Tury, at the Ia.st assizo.s, with great liberality, 
passed a presentment for £3,000, to improve and add to tlie 
accommodation of the gaol ; it is, therefore, unnecessary for 
me to enter into details of the defects of the present building. 
The plans of the proposed alterations and additions ai-e in pro- 
gress, and will he submitted for approval to the Grand Jnrv 
at t!ie approaching assizes. They' are designed on the separate 
svisteni, and will give 41 cells, with chapel, hospital, w.itor- 
flusets, .'iiid lavatories. The present hospital, and corresponding 
buildings, will be rendered available, and converted into male 
and female debtors’ apartments. The plans, wh.ich are by i\!r. 
Neville, the county surveyor, appear to me to embrace all that is 
necessary to render tlie gaol suiiicient in .aecomiuodation for 
carrying out the improvements of the modern .system of prison 
managomeiit.

Average males, 149; fem.Tles, 60. Greatest number in gaol at 
nt one time males, 241 ; females, SS. I am happy to add that 
file above total is less by OS tlnm the number confined at the 
Inst inspection ; and it i.s satishictory to dnd that the re-com- 
liiitnieuts of male prisoners have decreased eonsidorabh'. There 
were IS male eomdots and 0 females ; all were, hmvev'er, to Ijo 
sliorrly removed from the gaol. The accommodation consi.sts 
of I2S single cells, 6 solitary colls, 11 day-room.s, and 25 rooms 
with beds. The Artesian well has been completed, and affords 
an ample supply of water to all parts of the gaol. A contract 
lias been entered into at £25 per annum, for hooping all tiie 
lilinnbing and steam apparatu.s in order. The prisoners are 
fairly provided -with clocliing. Ckssilication is observed as far 
as It IS practicable. The punishments were very few, and of a 
light character, being only 18 altogether since the 1st of Jauiiaiy 
last. The ventilation of the gaol has been greatly improved by 
tne windows of the corridors and double cells being made to 
open to their full extent. The whole prison was thoroughly 
clean, and in sound repair.

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of the cases being for petty iarconics and minor ofteuccs. Va- 
grancy, also, has decreased very considerably. There were only 
two female convicts — 11 males having -been sent to the Depot at 
riiilipstown on the morning of my visit. The re-committals are 
fowin comparison with most other gaols. The tread- wheel is used 
for raismg water for general purposes, and a force-pump supplies 
a sufficient quantity of spring water, The meals are taken in 
the cells ; and classification is observed to a'satisfactory extent. 
Iron gratings have been affixed to all the firc-placcs, which is 
an improYomeiit, as regards securitjq worthy of adoption else- 
where. The dome over the chapel appeare to be insecure, and 
not waterproof. Tho County Surveyor has been dhected to 
e.vammeit, with a view to its removal altogether, and the siihsti- 
tution of slates. The gaol was thoroughly clean, and w^ell venti- 
lated. The prisoners are all furnished with frieze clothing, manu- 
factured and made-up in the gaol.

Female Department. 

There wore only 34 female ptrisoners, for tvliom there was 
ample accommodation. They wore divided into classes accord- 
ing to character, and were generally employed at neodle-work 
and washing. Tliere is no regular laundry or drying-loft, wdiicli 
causes grciit inconvenience. I was glad to learn that it is in. 
roiitcmplation to erect a wash-house, which might be done at 
little expense, and a very desirable spiace for the construction 
'jould be found at the end of the building now occupied by 
the female lunatics. Educational instruction is given for two 
hours daily by the matron and her assistant. 

Dietary. — Contracts. 

The inspection of the provisions by the Chaplains is regular, 
the breiid, milk, oatmeal, and Indian meal, were all of excel- 
lent quaUty — there were no complaints. Cost of dietary pier day 
lor c.udi prisoner, 3\d.

-i-liero were hut few inmatca, and no cases requiring particular 
notice. It was scrupulously clean, and well veutilated. There 
were no less than 10 lunatics, most unfit inmates of a prison— 
they appeared, however, to be generally quiet and harmless; one, 
a female, had been confined here since April, 1S39. I strongly 
urged upon the Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums the necessity of 
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affording early relief to this gaol, and was assured by them, that 
iiiimetliate steps will be taken with a view to their removal. 

The Surgeon’s salary is £4(i per anmnn, and he receives £10 
additional for compounding. Tlio luoiheino is procured from 
tlio Apothecaries’ Hall, Dublin, and tire supply obtained two 
years since has been sufficient, the cost of which amounted to 
the small sum of £32 12s.

Appeniliv to Thirty-first Report of 

General Observations. 

The administration of the affairs of this gaol, in every depart- 
ment, is such as to reflect credit upon the Board and authorities 
placed over it, and charged ndth carrying the details of prison 
management into practical operation. There is one matter to 
which I feel it my duty to call the attention of the Grand 
.Tury and Board of Superintendence, namely, the salary of tlie 
Iiocal Inspector, who has been appointed since tlic last inspec- 
tion, and to whose zeal and exertions tho well-being of the gaol 
is attributable in a great degree. This ofticer is certainly not 
sufiieiently remunerated for the responsible duties he has to 
perform, his salary being only £25 per annum, while in most 
other gaols of the same e.xtent, it ranges from £fi0 to £100. 
I W'ould further refer to the GCth section of tlio Prisons Act, 
which requires that a reasonable snm should be paid to the 
Local Inspector, for the care and attendance necessary in the 
execution of his several duties. 

Bridewells. 

ICells, December 1.9. — I found tins bridewell in a ino-st 
crcditiiblG state of order and cleanliness. No prisoners; fiO 
altogether since the commencement of the quarter. Kegistry 
and committals correct, and cost of dietary moderate. The 
whole building has been lately painted; and the cess-pool, re- 
ferred to hr the last lleport, is no longer used. Transmittals to 
county gaol take place at regular periods. Local Inspector 
seldom visits. Keeper’s salary, £40 per annum. 

^ J\avati, December IS. — No prisoner’s, and only 65 committals 
since tire 1st of October — more than half of them for drunken- 
ness. The aewenage lias been improved since the last inspec- 
tion ; and prison throughout clean, and in good order. Books 
mrrect, and transmittals regular; cost of dietary, Sd. aU roiinJ. 
Tho Local Inspector visits occasionally. Keeper’s salary, £40.

Employment and Schools. 

Two looms have been lately put up, and two more arc ordcred. 
Somc specimens of very good linen, ■woven in the gaol, wore 
produced. »Stone-brea.king which is carried on in separate 
sheds, is at present, however, the ^^rincipal employment; they 
are purchased at an average of G<?., and when broken sold at 
from to Is. Sd. per ton. Shot-drill is to he immediately 
adopted. One of the turnkeys acts as schoolmaster, and gives 
instruction in classes for two hours daily ; a register is kept, by 
which it appeared that some of the junior prisoners had made 
fair progress in reading and writing. 



Female Department 

This department is under the charge of a matron and an assist- 
ant; the prisoners arc divided into two classes, according to cha- 
racter — some were employed at needlewmrk and knitting. I re- 
gretted to loam that tlio .fancy needlework introduced here 
about two years since, latterly affords little or no return, and 
even out of doors, females find it difficult to earn two shiiings 
per week at this employment. The laundry is very small, and 
the clothes are dried in the open yard ; there is no dining- 
room ; one is much required, and it might be erected at little 
expense in the yard adjoining the laundry. Educational in- 
Ktruction, I w^as told, was occasionally given, but it ■n'as evident 
that this branch of discipiline ■was little attended to.

Tinner — 14 6z. brown bread and 1 pint of new-milk.

The pDrovisions were all of an excellent quality ; net cost of 
dietary per day 2\d. for each prisoner. The contracts were 
taken at very low prices — ne’u'-nuik at 3^^. and buttermilk at 
Urf. per gallon, for 12 months: bread, lt4 per lb., and oatmeal 
at 10*\ l^d, for six mouths.

Appendix to Thlrtp-first Report of 
General Ohservations. 

I -\asited this gaol on two successive daySj aud in point of 
order, cleanliness, and regularity, it is most creditable to the 
Local Inspector and Goverupr. Tlie condition of the female 
part of the gaol is sucli a crying grievance, and so incompatible 
with the first pmiciplos of modern prison discipline, that no 
comment is reepurod to impress upon the authorities the necos- 
sity of amending this evil, as iveli as the deficiency of the school 
department. I would also direct the attention of the Grand 
Jury and Board of Superintendence to the great want tliat 
exists of any industrial employment in the gaol, and strongly 
I'Gcoinmond the introduction of some works, even of a simple 
and inexpensive kind. ^ A capstan or crank mill would also bo 
desirable, and if applied to grinding corn for the use of the 
establishment, would be found, as at bicuagb, MulHugar, &c., 
to bo a great saving, and affording a better description of article 
than that usually obtained by contract.

Appendix to Thirtp-fu'St Report of 
Female Department. 

The rcmavhahio decrease in the inmates of this department 
may, in a great degree, be attributed to the separate system 
being observed to a considerable extent, and the strict discip- 
line that is maintained. The re-oommitments of female.s in 1 Sal) 
wore 85, while for the last year they were little more than half 
that luimbor. The prisoners at the time of my visit were so 
few, that, besides ordinary duties, there was little other employ- 
ment ; some, however, wore engaged at needlework, and at 
school. The matron, who is without an assistant, appears to 
bo fully competent to discharge the duties imposed upon her ; 
and the whole building, which is roomy and airy, was clean and 
well regulated.

The above return shows a decrease of 13, as compared with 
the number in confinement at the last inspection. The com- 
mitments during the past year were — males, 576; females. 307. 
Ro-comniitments — males, 45; females, 52. Greatest number in 
gaol at one time — males, 172; females, 63. The aceommodatiou 
consists of only 56 single cells, in what is usually called the new 
gaol, and 10 in the old ; the latter, however, are only used for 
the confinement of lunatics, and as punishment cells for females, 
when they are required; there are IS rooms with beds, and 11 
day-rooms. There were 7 male convicts and ? females, 11 
males and 4 females for absconding and insubordination in the 
workhouse, and of the 14 male pauper debtors, 9 were for over- 
holding land. The whole gaol was crowded, particularly the 
female department. Two convenient sheds were erected lasfi 
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year, diviiled into 27 compartments, for carrying on works by Noeie 
prisoners in separation. The supply of water is scarcely suffi- 
cient; it might be improved, probably, by sinking the well of Qol^of 
the pump. The meals are taken in the day-rooms, and classili- 
cation is observed as far as it is practicable. The beddino-, of 
which there was a sufficient supply, was clean and good; sheets 
are used. The pmiishments were very few, only 26 since the 
1 St of Jamiary last, and none of a serious character. There were 
no complaints. 



Employment and Schools. 

Avery creditable advance has taken place in the introduction 
of usefid employment since I last visited the gaol. There were 
five looms for weaving linen at work, and it is intended to erect 
two others for^ spinning cotton. Several were employed at 
slioemaking, tailoring, carpenters’ and smiths’ work, and 32 
breaking bones, which yields some pn-ofit, as will be seen by the 
following return for one year, ending last summer assizes :

General Observations. 

I found this gaol in a very creditable state of order clean- 
hness and regularity. I beg to refer the Grand Jury and 
Board of Supeimtendence to the numerous re-ccmnntnients of 
females, which are, no doubt, in a great degree attributable 
to the impossibility of oariying out any system of discipline or 
classification at present in this department. I trust the authori- 
ties wiU take into their consideration the great necessity that 
exists for extending the accommodation. This might at no 
great outlay, he effected by building a new hospital, which is 
much required, and by the re-coiistruotion of the whole of the 
interior of the old prison, and rendering it available for tbe 
confinement of females on the separate system, which is found

Number of prisoners for one year, ending 31st 
December last, 598; and total number of days they were sup- 
ported at the public expense, 5,747. At Parsonstowu, in the 
King’s County, which is a district bridewell, the number of 
prisoners confined for the above period was 1,179 ; and the col- 
lective number of days for which rations wore drawn, 7,536 ; the 
total cost, including staff, dietary, medicine, &c., £137 11s. 6d. 
At Newiy, which is an ordinary bridewell, and over 20 miles 
from the county gaol — number of prisoners, 1,724 ; total number 
of days, 6,720 ; total cost, including keeper’s salary, fuel, &c., 
£158 IQs. 3d. Again, at Killamey, 20 miles from the county 
prison — number confined, 2,117; collective nimiber of days for 
wlrich rations were drawn, 8,627 ; total cost for the year, includ- 
ing staff, &c., £136 4s. 8d. At Cashel, Dungarvair, Tipperary, 
and many other bridewells, the returns slrow the same result. 
It appears, therefore, that the Dungannon bridewcU is main- 
tained at great expense to the county, and, proportionably, 
at more than double the cost of marry of the largest of those 
minor prisons in Ireland. 

Strabane, May 29 — No prisoner's here; 40 since tiro com- 
mencement of the quarter. The accommodation consists of 2 
sleeping rooms, a day-room, and yard, for males ; and only one 
sleeping room, containing throe beds, for females, a very small 
day-room, and no yard. Dming quar-ter sessions there are at 
times 20 women confined here. An additiorr might easily be 
constructed, and at little expense, by ext.ending the building, 
for which there is sufficient space, so as to give an additional 
sleeping room and y.ard for the females. The bridewell is very 
well kept ; the strpply of bedding suflrcieirt. Local Inspector 
visits frequently. Salaries same as at Clogher.

Classifica- 
tion is properly observed; and the meals are tabeii in the cells 
There was only one male convict ; no females. There are four 
double cells in class 9, which arc dark and without thorough air- 
they might easily be made to alford both light and venfcflation 
l)y the introduction of windows in the centre walls- at present 
the light 13 only borrowed from the corridor. The sewerage is 
effective; ample supplies of water are afforded to aU parts of the 
gaol; and the bedding throughout was clean, good, and sufficient. 

Employment and Schools. 

An admirably constructed corn-mill affords emplo-vment for 
prisoners sentenced to bard labour, whUe it is sufficiently irksome 
to be severe; stone-breaking also is carried on to a considerable 
extent, and returns some profit. There are several employed 

III weaving, winding, slioomaking, tailoi-iiig, carpenteiing, and 
smiths work; in lact there was scarcely an idle prisoner to be 
seen lu tbo gaol at the time of my visit. 

A scboolmastcr lias lately been appointed, who is also atum- 
tey ; he appears to bo fully competent to his duties. Several 
ot tlie boys liad made fair progress iu reading and wifting. 

Female Department. 

The females are located in the old gaol, and classified accord- 
mg to character in three divisions. The matron has been siiner- 
annuated, but still retains charge of the prison for a few days 
until her successor, who, I was informed, is efficient, and highly re^ 
commended.jomsfor cluty. The entire department was clean and 
weu regulated, and almost all the inmates were employed in sew- 
ing, knitting, carding, spinning, washing, and other prison duties.

Tlie provisions were all of excellent quality, and inspected 
regularly by the chaplains. There were no complaints. The 
flour and oatmeal are ground and baked into bread in the gaol.

Tho following are the contract 
prices : — bread, per 4 lb. loaf, 34d. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 9s. 6d. ; 
Indian meal, per cwt., 8s. ; meat, per lb., 5d.\ new milk, per 
gallon, 4 jff. ; buttermilk, per gallon, 2d. ; salt, per stone, 5cZ. 

Books and Accounts. 

The new forms of books and accounts, sanctioned by the Court 
of Queen’s Bench, are in operation, and kept with great regu- 
larity. I was glad to hear they had been found most satisfactory 
and effective in their details. The total cost of the gaol for the 
three years ending at last assizes, including dietary, staff, &c 
was, for 1850, £3,212 8s. 8cZ.; 1851, £2,351 105. Hd.i and 
1852, £1,746 5s. 8d.

The Prisons Act requires that not less than eight, nor more 
than twelve persons should form a Board of Superintendence for 
the management of a gaol, whereas here I find that the Board 
is composed of fourteen, which clearly is contrary to law, and 
I trust it is only necessary for me to refer to the matter, in order 
to cause the reduction of the Board to the proper number. 

Every act of the Board, while thus illegally constituted, would 
invalidate itself, if brought to an issue ; the matter, therefore 
is one of importance. ’ 

The Board meets regularly on the first Thursday of each 
month, and at other periods if required, to settle accounts and 
transact other business. 

General Observations. 

It was gratifying to observe the readiness, with which the 
recommendations of my colleague, in his last report on tliis 
gaol, were entertained by tbe Board of Superintendence. The 
laundry and drying-room have been constructed in tbe female 
department, together with force-pump, cistern, and baths, 
making this side of the establishment complete in these essential 
conveniences. I have elsewhere referred to the efficiency of 
the male school ; and, in conclusion, I have only to add, that 
the general good order and effective arrangomeuts of the gaol 
throughout, reflect the highest credit upon Si those engaged in 
Its supermtendeuce and management.

The ahove return shows a diminution of nearly one-third 
since the last inspection, wliich took place in the month of 
January, but allowance is, of course, to he made for the effect of 
harrest labour, and other employments at this particular season, 
upon the classe,s, from which the ordinary inmates of prisons 
are supplied. There is nothing in the amount or character of 
crime, in reference to the general circumstances of the popula- 
tion, which requires special notice. With regard to the material 
part of the gaol, some improvements have taken place since my 
last visit, or are about to be carried into effect; the sewers have 
been lately cleansed, an impoi-tant saihtary advantage, but some 
of the privies continue to be offensive. New padlocks for the 
ceU doors have been provided. Sheds for looms, six of which 
are to bo applied to weaving cocoa-fibre matting, are in process 
of erection. The tread-wheel, which is now employed in raising 
water, will be furnished with separate compartments to prevent 
communication between the prisoners while at wort. Stalls for 
the same object during the intervals of rest will be added. It 
is further proposed to remove a party wall, which divides the 
tread-wheel from the yard at present used for shot-drill, so 
as to place the two exercises under the supervision of one officer. 
Two rooms have been rendered available for storage, which 
formerly was very defective. The number of punishnients has 
greatly declined, the amount from January up to the above date 
being but 123, of which aU, except 19, were awarded by the 
authority of the Governor. There is no night patrol, hut officers 
are located in different pai'ts of the building. If, however, as 
I trust will not fail to he the case, the prison, or a certain por- 
tion of it, shall be adapted to the separate system, a constant 
watch will be indispensable, in conformity with the provisions of 
the 3rd & 4th Victoria, cap, 44.

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Tho inadequacy of tliis department for carrying out tlio first 
principles of reformatory discipline, has heeu so often reported 
upon, and appears to he so deeply felt by those charged irith 
the administration of the prison, that I confine myself to the 
expression of the earnest hope, that the mtention which exists 
as to the, correction of this evil, will be forthwith fulfiUod. A 
plan has been prepared by Mr. Burtchaeh, the County Surveyor, 
which would appear to meet all the general requirements, sub- 
ject, of course, to the approbation of the county authorities ; 
and tho propiosed excess of £350 over the sum now available' 
will, I trust, be not considered as an obstacle, when an interest 
of such importance is involved, but wiU be dealt with in a sijirit 
of wise liberality. 

Dietary and Contracts. 

In accordance with Circular hfo. 108, issued 24th Fehruai-y 
1S51. 

Contracts. — Bread, \ld. per lb. ; oatmeal, Us. per cwt. ; Indian 
meal, 8s. per cwt. ; new-milk, 4 Jo!, per gallon ; salt, Is. lOd per 
cwt.; coals, 15s. per ton; turf, llrf. per measure; straw, 15s. 
per ton. 

I found no exception taken to the diet ; and the attendance 
of the Chaplains, for the purpose of inspection, is regular. All 
tho intern officers receive gaol allowance. 

Books and Accounts. 

I found the new system of accounts in operation, tho forms 
of which wero very accurately filled and kept by the Deputy 
Governor, a zealous and highly intelligent officer. A check is 
required upon the issue of the sick or extra diet ordered for 
those who are in hospital or under medical treatment. A docii- 
raeiit initialed by tho Surgeon would easily supply this defi- 
ciency. The Governor’s journal, for a considerable period, 
contained merely the entry of “Attended various duties,” 
without any specification, which is indispensable to a knowledge 
of tho daily working of the institution.

It has already been the pleasing duty of iny colleague and 
myself to do justice, in former reports, to the services of the 
very able Local Inspector, Mr. Ktzmaurice; but his efforts must 
necessarily prove abortive if he is not adequately seconded by 
the Governor, who is more immediately placed in char»-e of 
matters of detail. I am now nnwiUing to refer to the many 
occasions, on which, in latter years, the name of Mr. M'Dowell 
has been brought mifavourably under the notice of the local 
authorities pd the Inspeotors-General, and I confine myself to 
the expression of the opinion that he is no longer held in that 
personal estimation, nor is he possessed of tha°t mental vigour 
and orderly energy, which are imperatively requhed for the 
maintenance of discipline, and for the exaction of respect and 
obedience. The Board having already passed a resolution, 
grounded on the certificate of the highly competent surgeon, 
Dr. Eawson, to the effect that the Governor is “incapable^ 
from infirmity of mind, to discharge the duties of liis office,” 
and having recommended thereupon a presentment of £100, for 
a superannuation allowance, in conformity with' the 1 2oth sec- 
tion of the Grand J m-y Act, it only remains for me to hope that 
an end so desirable as the withdrawal of Mr. M‘DoweU from 
the administration of the prison may be effected, and that a 
fully qualified successor may be appointed. Two years ago, 
under somewhat similar circumstances, the gaol of Maryborouo-h 
having fallen into a state of laxity and disorder, the High She- 
riff, upon the retirement of the then Governor, threw open to 
competition the vacant office. The result of that public spirited 
conduct has been, X am happy to state, that the prison in ques- 
tion has justly obtained a very high reputation for internal 
management. It is needless to enlarge upon the advantages 
to be derived from schooling, and peculiarly so in the ease of 
juveniles, upon whom educational instruction, if combined with 
“ separation,” produces immediate and lasting effects. I would 
venture, therefore, to m-ge the appointment of a schoolmaster 
and accountant, so as to leave the Deputy Governor more 
generally available, and in conclusion to suggest that prisonera 
sentenced to “ hard labour,” should always undergo some labotir 
of a not merely industrial nature. I am aware that weaving 
heavy articles is a distasteful employment to prisoners, but it 
can scarcely be considered to be of a punitive character. Such 
suggestions, however, are, perhaps, uncalled for at present, for, 
until the direction of this institution is confided to other hands' 

I feel myself bound to report, and I do so with great reluctance! 
that there is little prospect of practical and permanent improve-

The foregoing analysis presents a reduction on the numliers 
actually confined of 22, as compared with the return giren at 
the last inspection. Number of commitments, from summer 
assizes, 1851, to spring assizes, 1852 — males, 752; females, 
4S7. llo-commitmcnts— males, 129; females, 73. Greatest 
number in gaol at one time during the past year — males, 333; 
females, 164. Average — males, 227 ; femmes, 105. There 
ha-s boon no alteration since the above period in the general 
accommodation of the building, wliioh in all the essential 
requisites of ventilation, sewerage, and storage, is adequately 
provided for. Of the 40 cells fitted for separation, 20 are occu- 
pied by single males (the use of cots allowing room for worhin" 
in the day time), and the remaining 20 are given up for the 
occupatiou of females, whose numbers far exceed the proportion 
usual in prisons. Classification is maintained to the utmost 
compatible extent ; and the plan of placing the boys apart from 
the adults when engaged in stone-breaking, is very commend- 
able. They are ranged in aline, front to back, so as to render 
it easy to enforce silence and non-communication. The g.iol 
throughout w'as scrupulously clean and in thorough repair, and 
the bedding in excellent order. The punishments amounted to 
150, all inflicted by the Governor. Shot-drill having been put 
into operation here in the month of June, 1851, 1 was happy to 
receive from that very able officer a highly favourable report of 
its practical eiicets in maiutaiuiug iiiteru discipline, in diminish- 
ing re-commitmonts (only 21 of the 129 males returned above 
as “ re-commit ted" having been previously subjected to that 
mode of punishment), and particularly iu deterring from gaol 
workhouse offenders, a most unruly and unmanageable class— 
p evidenced by the subjoined comparison of the same months 
in two successive years, the latter being those in tvhich the new

prevailed, success will be attained hero. It is of peculiar 
advantage in supplying a variety of tasks for females. The 
school is conducted here on the principles of the National 
System, by a master, at a salary of £30 per annum; and great 
care is observed in testing the capacity and progress of the 
juveniles. The Deputy Inspectors of the National Board hold 
an examination quarterly, and the Inspector yearly. 

Female Department. 

In spite of the very confined space assigned to the female 
pmoners, and the pressure of numbers, which is partially alle- 
viated by the occupation of 20 cells belonging to the male side, 
as already mentioned, employment is maintained, and order 
observed. Two classes only are foimed here — a division quite 
insufficient for the objects of reformation. One hour daily is 
given to schooling.

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with iiigh approbation by tbe Inspectors-General ; and 1 am 
happy to observe that the newly appointed Local Inspector, Mr. 
Keane, whose salary has been most properly increased,^ seems 
fully imbued with a sense of his important duties, and is very 
constant in the discharge of them, Mr. Lysaght, the Deputy- 
Governor, is a valuable officer, of great vigilance and long e.v- 
perience. I have referred above to the limited accommodation 
for the reception of females, and I would earnestly urge the 
necessity of meeting this want. There exists, between the male 
wing now allotted to women and the original female department, 
a space, which might be very conveniently turned to account 
for the construction of a radiating yard, or the building of more 
cells. A work-room, too, would be a most desii'able addition; 
and I trust that the Grand Jury will take a wide view of tho 
whole matter, and concur in the policy of carrying out an 
effectual plan for improving this department, which falls fc 
short of the average excellence of the establishment. This 
outlay would soon be reimbursed by tbe decrease of femde 
prisoners, who now, from the very imperfect discipline to which 
they are necessarily subjected, present an aggregate quite dis- 
proportionate to that of the males. Tbe drying-room is defec- 
tive, and the chapel ought to be provided with clinkers, placed 
perpendicularly, so as to screen the females from observation, 
without interfering with their view of the altar. Tbe annexed 
report upon the bridewells, states the reqidrements of these 
minor prisons, which, in general, I am bound to say, are care- 
fully managed. 



Bridewells. 

Sixmilebridge . — 7 prisoners, 4 males and 3 females ; 2 cells 
for each sex.

Ennistymon. — This bridewell is insufficient in accommodation Ennistymon. 
for the numbers who are sometimes confined here. The build- 
ing clean ; the sewers effective ; good water supplied by a pump 
and a well. The bedding and blankets in fair repair, but rugs 
and night-vessels wanting. The keeper is paid £20 per annum ; 
he furnishes provisions at per head. Petty sessions and 
transmittals weekly ; registry and committals properly kept. 

The Local Inspector, Archdeacon Whitty, is active, and constant 
in his visits. 

Tidla. — No prisoners here ; 141 in the last quarter. TheTuUa. 
house clean, but several repairs are necessary. Two male cells, 
which look towards the street, ought to be forthwith provided 
with louvers ; the bars in some of the windows are loose, and 
require resetting in lead, and many of the frames both of win- 
dows and doors are rotten and insecure. The dietary costs Zd. 
per head, and is supplied by the keeper, who was absent, having 
been summoned by the Collector of Excise. Two prisoners, 
charged with larceny, having made their escape a short time 
previously, and not having been retaken, I proceeded to inves- 
tigate all the circumstances connected with this breach of 
prison discipline, which had already been submitted to the Board 
of Superintendence. I examined the Resident Magistrate, the 
Local Inspector, and the Head-Constable, and arrived at the 
conclusion that the negligence of the keeper in this particular 
trarisaction — ^the details of wliich I do not think it necessary to 
give here — was wholly inexcusable. I was satisfied, however, 
upon the evidence adduced, that he was not drunk, as had been. 
aUeged, on tlie night in question ; and that, though wanting in. 
firmness and intelligence, he had, for a period of 23 years, dis- 
charged his duty with fidelity. He had, further, incurred con- 
siderable expense, out of his own pocket, in his endeavours to* 
retake the prisoners. I am, therefore, unwilling to press for 
his absolute dismissal, although I think that such a decision 
would be fully justified; and 1, therefore, invite the Board tn' 
take the whole case into their special consideration. 

Killaloe The house clean, and the bedding adequate, but KUi*ioe. 

No sewers; the soil carried through the 
house. -No water, or allowance for the carnage of it, although 
in dry weather it is brought from a distance of half a mile.

I have to congratulate the county upon a very considerable 
decrease in the numbers confined here at the above date, as 
compared with the return hzrnished at the last inspection, held 
12 months previously, which amounted to 1,246. There were, 
however, on that occasion no less than 160 convicts. Ifo 
material alteration in the accommodation has taken place since 
the period stated, except the partial modification of some of 
the c^s for cariying out the separate system ; but as neither 
artificial heating, nor means to enable the inmates to communi- 
cate at all times with the officers of the prison, are provided, 
the strict rec[uirements of the 3rd and 4th Victoria, cap. 44, 
cannot be fully put in force. These cells are applied to the 
punishment of re-committed offenders, who are confined there 
in turn for one week during the intervals of shot-drill, a com- 
bmation of deterrents which is found to produce satisfactoiy 
results. In the house of correction, containing 78 cells, no less 
than four prisoners were placed in each. The ventilation is 
^perfect, there being but one small hole bored in the doors. 
By increasing the number of perforations, and by the introduc- 
tion of di'illed zinc panes, a better circulation of aii- could be 
procured. ^ There being no bedsteads in. tbe above cells, the 
axe laid on the floor; but as the latter is composed of 
fVelsh stone, which is not affected by change of weather, no 
Bamtary inconvenience, nor undue wear and tear is thereby 
produced. ^ The space allotted for females in the chapel ought 
to be furnished with clinkers, fixed perpendicularly, so as to 
conceal the occupants from the observation of the males, with- 
impeding free ventilation, or obstructing the view of the 
mter during the performance of the Homan Catholic service, 
-the storage, sewerage, and the supply of water throughout the 
gaol, ^e ample. The punishments recorded in the book set- 
fi'Par-tfor that object amounted to 28 only, and were all inflicted 
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by tlie Governor. Flax is issued to the refractory prisoners, 
whp are kept in their cells witliout food until tlie quantity 
assigned tp them is fully prepared for use by manipulation. 
The subjoined is an analysis of the comniitmente and re-com- 
mitments, and a return of other averages in relation to the 
inmates of the county prison and bridewells, from the 1st of 
January to the 31st of December, 1851

Employmmt and Schools. 

AlthoTigh only two of tlie turnkeys are trained handicrafts- 
men, -viz., one weaver and one shoemaker, other trades are 
carried on by succession and transmission through the prisoners 
themselves, and the Governor has long exhibited a pecuhar apti- 
tude for directing this indispensable branch of prison discipline 
and economy. I observed with great pleasure that his experi- 
ments in turning to account the preparation and manufacture 
of unsteeped flax, have fully succeeded, and that excellent and 
durable articles for intern wear and consumption arc now pro- 
duced. The value of this system of employment cannot be 
overrated, inasmuch as it affords constant occupation and labour 
for all classes, hitherto the great desideratum in the union of 
the industrial and punitive principle in such works as can be 
maintained in a gaol, for the processes required arc so various 
as to be capable of adaption to the skill, strength, and age of 
every prisoner of both sexes. Annexed is a schedule of tbo 
allocation of prisoners, at the period of my inspection, to which 
is added a manufacture account for the year 1851.

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The capstan-pump affords the means of moderate punitive 
lahour for re-committed females, whose other employments are 
enumerated in the foregoing summary. The over-crowding of 
the department forbids those subdivisions of classification, which 
are essentially required for effective reformatory discipline 
among prisoners of this sex — the classes being but two, formed 
according to character. Wo schooling is given here, but order 
and cleanliness are maintained by the matron and her subordi- 
nates. 

Dietary. 

BreaMast — Males — 6 oz. Indian meal, 2 oz. rice. Females — 
5 oz. Indian meal, 2 oz. rice. 1 pint milk each. 

Dinner. — Males — 14 oz. bread. Females — 12 oz. bread. 1 
pint milk each. 

Prisoners for one month and under receive gruel every day 
instead of milk, and all others on Tuesday and Friday, consist- 
ing of 8 oz. oatmeal to one gallon water, deducting ^ oz. for 
the number of females. 

Contracts. — Bread, 3^<f. for41bs. ; oatmeal, per cwt., I Is. fid. ; 
Indian meal, per cwt., 7s. 5\d. ; meat, per lb., 3Jd. ; sweet-milk, 
per gallon, ^d . ; salt, per stone, 17d. 

The provisions are of unexceptionable quality, and are regularly 
inspected by the chaplains. It would be advisable that an 
entry sbould be made by the gate porter, in the case of diet 
being supplied from without to any self-supporting inmate, in 
order to avoid the possibility of miscarriage. In connexion 
nith the subject of diet, an excellent arrangement has been 
adopted here for funushing prisoners on their discharge with 
an ample supply of. food for one day’s consumption. 

Boo7cs and Accounts. 

It is almost tmnecessary to state that the financial manage- 
ment of this gaol is admirably conducted ; and I found with 
great pleasure that the forms, for regulating and checking daily 
consumption, lately sanctioned by the Court of Queen’s Bench, 
at the instance of the Inspectors-General, had proved satisfac- 
tory in their working to the officers here, who are so thoroughly 
competent to test and appreciate them. A written pass is 
given with every article sent out of the prison, a very useful 
check upon issue.

Under these preum- 
stances, tlie want of adequate accommodation lor caiu^ing out 
the principles and practice of improved prison discipline is the 
more to he regretted, as the direction of the existing Board and 
Staff might reasonably be expected to produce a model oi order 
and economy, and a successful development ot the reformatoiy 
as well as the punitive system. This deficiency of due space 
peculiarly affects the quarter assigned to the females, upon 
whom no sanitary impression of a permanent nature can be 
made unless hy “ separation,” wHch (to repeat the statement ot 
our General Report for 1831) “ every daye expenence convmces 
us can alone ho relied on as an instnunent of reformation for 
both sexes, but which is indispensable for women oi the ckss 
and character from which the iimiates of prisons arc usually 
BuppUed. To such, and particularly to the most violent and 
abandoned, solitude and silence are msnpportable; and those 
who in association are the loudest and boldest, are when isolated 
completely broken into submission, and if not softened to 
repentance, as is often the case, are at least su ue 
wholesome fear of the recurrence of such penal seclusion.

There is a dimmution of no less than 96 in the above aggre- 
gate, as compared with the return at the inspection of my 
colleague, which took place in the corresponding month of last 
year. This decrease is chiefly, if not entirely, attributable to 
the withdrawal of the vagrant class, in which I found but 7 
persons, although at one period this section alone reached a 
number little short of the total of prisoners at present confined. 
In consequence of such an influx, which threw all order and 
discipline into abeyance, tbe magistrates came to the determina- 
tion of applying more generally the 111th section of tlie 
Prisons Act, and of sending home, at the pubHc cost, all 
vagrants except the natives of Cork city, and those, whose place 
of residence could not he immediately ascertained, the expense 
of which proceeding has been found to amount to not more 
than a fourth of that of maintenance, &c., vdthin the walls. 
Water is supplied by a well, situated above the prison, and by 
a pump attached to the tread-mill, which is also employed in 
grinding Indian corn for intern consumption. Separate com- 
partments ought to be added t‘o the wheel, and stalls con- 
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Btructed for receiving the prisoners during the intervals of rest, Sodth 
so as to insure silence and non-communication. The near 
approach of high ground which overhangs the rere of the gaol, cw 
renders it difficult, if not impossible, to prevent the throwing 
in such articles as tobacco, &c., on the chance of their reaching 
the persona for whom they are intended. The alteration in 
the roof has effectually arrested the action of damp to which 
the prison was formerly e.vposed. Some of the privies— one 
of which is placed at the end of each of the three corridors 
forming one of the six wings of the prison— are rather offensive’ 
though there is a flow of water through them; the use of peat- 
charcoal would probably obviate this inconvenience. Eivfit 
cells, which are now applied to solitary confinement, have been 
constructed with the view of caixying out “ separation.” and the 
opposite wall of the corridor has been built and prepared for 
the annexation of a similar number. These are roomy, and 
floored with brick, hut are imperfectly ventilated (the windows 
being fixed), and neither warmed nor supplied with bells or 
other means of communication, as required by the 3rd and 4th 
Victoria, cap. 44, which takes cognisance of the “separate 
system." The cells generally throughout the building are 
rather close, from the smallness of the window's, and from there 
being no ventilating holes bored in the doors. The hed-tickens 
are somewhat worn by the pressure of the iron bars which 
form the bottom of the bedsteads ; these ought to be removed, 
as having been already used for instruments of escape, and as 
being capable of conversion into formidable weapons of attack. 

On the debtors’ side there were no less than seven military 
pensioners, who were consequently not furnished with the 
paupers’ allowance free of cost. At the lock-up all the turnkeys 
attend simultaneously, which they are enabled to do by the 
form of the prison, all the yards converging to a circular 
centre. In most respects this plan is a very convenient 
one ; but it would be an improvement if each turnkey himself 
locked in, or was present at the locking in of those under his 
immediate charge, so as to prevent the possibility of an inter- 
change of prisoners — some desperate plots haring been, within 
my own knowledge, concocted in other gaols by means of such 
a substitution. The turnkeys in rotation patrol outside during 
the night. The commitments were — males, 2,566 ; females, 

868. Ee-commitments — males, 1,195; females, 209. Greatest 
number in gaol during the past year — males, 266 ; females, 122. 

Average — males, 214; females, 73. These numbers, and par- 
tionlarly the aggregate of male re-commitments (which are 
double those of the previous year) extend over a period of 12 
months, and thus must not he taken as a groundwork of future 
calculation, as the plan stated above to have been lately adopted 
by the magistrates, together with the establishment of shot- 
drill (also recent), will continue to operate satisfactorily upon 
the vagrants, beggars, &o., who form a large portion of the ordi- 
nary inmates of prisons. There were 21 convicts, 12 males and 
9 females. The punishments amounted to but 8, all inflicted 
by the Governor.

The preceding summary shows tlmt no inconsiderable activity 
prevails here. A large workshop has been constructed, in which 
all classes are intermixed. It would he adrisahle to separate 
tho tried and untried, by placing them on op])osite sides of the 
room, and by any other possible further subdivision, as to age 
and cliaracter, to be strictly maintained under the superintend- 
ence of the turnkeys. The shed for caiTying out shot-drill is 
about to be enlarged. I lament to say that there is no school- 
master, a want which peculiarly affects the juveniles. Under 
the head of industrial works, there is a separation of duties — 
all articles, &c., intended for external sale, being under the 
charge of the Deputy-Governor, while those required for prison 
use are in the hands of the storekeeper.

There were no male, and but three female patients here, 
the health of the gaol being naturally improved by the decrease 
of the filthy aud diseased vagrants and beggars. The boarding 
of the lower rooms, to which reference has been made at 
former inspections, is so obvious a sanitary improvement, and 
could be executed at so inconsiderable an outla}’’, tliat I trust 
the Board of Superintendence wdil be induced to recommend it. 
There is no water-closet. A garden, neatly kept, is attached 
to both the male and female sides of the building. The whole 
expenditure of this department for the year 1851 (including 
furniture, fuel, funeral expenses, &c.), amounted to £79 2s. Id. 
Average number per day, 9. Cost of sustenance and medicine, 
per day, per head, The medicines are fuimished by an 

apothecary, at the prices fixed by the Apothecaries’ Hall, and 
are kept in the surgery. The prescription book is certified aud 
signed by the Medical Officer, and the amount paid monthly. 
Number received into hospital from the month of January to 
the month of May, 1852, inclusive, 99 ; deaths for same period 3 ; 
number of externs prescribed for, exclusive of the above, 660.

General Observations. 

I inspected this prison on two days, and am happy to report 
very favourably of its cleanliness, order, and management. I 
have nothing to add to the observations introduced under the 
several headings, but I would specially urge upon the Board 
the policy of furnishing adequate educational instruction, and 
of completing the cells intended for applying the separate sys- 
tem to females, according to the requirements of the act, this 
system having been found by experience to afford the sole 
reliable means of reformation.

— I found but few pnsoiiers, at the time of my inspection, in 
Cds^jrh. ^]jjg bi-idewcll, wliica is placed under the same administration 
Bndnedl. as the city gaol, and affords an important relief to that estab- 
lishment. The hou.se was as clean as is compatible with its 
occupation by inmates of the class usually confined here. Gas 
has been lately introduced, and the male drunkard's cell con- 
siderably enlarged ; there are also adequate cells for the refrac- 
tory and the turbulent. Total committals within the year 
15,152. The entire co.st amounted to £470 13s. 8rf., £246 
being expended for ofiicer’s salaries, &c., aud but £70 5s. Irf. 
for sustenance — the period of detention hero being very short' 
in eonsoquencG of the constant sitting of the Bench, and the 
unremitting aud most praiseworthy zeal of the magistrates, in 
personally yisiting the bridewell, for the purpose of dischargin>r 
such of the prisoners conomitted for drunkenness as may have 
become sober.

_ j-us- luieguuig ausiraci snows an increase ot 52 since the last 
inspection, which was hold on the 30th of September and the 
1st of October, in 1851. But, firstly, it is to be remarked, that 
the numbers ai-e always higher before the season of harvest ; 
and, secondly, that the yearly total of commitments andre-com- 
nutments, and the average of prisoners, afford the only true test 
of the advance or decline of offenders. Taking this standard, 
1 am happy to put forward a very favom'ahle comparison of 
aggregates, which stand thus

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Classification is maintained as far as it is compatible with the 
excess of inmates over accommodation. The improvement in 
the sewerage on the male side, since iny last visit, is very strik- 
ing ; and tlie conversion of the privies, formerly so offensive, 
into store-rooms, attached to the respective corridors, is a very 
convenient arrangement. There is an ample .supply of bedding, 
&c. ; but the use of sheets, now generally adopted in prisons, 
would be found advantageous, both in a sanitary and economicai 
point of view. It would be desirable to furnish thetread-wheel, 
the regulator of which was out of order, with separate compart- 
ments, and to construct small stalls to receive the prisoners 
during the intervals of labour, so as to secure silence and non- 
communication. Prison dresses are not issued universally, but 
the most destitute are clothed. All the bread (except the white 
bread for hospital use) is baked by the female prisoners, the 
hake-house being attached to the haundiy. The punishments 
since the report of iny colleague, a period of eight months, 
amounted to only 29, all of which except two, were inflicted hv 
the authority of the Governor.

There is a considerable increase of activity in this useful 
branch of prison discipline and management. Indian corn is 
ground, and bones are crushed by the tread-mill, to which, in 
addition, a tuck-mill is attached. All the clothing is manufac- 
tured in the prison, as will also be the hed-tickens, blankets, 
&c., as soon as the large stock, which was laid in during the 
pressure of the famine years is exhausted — one of the tunikeys 
being a trained weaver, under whose tuition some of the boys 
had made a very creditable advance. The tin-ware, buckets, 
and brushes, required for intern use, are also worked up hero ; 
and all repairs, painting, glazing, &c., are e.vecuted by the pri- 
soners. Profit on works for the half-year ending 31st December, 
1851, £81 5s. Sd. Profit on bone dust from 1st February to 
26th June, £3 1 . 

Educational instrnctiou, according to the Jfational System, is 
given from 10 o’clock, a.m., to 3, p.sr., daily, to such adults as 
are already possessed of some acquirement, hut chiefly to juve- 
niles ; there are, however, some of the latter who are engaged 
solely in industrial works, and are not schooled. It wouldappear 
more advisable not to devote so many hoiu’s to the above

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selected classes, but' rather to extend the teaching to all, ^ho 
are capable 'or' desirous of learning/ particularly in cases of 
long confinement. Tiie registry of progress is not kept with 
sufficient care ; I found, for instance, that there "was no entry of 
boys under the head of arithmetic, althougli there were t'wo on 
the list. The Deputy Inspector of the JS'atioual Board risita 
and examines generally once in each quarter. 



Female Department, 

This department presents a melancholy spectacle from its 
insufficiency of space, and the consequent absence of any further 
classification than a division into two sections, according to cha- 
racter, 30 of the worst class being placed to sleep in two rooms 
and one cell. There is, I lament to say, no schooling, a want 
which peculiarly affects the younger and more reclaimable.

I am bound to state that the matron, in whose behalf I received 
the highest testimony, spares no efforts to observe cleanliness 
and order here, under circumstances of no little difficulty, as in 
addition to the sanitary disadvantages naturally resulting from 
such over-crowding, the sewerage is very defective, some of the 
privies being intolerably foul.

There were some complaints, on tlie part of the convicts, of 
the short allowance of stirabout. The Chaplains are regular 
in.their inspection ; and at one of my visits I found that some 
milk, which had been, fairly objected to, had been immediately 
condemned.

dime in each department; a (jonveiuent and simple form, 
which affords great facility in examination. The account of 
industrial worhs did not "appear to me to exhibit a satisfactory 
method of balancing; hut I have no doubt that Mr. Cleary, a 
very painstaking and anxious officer, will repair this gHght defect. 
The officers’ book is strictly kept, which is eminently conducive 
to the maintenance of discipline.

General Ohservations, 

The condition of this prison, as to cleanliness, repair, and 
general orderliness, is such as to reflect great credit upon the 
authorities and the ofiicers. I have noticed some minor points 
under the several headings ; but I would most earnestly appeal 
to the Grand Jury and the Board with regard to the require- 
ments of the female department, which, in its px-esent state, 
falls far heloxv the general character of the institution, and is 
necessarily a school of contamination and corruption rather 
than of reformation. I hax’e the authority of the Roman 
Catholic Chaplain — whose zeal and watchfulness are shown hy 
the record of the number of his visits — for stating, that here, 
as elsewhere in gaols similarly limited in classification and 
separation, procuresses commit slight offences, in order to 
obtain opportunities of plying their nefarious, and too often 
successful trade of seduction. Under these circumstances, I 
venture to hope that this important subject will receive imme- 
diate consideration, and that an enlargement of accommoda- 
tion, commensurate with the physical and moral wants, will be 
eari-ied into effect. I beg, in conclusion, to request attention 
to the annexed observations upon tlie bridoxvells of the county. 

Bridewells. 

Oort . — I found 1 males here, and 1 female. The house fairly 
clean, and the bedding adequate, but the tickens worn ; sheets 
are used. The pumps are wholly dry ; and the privies being 
W’ithout servers, the night buckets ai-e emptied into an open 
ash-pit. The female day-room is occupied as a kitchen. The 
yards are in grass, which ought to he remox’cd, and .gravel sub- 
stituted. The w'alls are quite insecure, and the position of the 
window-stools offer's evei-y facility for escape. The prisonera 
of both sexes arc, consequently, confined to their day-rooms, 
which are miserably small. There are sometimes 40 here for 
trial at quarter sessions; number during last quarter, 99. 
Dietary by conti'act — males, Scl . ; females, 2^d. Petty sessions 
tolerably regular, but the transmittals of prisoners not equally 
so, the committals not being made out by the petty sessions 
clerk; prisoners are sometimes committed to the bridewell for 
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definite periods ; there were some long detentions accounted for South 
hij remands, which, however, are not always written. Registry 
correct. Comu/ 

Ouf/hterard — No prisoners here ; 95 last quarter. The house 
very clean and orderly. The bedding and blankets insufficient BrithnceHs. 
for tlie numbers brought here from Clifden, on their way to Oughtetard. 
the county gaol. There is no water, but an allowance is made 
for cariying it. The prh-ies can be cleared from the outside. 

The walls are utterly msecure. Petty sessions fortiiightly, and 
transmittals regular. The Local Inspector seldom visits. Dietary 
hy contract; last quarter, 3.^c?. llegistry and committals 
correct. 

Clifden. — There were fi males iu custody, but 1“ had been Clifden. 
sect out to petty sessions on the day of my inspection. No 
water, nor allow.aiice for fetching it. No sewers, but a drain 
had been made by the keeper; the privy very foul. Some 
repairs of the chimney and roof were in progress of c.xecutioii, 
and new padlocks had been provided. Thehou.se iu fair order; 
one large and well ventilated room used as an hospital, or for 
extraordinary numbers ; tlie male cells very dark, tlie windows 
opening almost against the outer wall. Petty sessions are held 
weekly, but the transmittal of prisoners takes place cjeneralhj 
once a month. I found, hoivevor, some eases of very long de- 
tentions, without written remands (whicli is wholly iilegal), for 
periods from 30 to 78 days. The Local Inspector never visits; 
tlic County Local Inspector does so quarterly. 

Lougkrea. — Four females and 2 males here. The house and Louglmi. 
yards in rather a slovenly state; the sew’ers imperfect, but 
clearable outside. Water is brought from the adjoining lake. 

The iron bedsteads much broken. The stock-locks have been 
repaired, but new padlocks are urgently required. Petty ses- 
sions are due weekly, but frequently fail, .and there are, conse- 
quently, long detentions ; written remands are not given ; 
transmittals regular. There are sometimes 100 prisoners for 
trial at quarter sessions ; 332 were here during the last quarter, 
llegistry correct. The County Local Inspector visits from time 
to time, hut the Local Inspector never. 

Woodford. — T wo male prisoners. There are two bedsteads Woodfoni. 
iu the male day-room, and hut one in the female, the outer 
wiiU of which is nmvholesomely damp, or rather dripping wet. 

Water is brought from the river close by. The soil is cleared 
through the house, there being no sewer, though one might be 
easily constructed to join an old sewer wliich opens outside. 

The house clean, and the bedding sufficient. Petty sessions 
fortnightly — sometimes fail ; transmittals regular ; registry cor- 
rect. The County Inspector visits quarterly, the Local Inspec- 
tor rarely. Dietary, 4d., wliich, considering the sra.all numbers 
confined here, and the circumstances of the locality, is not 
excessive. 

Portumna. — One female prisoner. The weE of the pump rortumna. 
cannot be used, in consequence of its being , connected with 
the sewers of the privies ; an allowance of 7s. Gd. a quarter 
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(which is inadequate) is made for carrying water from a coo- 
siderable distance. The bedding is sufficient, but bedsteads 
are wanting ; and the flagging round the pump requires repair 
The facilities for escape in the male yard, which hare been 
before noticed, still exist. The house clean and orderly. §§ 
during last quarter. Petty sessions held every fortnight, and 
transmittals immediately after ; no -long detentions. Dietarv 
partly by contract, and partly by the supply of meal from the 
county gaol. The County Local Inspector visits once a quarter 
The registry correct, but the committals kept in rather a 
slovenly manner. 

Eyrecourt. — No prisoners. The house in tolerable order 
The blankets rather worn ; a bedstead for females required 
No water, but a Id. a day allowed for carriage. There is an 
open ash-pit and an rmcovered sewer, which are very objection- 
able. Dietary of bread and milk by contract. IS last quarter 
No long detentions, as petty sessions and the transmittal of 
prisoners take place regularly once a fortnight. The Countv 
Local Inspector visits quarterly. Registry correct. ^ 

Ballinasloe. — Two males here. The house clean, but the 
yard rather dirty, and the beds not neatly folded ; some of the 
rugs and blankets very much worn. The sewers leading to the 
privies have been re-opened, and the soil is now clearable from 
the outside. There is a plentiful supply of water. The posi- 
tion of the water-shoot has already been made the subject of 
remark at former inspections. Dietary by contract (meal beinr 
supplied from the gaol), at about 2Jd. 126 last quarter. The 
Local Inspector visits occasionally, the County Inspector 
quarterly. Petty sessions once, and transmittals twice a-week; 
registry correct. 

Tuam. — Two male prisoners, and 3 females; 60 since the 
cominencement of tlie quarter. The keeper only ten days 
appointed; his predecessor having been dismissed for gross 
neglect of duty. The bridewell in good order, but the yard 
very insecure. The bedding clean, good, and sufficient. Registry 
correct, and cost of dietary moderate.

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Tlie diminution of 28 since tlie last inspection, exhibited by Sooth 
the above return, is to be considered as attributable rather to I’'™'’- 
the increased facility of obtaining admission to the workhouse CmmOi the 
than to any moral improvement; but the result, by whatever coS”/™? 
cause it has been produced, is matter for congratulation. The ° ' 
commitments during the past year were — males, 1 ,663 ; females, 

682. Ee-oommitments — males, 162; females, 104. Greatest 
number in gaol at one time during the past year — males, 1 74 ; 
females, 84. Average — males, 92i ; females, 41|-. There were 
IS convicts, 14 males and 4 females; but 11 of the former were 
about to be removed immediately. The gaol was cleanly 
throughout, and well ventilated ; the sewerage and the supply 
of water are adequate ; and the bedding, an issue of which has 
lately taken place, is in excellent condition. The turnkeys are 
not provided with uniform, nor the prisoners of either sex with 
clothing — a deficiency which I forbore to repair forthwith under 
the powers with which the Inspectors-General are invested by 
the 87th section of the Prisons Act, in the confident expectation 
that the Board of Superintendence would not fail to make the 
requisite order before the setting in of winter, and thus release 
me from the necessity of resorting to this exercise of extreme 
authority, as the squalid nakedness of a large portion of the 
inmates imperatively calls for amendment. The punishments 
since the 1st of J anuary, amounted to 56, all except one having 
been inflicted by the Governor. 

Employmmt and Schools. 

The tread-wheel and stone-breaking furnished the sole and 
scanty means of employing the males ; but the establishment of 
shot-driU will be found to operate effectively upon the ordi- 
nary inmates of this prison, in which committals for short periods 
embrace the great majority. A clerk and schoolmaster has lately 
been appointed. He was educated, but not trained as a teacher 
under the National Board, by whom books and other requisites 
are about to be supplied. This branch of instruction has been 
so recently instituted, that I am unable as yet to report upon 
its progress ; but as 20 males, between the ages of 10 and 30, 
are schooled daily for three hours, it is an important improve- 
ment to have rescued this number from the idleness that other- 
wise prevails here. 

Female Department. 

There are two day-rooms here, and consequently hut two 
classes, divided according to character. Washing and prison 
duties constitute the only regular occupation, and no schooling 
is prorided. The Sisters of Mercy visit from time to time, for 
the pm'pose of moral instruction, and occasionally give orders 
for small works in knitting and sewing. This portion of the 
building was clean ; hut altogether it faUs lamentably short of 
the demands of improved discipline. 

Dietary. 

Females 7 oz. of Indian meal in stirabout, and ^ pint of 

sweet-milk for breakfast. 
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SnciH Male prisoners get one pint of oatmeal gruel two days in the 
Di^ct dinner ; females, | pint.

1 Is. ; Indian 
meal, per cwt. 8s. ; meat, per lb., 3|d. ; new-milk, per gallon, 
; buttermilk, per gallon, 2id. ; salt, per stone, 2d. 

There were some complaints, particulaidy as to the thinness 
of the stirabout, but upon investigation I w.as satisfied that they 
wore unfounded. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

There are no bye-laws, a want which may be productive of 
considerable inconvenience, and which could be easily supplied. 
A book, too, is required for the entry of the officer’s uamea. 
The new forms of accounts, &c., prescribed by the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, have lately been put into operation, and have 
hitherto, I regret to say, been very iiiacourately kept by the 
schoolmaster, who is also accountant, but does not exhibit 
much aptitude for this most important duty in the administra- 
tion of a prison.

General Observations. 

I have little to add to the remarks that have suggested them- 
selves, under the several headings above, as to the more imme- 
diate requirements of this prison. I would, however, submit, 
that the old building formerly used as the female department, 
which, as neither a yard nor a privy are attached to it, is not 
available for occupation in the day'time, should he turned to 
account, as a receptacle for jnales at night. The diidsion set 
apart for the females in the chapel, not being screened ofi, and 
therefore exposed to the observation of the males, clinkers (like 
those of a Yenctian blind) ought to ho placed perpendicidurhj, 
so as to secure a view of the altar, during the periormance of 
the Roman Catholic service, without impeding veutilation._ Tlio 
proportion of females, both as to committals and re-comraittals, 
having declined since the slight improvement in the extent of 
their accommodation, and consequent subdivision, I would ear- 
nestly urge that some further provision should be made for 
their educational and industrial instruction, which at present 
is in total abeyance.

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Although the above return shows a diminution of 162 since 
the last inspection, the preponderance of numbers over accom- 
modation presents a melancholy spectacle. There has been no 
increase of means for the reception of prisoners, but some im- 
portant improvements have taken place in the sewerage, cess- 
pools, and privies, and in the supply of excellent water, which 
is conducted by a forcing pump. A laundry, a drying-room, 
and a new cook-bouse, with a steam apparatus, have been com- 
pleted. The bakery was about to commence, and the capstan- 
mill, referred to in former reports, is nearly ready for use. 
Every available space within the building was crowded with 
miserable wretches, most of whom were in a state of squalid 
raggedness, prison clothing not being issued. The industrial 
sheds and the chapel were both converted into sleeping places, 
and yet, such was the pressure, that classification could scarcely 
be approached. Among these masses it was lamentable to see 
so many juvenile oifenders, there being no less than 88 — 78 
males and 10 females — below sixteen years of age! This 
excess is produced, in the opmion of the Governor, by the dif- 
ference in the dietary issued in workhouses and prisons, chil- 
dren above ten years of age confined in the latter being supplied 
with the rations of adults ; but this objection has not been raised 
elsewhere. The number committed, within twelve months, for 
offences connected with workhouses (a most unruly and im- 
practicable class), is 898 ; and for begging, within the same 
period, 854 ; total, 1,752 — or above 50 per cent, upon the 
whole commitments ; viz. : — males, 2,403 ; females, 994 ; total, 
3,397. The re-commitments were — males, 690 ; females, 27T. 
Greatest number in the gaol at one time during past year- 
males, 416; females, 168; average males, 300| ; average 
females, 118;|. The punishments amounted to 130.

Considerable attention — as far as is consistent with the want 
of space — is paid to industrial works, the profits of which ap- 
pear in the accounts to amount to £221 18^. lOf?', of which 
£70 12-v. 6d. represent the valuation of stock consumed in the 
gaol. There are among the turnkeys several handicraftsmen, 
viz., a mason, a carpenter, a smith, a painter and glazier, a mat- 
maker, and a shoemaker — but no tailor. On the other hand, 
the want of educational instruction, in a gaol thus circumstanced, 
IB an evil which requires immediate remedy. 

Female Department. 

As no less tha,n seven females are placed together in some of 
the cells — of which there are but fifteen for the allocation of 
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1,23 persons — it would be unreasonable to expect the first prin- South 
ciples of prison discipline to be carried out here ; even classifi- 
cation, or rather division according to character, is impracti- County nf 
cable. The spinning-sheds have been given up for the use of 
the lunatics, which limits still further the area for employment. 

In spite of these disadvantages, it is much to the credit of the 
matron that cleanliness and order prevail to an extent, which 
would appear incompatible with the numbers and the condition 
of the inmates. There is no school, but industry is maintained 
as follows : —

'No officers arc on gaol allowance, except the cooL and two 
porters. The turnkeys are a very respectahle body of men, 
and I was happy to receive from the Governor a Inghly favour- 
able report as to their diligence and orderly conduct. 



Ilospitals and Lunatics. 

There were four females in the hospital set apart for them, 
which was clean; it is not, however, provided with a water- 
closet. Tlie male hospital shed is wdiolly unfit for its object, 
and ought to be given up for industrial purposes. It wmuld be 
thus available, in case of an outbreak ot fever*, or any sudden epi- 
demic. There were 19 patients under treatment here. The 
number of lunatics confined in the gaol, at the time of my visit, 
was very great ; but I was assured that, in the course of a few 
weeks, the whole of them would be removed to the asylum now 
prepared for their reception — a relief which will be most timelv.

General Ohsei'vations. 

X have recorded with pleasure the many essential improve- 
ments, which have been carried out in this gaol, and I offer a 
most wiUmg testimony to the assiduity and ability with whicli 
e Governor and the inferior officers of the prison, in the iaco 
of the appalling difficulties with which they have to contend, 
discharge their onerous and anxious functions. It is but iiist 
also to the turnkeys to state, that tlieir conduct has been highly 
exemp ary under most disadvantageous and tiwing circumstaiTcea 
I should be wanting, however, in my duty, if 1 fail to urge in 
the strongest manner upon the county authorities the iiecS^sity 
of ^apphug with the evils which remain— the more so, as even 
nnf? ‘iyh'able, but improbable, event of a reduction of the 
T ° ° mmber. the wants, to wliicli 

, would still exist; and as with the assistance of prison 
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Ifibonr the outlay "would he more than compensated hy the 
advantages thus obtainable. By raising the present loom-loft, ^strict, 
and converting it into a roomy and airy dormitory for yagrants, Counti/of 
beggars, and workhouse delinquents, great relief would be 
procured; and it is to be hoped that the application of shot-chiU 
to these degraded and hitherto unmanageable classes, "will have 
a wholesome effect in scaring them from the prison. In the 
angle corresponding to that occupied by the capstan-mill there 
is ample space for the erection of a well- ventilated hospital, 
capable of containing all the patients of both sexes, while the 
present shed assigned to the male sick would be rendered 
available for work rooms; and the female hospital could he 
turned to account for the separation and instruction of the juve- 
niles, and the better conducted of the latter sex. The chapel 
would thus be restored to its original purpose, and legitimately 
employed as a school-room, a want not the least grave of the 
many enumerated above. I beg, in conclusion, to call attention 
to the annexed report of the county bridewells.

Dingle . — No water, but procurable near. 6 prisoners here. Bingie. 

No sewers; the soil cleared through the bouse; a sewer might 
easily he constructed so as to open outside the boundary wall. 

Blankets and bedding bad, and night buckets leaky; the hed- 
(liug not folded, and cells slovenly. Dietary for males, 
and for females, supplied by keeper, whose salary is 
£10. Petty sessions fortnightly; usually attended; transmittals 
immediately afterguards. I found on examining the registry 
and committals (which are very carelessly kept), that there were 
some detentions for very long periods, 28, 32, 35, 42, and 45 
days, and that some vagrants had been lodged in the bridewell 
Tvithout committals or entry by the constabulary; 57 confined 
in the last quarter. The Local Inspector is said to visit, but 
as there is no visitors’ hook, Ms inspections are without record. 

Listowel . — This bridewell is quite insufficient for the recep- Listowel. 
tion of its average inmates; there were 485 confined here during 
the last quarter, and no less than 28 males, and 15 females, at 
my inspection, "whieli took place on a Thursday ; petty sessions 
were to he held on the following Saturday, and the transmittals 
could not be carried out till the Monday, being escort day ; so 
that this mass of prisoners, 12 of "whom were workhouse paupers, 
increased probably by fresli committals, "would remain crowded 
into a very limited space, and unprovided with indispensable 
requisites. The bla"akets much worn. Beds littered down iu 
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the day-rooms. The cells very damp. The flagging, flue, and 
fire-place in the kitchen, in bad repair. No sewer, nor means of 
clearing the privies, except by carrying the soil tlirough the 
house. No drunkards’ cell; and, above all, no water, which is 
brought {without any allowance) from a distance of a quarter of 
a mile. This latter is a crying grievance, where such numbers are 
congregated. Dietary, 3^c?."for males, %^d. for females, supplied 
by the keeper, who appears to be a painstaking officer; his 
salary is £*20. Registry and committals correct. Some long 
detentions, but on written remands. 

Tarhert — Two boys confined here ; both committed iroin 
the poorhouse. Two male cells, very damp. The female privy 
foul and choked, clearahle only through the house. No 
water, nor allowance for bringing it a quarter of a mile. One 
female cell occupied by the keeper’s family, and containing old 
ilre-arnis which ought to be forthwith removed. The outer 
door still ruinous, though reported last year by iny colleague. 
Dietary, for males, 2|c^. for females; supplied by keeper, 
salary £10. 46 last quarter; no long detentions. Registiy 

correct. The Local Inspector is said to visit, but there is no 
entry of his inspection. 

Killarney . — I found 22 prisoners in this building, which is 
inadequate to its requirements, as sometimes no less than 60 
have been confined here ; 738 during the last quarter. There 
are but two cells for females, and but three and a drunkards’ 
cell tor males ; in the latter, which is only eleven feet in 
length by five in width, eleven men had been packed on the 
night previous to my inspection. The sewer would be effective, 
if it were not occasionally choked by the throwing in of rags, 
&c. There is a good pump. The bedding in fair condition, 
and the house clean. Petty sessions held weekly without 
failure ; and transmittals of prisoners regular. There is no 
visitors’ book. The Local Inspector is stated to visit, but makes 
no entry. The dietary costs 2J<7. The bread is still baked in 
the open air, m an angle of the yard ; it is supplied by the 
keeper, m contravention of the 2nd General Rule, annexed to 
the 109th sec. of the 7th Geo. IV., cap. 74. In some remote 
localities it is absolutely necessary to infringe on this rule from 
the impossibility of finding a contractor, but no such necessity 
exists here. 

Aenninre. I found this bridewell clean, and the bedding 
suincient. The sewers are now effective ; but there is no water 
on the premises, nor any allowance made for fetching it, though 
the keeper a salary is but £10 a year. There are two cells for 
each sex; two of them miserably damp; there were two 
pnsoners, a male and a female; 128 during the last quarter. 
Ihe toetaiy is supplied hy the keeper, at ‘Aid. for males, and 
-|a. for females. Petty sessions held fortnightly, hut trans- 
imttals take place only once a month, in order to embrace ad 
the prisoners disposed of at the neighbouring sessions. I 
regretted to observe, that prisoners are smtmeed to definite 
penods in the bndewell, and that those committed for short 
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terms to the county gaol are also detained here for their time. Souin 
The Local Inspector is frequent in his visits. f)isTRicT. 

Miltown . — Two prisoners here, a male and a female; 100 Couisuicf 
(luring the last quarter. Two cells for each sex ; no drunkards’ 
cell No water, nor allowance for it. The house in fair oi'der, Bridewells. 
but the bedding insufficient, and some saucepans requhed. A Miitowo. 
new door has been su^ipHed since the last inspection. I found 
the keeper in bed at nearly nine o’clock in the morning ; he 
supplies the dietary, at 3-i-rf. for males, and 2|cZ. for females. 

The Local Inspector visits, but seldom makes entries. Petty 
sessions monthly, and transmittals regular. The registry coivect. 

Cahirciveen. — Considerable improvement has taken place in Cahirciveen. 
this bridewcU since my last visit ; but it stiU requires much to 
be done. The flagging of the kitchen and day-room is very 
bad — the sewers are ineffective in summer ; there is no water, 
nor allowance for the carriage of it; be(iding and blankets 
insufficient. Eight prisoners here, 5 males, 3 females; 104 
last quarter. Dietary furnished by keeper (whose salary is 
£10), for males, 2|cZ. for females. Petty sessions monthly, 
but sometimes fail; the transmittal of prisoners once in five 
weeks; but those sentenced for a fortnight, or for a lesser 
period, complete their term here. The Local Inspector visits, 
but makes no entry.

I lament to otserre, that the return of prisoners actually 
confined exhibits a small increase over the schedule reported at 
the last inspection which took place in January, a period of 
the year at which the inmates of gaols ordinarily reach the 
highest number, while the present season is considered to he 
that m which commttals are fewest, owing to the demand for 
barest laboiir. Of the ahore aggregate, howerer, it is but 
justice to the character of the county to state, that only 2S 
indiTiduals 20 males, and S females, ai-e natives of Kildare, 
tte remainder being supplied from the migratory population, 
to the inroads of which this locality, bordering as it does upon 
the metropolis, is peculiarly liable. There is nothing in the 
nature or amount of cnme requiring any special notice. There 
were no escapes, and no deaths, during the course of the year.

The sewerage has been lately improved, and the ventilation 
is better than when I last visited the building. The want of a 
drying-room is a considerable e^il, but this might be partially 
obviated by erecting a stove in the laundry. 



Employment and Schools. 

I found besides those engaged in prison duties, pumping, 
&c., 8 males employed in picking oakum ; 7 in breaking stones, 
3 in tailoring ; and 2 in sboemaking ; the two latter trades 
being taught by trained handicraftsmen. Schooling is also 
given by the turnkeys, for two hours daily, to all classes and 
ages, hut there appears to he little system, and no adequate 
record of progress in this important element of discipline.

The Board meets monthly for the examination and payment 
of bills. The general accounts are audited before each assizes. 
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General Observations. 

I found the building, throughout, in a proper condition of 
cleanliness and order, and the Governor, Mr. Connolly, who has 
been lately appointed, in succession to Mr. Drill (deceased), 
appears to be zealous iu the discharge of his duties. I am 
happy to find that the Board is fully alive to the policy of pro- 
viding adequate accommodation for the females, and "i.s about 
to take the necessary steps for fulfilling this intention ; at pre- 
sent this department must necessarily he, in spite of such 
supervision as the limited staff can afford, a school of contami- 
nation. On the male side, also, clas.sification is very imperfect, 
the convicts, for instance, being intermixed with other prisoners. 
I trust, therefore, that the extension of the female vring wiU 
receive the requisite sanction ; and I would submit the prepa- 
ration of a certain number of the male cells for the separate 
system, as their size is sufficient (according to the scale latelv 
approved hy the Secretary of State, on the recommendation of 
the Surveyor-General of Prisons), for this application. In the 
mean time, the suggestion of my colleague, in which I entirely 
concur, might be carried out with great advantage — namely, 
the erection of stalls for stone-brealdng, so as to secure non- 
communication. An improvement in the educational depart- 
ineirt has been adverted to above as desirable ; and I would add, 
in conclusion, that there is a want of clearness in the form of 
keeping the industrial account, the cost of raw material, and the 
profit and loss under each head, not being sejparately presented.

Tlio commitments during the past year were — males, 357 ; fe- 
males, l.SO; re-comruitments — males, 2S ; females, 1 7. Greatest 
number in gaol at one time — males, 87 ; females, 30. Areragc 
males, TS ; females, 21. The pxmisliments amounted, from the 
1st January up to the date of my visit, to 63, all but three of 
which were inflicted by tbe authority of the Governor. The 
building throughout was clean, and in sound repair. A suffi- 
ciency of water is raised by a forcing pumj), and tbe sewerage 
is generally effective ; in one spot, however, there is a serious 
obstruction, and tbe soil forces itself up through the pavement of 
the area of the basement story, creating a pestilential nuisance, 
which might be productive of grave sanitary disadvantage, and 
which ought forthwith to be abated. A sum for the erection 
of a capstan-mill had been presented, but tlie design was aban- 
doned, chiefly on the ground of expense, of want of adequate 
space, and of the improbability of a remunerative return, where 
so small a daily supply of food is required. New stone sills 
liave been placed under the cell doors, wliich, by their defect- 
ive construction, were formerly capable of being xmdermined, 
and raised off their hinges. The juveniles are hept in separation 
as much as possible, and there arc eighteen cells fitted for this 
object with a warming apparatus ; the Tentilation is however 
very imperfect, there being no flue, nor means of escape for 
foul air ; a double sliding pane, or tbe substitution of perforated 
zinc plates would modify this objection. The bod ticlcens were 
much worn, and there was a deficiency of bedding ; these, how- 
ever, were about to be furnished immediately, as well as shoes 
and shirts for the convicts, of the want of which some of them 
complained. The debtors’ quarter has become, since the ope- 
ration of tbe late Act, unnecessarily large for the average 
inmates, and one room miglit be advantageously used as a 
board-room, and as an office for the Governor, there being 
none at present. 

Employment and Schools. 

I lament to state that no employment of any kind existed 
here at the period of my visit, except the ordinary prison 
duties; mat-making, which liad been carried on almost exclu- 
sively by tbe convicts, was discontinued before the summer 
assizes, in consequence of their refractory and mischievous 
conduct, as they are not placed in separation. The accounts 
since the last audit liad not been made up, but the Governor 
declared his belief, that there would be a small profit exhibited. 
Alale prisoners of all ages are taught for tliree hours daily, hi 
classes by the schoolmaster ; I examined some of the hoys and 
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found them advanced beyond the primary state of their educa- 
tion at the time of committa!, according to their own statement, 
for the registry of monthly progress had not been filled latterly! 
The instruction of adults, when past tlie prime of life, unless 
sentenced to a long term of imprisonment, appears to be of 
doubtful efljcacy, but increased attention to the younger classes 
would produce more certain and valuable results, particularly 
when they occupy separate cells, as nothing tends so much to 
maintain health and cheerfulness under this” system, as the due 
exercise of the intoUoct. 

Female Department. 

The juvenile females receive educational instruction for two 
hours daily. Employment is furnished by knitting, sewing, and 
washing, the latter being carried on in a very confined and in- 
convenient laundry, situated in the ground story. There is no 
drying room, the want of which, in either damp or frosty 
weather, must be strongly felt both in a sanitary and economi- 
cal point of view. The numbers in this department being 
happily greatly reduoed, it may be hoped that in future the 
inmates will not exceed tho accommodation, but that eacli 
lemale will be provided with a separate cell, and thus all con- 
tact and association will be avoided, as the present system of 
classification into the tried and untried only, is obviously in- 
complete. 

Dietary and Contracts. 

Din- 
ner: 14 oz. bread, and 1 pint of new-niilk. 

2nd class — Dinner: 12 oz. bread, and ^ pint new-milk. Break- 
fast : 7 02 . meal, and pint new-niiik. 

3rd class — Breakfast: 5 oz. meal, and ^ pint new-inilk. Din- 
ner: 10 oz. bread, and h pint new-milk.

meat, per lb., Dd.\ new milk, per gallon, od\ bnttorimlk, per 
gallon, 2d. ; salt, per stone, 3fd. 

Tile Chaplains are regular in their inspection of the diet, 
which I tasted ; tlie stirabout made of oatmeal, was excellent, 
ana the milk of fair quality, but tlie bread was very doughy, 
and not well flavoured. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

I regret that I am unable to make a favourable report under 
the above heading. No entry had been made in the Governor's 
journal, since May last ; in the discharge book, and in the gate 
porter s book, there were several omissions, and the abstract of 
daily consumx>tion was kept very imperfectly; nor could tho 
turnkey in charge, who was manifestly unfit for the duty, ex- 
plain the discrexiancies vrhich I discovered. I would submit to 
the Board the propriety of requiring that tlio schoolmaster, 
who I am informed is an e.xxiert accountant, should undertake, 
this office. The new forms, which were lately put into opera- 
tion by direction of the Court of Queen's Bench, require to bo

The turnkeys presented a slovenly appearance, in consequence 
of the state of their clothing; new uniforms were, however, about 
to he issued. I fear that little attention is paid to the selection 
of officers of sufficient capacity to maintain improved piison 
disciphne and instruction ; and, indeed, the smallness of tho 
s^ary (£20), would preclude persons of the requisite qualifica- 
tion from offering themselves. The governor, the deputy 
governor, the matron, the assistant matron, the turnkeys, and 
the schoolmaster, are all on gaol allowance. 



Hospitals and Lunatics. 

There were three prisoners, two males and one female, under 
medical treatment, but none were confined to the hospital, 
which is divided into wards for both sexes, and is accessible only 
by a common staircase, an inconvenient arrangement. 

Number of patients who received treatment and medicine for 
the years — 1850, males, 110; females, 47: 1851, males, 100;

General Observations. 

I beg to call the attention of the Board to the points which I 
have specially noticed. T]ie absence of any employment, either 
industrial or punitive, is in itself a serious evil, and sentences 
of hard-labour are now reduced to a nullity. I would specially 
urge the adaptation of the female department to the separate 
system, as the sole means of applying reformatory discipKne in 
the case of those whose sex forbids the more stringent forms of 
punishment ; the convicts also, at aU times a turbulent and 
impatient class, require a similar isolation to prevent plots of 
rebellion and escape. Elnes, I understand, were originally con- 
structed for a heating apparatus in connexion with each wing 
or section ; the original design, therefore, could be completed at 
no considerable outlay. It is right to observe, that for carrying 
out “separation,” legally, under the 3rd and 4th Victoria, cap. 
44, it is necessary that Pules and Regulations should he drawn 
up by the Board of Superintendeuce, and approved of by the 
Lord Lieutenant, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Pnvy Council ; and fmiiher, that the certificate of one of the In- 
spectors-General should be obtained, to the effect that “the 
cells are of such a size, and lighted, warmed, ventilated, and 
fitted up in such a manner, as may be required by a due regard 
to health, furnished with the means of enabling the prisoner 
to communicate at any time with an o^cer of the prison.’’ 

_ This latter requirement implies the addition of bells, or other 
Signals to the cells, and the establishment of a constant patrol 
by day and night. With regard to the size of the cells, an 
important change of opinion has latdy taken place, and at pre- 
sent, in England, certificates of fitness are granted for the 
occupation of cells of lesser dimensions than heretofore. I 
^bjoin an extract from the Fourth Report of the Surveyor- 
General of Prisons, page 57, addressed to the Secretary of 
btate: — 

I deemed it my duty to bring tbe subject under your notice, 

the result has been an arrangement by which cells of smaller 
dhnen.sions, appropriate for the ordinary periods of from 3 to Smonths, 
iiiay be specially certified for such periods, and yon have been enabled 
to sanction the erection of such cells accordingly. In the preparation 
01 the plans, the course I suggest, is to provide a proportionate number 
01 cells, adapted for prisoners before trial, and for the longest periods of 
sppiu’ate confinement \ and others of smaller dimensions for the majo- 
nty of prisoners, under short terms. Thus, instead of all cells being 
13 feet long by 7 wide, they have in some instances, been reduced 
to 9 or 10 feet long, by 6 wide, and 8 feet high, from floor to ceiling. 

“ A cell of smaller dimensions, if properly ventilated on the plan 
recommended in my second report, is sufficient for all purposes during 
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South moderate periods. "Where looms or other cmnhvous machinery are 
Pi sTruc T. introduced for giving employment to prisoners during longer terms, 
County of space is an object.”

The commitments during the past year were, males, 790 ; 
females, 2S2. lie-coimnitments, males, twice, 48 ; thrice, T ; 
four times, or more, 1. Females, twice, 20 ; thrice, 4 ; four 
times, or more, 1. Greatest iiumher in gaol at one time 
clnriiig the past year, males, 208 ; females, 73. Average, males, 
153 ; do., females, 52. The puiiisliments since the beginning of 
the year amounted to 5G ; all inflicted by the authority of the 
Governor. The schedule of the actual inmates of the prison 
shotvs a reduction of nine since the last inspection, which took 
place at a period of the year (November) when the aggregate 
of prisoners is ordinarily much lower than at the above season. 
There is a great and salutary diminution in all the totals, which 
form the true test of the condition of a district, with regard to 
its criminal statistics ; namely, conamitinents, re-commitraents, 
and averages. Drunkenness, also, would appear to be on the 
decline. I lament to observe, that the convicts, of whom tberc 
were 34 (28 males, and 6 females), and the lunatics amounting 
to 21 (19 males, and 2 females), constitute more than a fourth of 
the W'hole number conflnecl. The new building, described in 
the latter reports of the Inspectors- General, is rapidly approach- 
ing completion. The heating apparatus, which is indispensable 
under the 4th section of the 3rd and 4th Victoria, cap. 44, -will 
shortly be in full operation, and will suffice for warming the old 
prison, hereafter to he allocated to the females. Several other 
judicious alterations are in progress. The work-room of the 
old gaol has been converted iuto a spacious and lightsome 
kitchen, by the Are of which three new baths, occui^ying the 
former site of a cell, are to be supplied with hot water. Tarti- 
tions have been affixed to the tread-wheel, and separate stalls 
for the prisoners awaiting their turn during the intervals of 
rest, have been erected. The room formerly designed fora 
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kitcheiij will be available as a store-room, aud other rooms simi- Socth 
larly situated in tlie basement story can be turned to account 
for fumigating and keeping apart, the prisoners’ own clothing. County of 

A second gate of iron, a very necessary precaution, to prevent 
the possibility of a successful outbreak of the prisoners, is about 
to be added. The privies in the old gaol are quite free from 
effluvia, being supplied with water falling into a cesspool, the 
overflow of wliich leads to a main sewer, constructed outside by 
prison labom’. The portion of the building now in use was 
clean and well supplied with bedding ; but at present the 
whole establishment must be considered as in a state of tran- 
sition. Glassilication, therefore, and several indispensable 
requirements of intern discipline, both industrial and reforma- 
tory, cannot be eifectually carried out.

The amount of employment during the existing state of ac- 
commodation is necessarily limited, but a considerable increase 
of activity, and an improvement of the w’hole system, may be 
expected when the prisoners are transferred to the new building. 
The tread-wlieel not being applied to any purpose but that of 
mere punishment, I would throw out. for the consideration of 
the Board of Superintendence, the policy of grinding and baking 
within the prison. My reports for this year upon the gaols of 
Nenagh and Tullamore show, satisfactorily, from statistics fur- 
nished l)y the local authorities, that not only is a better article 
of food produced, and means of constant labour supplied, huttliere 
is a tangible saving of expense as contrasted with contract prices 
outside. The High Sheriff, with great liberality and public 
spirit, waived his right of nomination, and has thus left open 
the selection of suitable handicraftsmen to fill the vacant turnkey- 
ships as they arise. An instructor both in linen and woollen 
weaving would be very desirable for the manufacture of articles 
of clothing, and bedding, drc., required for use within the walls. 
Schooling is given for five hours daily, but no particular atten- 
tion seems to he directed to the juveniles; a class susceptible 
above all others of the advantages of education, both intellectual 
and moral. The registry is impeifectly kept, there being no 
record of progress.

The provisions which I tasted were unexceptionable in quality 
the milfc and the stirabout being peculiarly good; the e.xeellence' 
of the latter is, 1 luiderstand, chiefly attributable to the fine 
grinding of the Indiau-meal. Magistrates are in the habit of 
sometimes committing, or of endorsing on the committals of 
parents the names of chUdreu three years old, who are conse- 
quently received into the prison; this practice, however humane 
is, I fear, not sanctioned bylaw-, and is open to the objection of 
being an inducement to crime, or at least of removing the fear 
of separation, which might otherwise operate as a deterrent. 
There were no complaints; and the chaplains are re<nilar hi 
their inspection. °

General Observations. 

I beg to congratulate the county upon the near approach to 
completion of the building, which has been, for so protracted a 
period, the subject of care and anxiety to all those, who are 
interested in carrying out prison improvements. There yet 
remain some matters, indispensable indeed, but, happily, not of 
a nature to involve a large outlay. The gangway and lobby, 
by which it is intended to conduct the females to the chapel, are 
at present liable to be flooded by rain, and consequently the 
main shaft, under which the entrance is situated, requii-e.s'to be 
roofed in. A laundry and drying-room are also wanting in the 
original plan, though of their necessity there can be no que.s- 
tion. A very zealous member of the Board of Superintendence 
pointed out to me a site, which appears admirably adapt- 
ed for the erection of suitable buildings. I allude to the 
space adjoining the kitchen and the wells which supply 
the prison. It would be desirable to furnish the latter with a 
second forcing-pump, as the consumption of water for the 
closets, baths, and boilers, hereafter, will be constant and con- 
siderable. The cells in the old prison, which are designed for 
the reception of the females, are sufficiently roomy for a single 
inmate, but are defective both iu lighting and ventilation. These 
objections can, however, be easily obviated by perforating the 
doors, and by enlarging the windows to the full extent, which 
the walls will admit of; and with these alterations, with the 
extension of the heating apparatus to this quarter, and with the 
addition of means of communication, by bells or otherwise, as 
prescribed by the 3rd and 4th Vic., cap. 44, the advantages of

Lieutenant in Council. I beg to call the attention of the autho- 
rities to the annexed remarks upon the condition of the county 
bridewells ; and, in conclusion, I have to express my earnest 
hope, that it will be the pleasing duty of the Inspector-General 
at his next official visit, to record the occupation of the new 
buildings, and tbe final establishment of those forais of discip- 
line — punitive, industrial, and reformatory — which have been so 
long in abeyance, in consequence of the imperfect accommo- 
dation and means hitherto available. 

Drideivciis. Rriclewells^ 

Thoraastown. Thomastown . — There were no prisoners at the time of my 

inspection in this wretched bridewell, which possesses an ade- 
quate number of cells, very roughly constructed, hut is wanting 
in many important requirements. There is no water on the 
premises ; that furnished by the pump being scanty, and whollv 
unfit for use. The condition of tho privies is such, that the 
prisoners are unable to resort to them, and the night-buckets 
arc emptied into an open ash-pit. There is no yard for exer- 
cise. There are six bed-tickens, with blankets, &c., to corres- 
pond, which appear to bo sufficient for tlie ordinary number of 
inmates, extra blankets being supplied from the county gaol at 
quarter sessions, when, on an average, there are 40 for trial. 
There were 99 confined here during the last quarter. Petty 
sepions are held fortnightly, and transmittals regular. Com- 
mittals and remands arc now correct, but the constabulary are 
remiss as to the signature of their names at the time of lodj;- 
ment and removal of prisoners. Dietary — 14 oz. of bread and 
a pint of milk at both meals, for both sexes, which exceeds the 
amount sanctioned by the Queen’s Bench. It costs per 
head, per day. There is no visitors’ book. The Local Inspector 
visits sometimes, hut makes no entry. The magistrates very 
seldom inspect. 

Caiian. Collan . — Four males ; no females. There is no water on the 

premises, nor allowance for fetching it. TJie sewerage effective, 
and the^ bedding sufiicient. The day-rooms are mere passages. 
There is but one yard for both sexes ; a partition could be 
easily put up between the privies and the circuit wall. The 
building is generally insecure, and offers many facilities for 
escape. A hoy had made his escape two clays before, hut this 
was altogether owing to the gross neglect of the person in 
^arge (the keeper being ill), who left tho doors unlocked. 
Prisoners are still lodged here sometimes, I regret to say, with- 
out committals, and written remands are not given. Petty 
sessions are held here every three weeks ; transmittals inmie- 
diateiy after. Owing to these long intervals, the detentions in 
this bridewell, which is only S miles distant from the county 
gaol, involve both injustice to the prisoners and expense to the 
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county. There were 119 during last quarter; dietary, ZM. Solth 
per head. Registry correct. No visitors’ hook. Disrcicr. 

prisoners here. There are but four cells, 
two for each sex. The building is very insecure, and, as the 
poorhouse is now nearly completed, will be quite inadequate 
for the receiJtion of tlie numbers, which may bo hereafter cal- tMingtgri 
culated upon. The door-frames of the day-rooms supply foot- 
hold for an escape. The circuit-wall ought to ho raised, and 
the wings, so as to afford the requisite accommodation. ’ The 
roof is leaky. The sewers are good, and a pump has keen 
lately erected. The bedding sufficient, but blankets are wanted. 

There were 40 confined here during last quarter. ReristiT! 
committals, and remands correct. No long detentions. °Petty 
sessions held fortnightly, at Johnstown, and transmittals regular. 

Dietary, 4rf., supplied by the keeper, which is in contravention of 
the 2nd rule annexed to the 109th section of the Prisons Act. 

The Local Inspector visits regularly.

f Tlie aboTe schedule exhibits precisely the same total as that 
reported at the last inspection, lield in Kovemher, 1851. 
There has been no enlargement of the acconmiodation, nor any 
change in the administration of this gaol worthy of special 
observation for many years; and it would consequently be idle 
to attempt an analysis of the several departments in the usual 
form, when the establishment is capable of being described by 
negatives alone. There is no hospital, no chapel, no laundry, 
and no school-room, and the building is in general very imper- 
fectly lighted. In spite, however, of these disadvantages the 
sanitary condition of the inmates is surprisingly good. The 
sewerage is effectiye ; the supply of excellent water from a 
pump and a well is ample, and ventilation is faii-ly maintained. 
On the female side, however, there were confined no less than 
25 women in the day-room, an angle of which is occupied by ,a 
privy. The effliivka of the latter, although the large windows 
of the room were open, was absolutely pestilential, a nuisance, 
as I was informed, always arising here when rain is impending, 
but not at other periods. The bedding was clean and sufficient; 
no prison clothing, however, was issued. The punishments 
amounted during the current year to 120, chiefly of a very 
trifling character, such as stoppage of milk ; and all, except one, 
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South Jjad been inflicted by the authority of the Governor. This 
would appear excessive as compared with the numbers 
cvfi/ 0 / incarcerated here, but the smallness of the staflr, the absence of 
Ktliaiti/ Gaol. industrial employment, and the want of adequate super- 
vision, necessarily tend to frequent infractions of discipliiie. 
The males are occupied solely, besides prison duties, in break- 
ing stones, the material and the tools being supplied by the 
city authorities, and no profit accruing therefrom to the gaol. 
The females are engaged to an inconsiderable extent in needle- 
work, knitting, washing, and kneading fuel-balls; they are 
brought out to e.vercise for two hours daily, in a yard which is 
detached from their day-room. No educational instruction is 
given to either sex. 

Dietary. 

Breakfast — 9 oz. of Indian meal, and 1 pint of new-milk. 
Dinner — 9 oz. of oatmeal, and 1 pint of new-milk. 

Contracts. — Bread, IJd. per pound ; oatmeal, per cwt. 
10a. id. ; Indian meal, per cwt, 9.s. ; meat, per lb., 2 irf. ; new- 
milk, per gallon, Sid. ; salt, per stone, 5d. 

It is my duty to call the attention of the Board of Superin- 
tendence again to the illegaUty of the above scale of dietary, 
which differs materially from the schedules sanctioned by the 
Judges of the Queen's Bench. By the 84th section of the 
Prisons Act, the dietary table “when approved of by such 
judges shall he adopted and strictly adhered to in all prisons, 
until a new dietary table 'shall be appointed." The chaplains 
are regular in their inspection, and there were no complaints. 
The sick dietary book is kept entirely in the hand-'writing of 
the able and attentive medical ofEcer, Dr. Cane, and thus an 
important check, both sanitary and financial, is obtained. 



Books and Accounts. 



I regretted to find that the new books and abstracts of daily 
consumption, &o., sanctioned by the CoiU't of Queen's Bench, 
in accordance with the 86th section of the Prisons Act, which 
is mandatory, had not been procured, and that the forms in 
use were so imperfect as not to supply a satisfactory check upon 
issue. I suggested some intermediate alterations, which would 
render the synopsis more accurate; hut I trust that the Board 
will at once direct the recent improvements to be adopted, as 
their simplicity and clearness has been most favourably reported 
upon by those who have worked the new svstem since its 
promulgation.

General Observations. 

I have to congratulate the city upon two points with regard 
to the prison ; firstly, that there was no person on the sick list, 
and secondly, that there was none on the calendar for trial at 
the assizes, during which I made my inspection. It is unavail- 
ing to enter into a detail of the various deficiencies presented 
by the existing building, the site and circumstances of which 
would render any attempt at real improvement abortive, and 
forbid any reasonable e.vpectation of obtaining advantages 
commensurate with the unavoidable expenditure. An examina- 
tion of the returns will show the paramount necessity of dealing, 
with the crying evils which have so often been made the subject • " 
of commentary by ray predecessors, and I would specially point 
to the condition of the females. The number of commitments 
during the jiast year was, for males, 394 ; females 302. Pie- 
commitments — males, 8 ; females, 1 4. Greatest number in 
gaol at one time during the past year, males, 38 ; females, 35. 

The usual proportion of females to males is as me to three, 
whereas, here, where there is no classification, and all are indis- 
criminately seething inouehot-bed of corruption, the numbers are 
nearly equal. Indeed, it appears from the report of my colleague 
that in the previous year the committals of the females were to 
those of the males as 772 to GOO ! — a state of things to be 
only obviated by providing means for “ separating ” the women, 
who are now thrown together, not only without the possibility 
of reformation, but with the certainty that the less guilty 
become contaminated by intermixture with the more abandoned/ 
it being a weH ascertained fact that in gaols where the 
“ separate system ” is applied to both sexes, it has been found 
to produce a much greater deterrent effect upon females than 
males. “To women of the class and character from which 
the inmates of prisons are usually supplied” (to quote some 
remarks extracted from our Annual Report for 1851), “and 
particularly to the most violent and profligate, solitude and 
silence are insupportable, and those who in association are 
loudest and boldest, are, when isolated, completely broken into 
submission, and if not, as is often the case, softened to repent- 
ance, at least subdued to a wholesome fear of the recurrence 
of such penal seclusion.” Under these circumstances, although 
I believe it might ^be satisfactorily shoivn that on the score of 
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BbSt. it TTOuld be better policy to render tbe gaol 

■ effectire, -with a yiew of deterring offenders from incurrin° its 

KtttaZ'eaci penalties, I prefer mating an appeal to higher con- 

■ siderations ; and I 'would eai-nestly entreat the authorities to 
take a wide view of the -whole question, and to place the 
establishment on such a footing as to secure the punitive the 
productive, and reformatory effects, which are realized by a 
staff competent to carry out both discipline and industrial 
supervision, and by adequate classification and education. 
Happily these objects are now within reach, for the House of 
Industry, at present occupied by the county female prisoners 
and the city lunatics, &o., will shortly be vacated, and, I presume 
will be offered for sale. The building is airy and spacious, and 
at a comparatively inconsiderable cost could be converted’ into 
a fitting receptacle. I had the pleasure of entering upon the 
subject with the City High Sheriff’ and some members of the 
Grand Jury, and that communication leads me to hope that the 
matter will be approached in a favourable spirit, and conducted 
at no distant period, to a satisfactory issue. ’

The numbers recorded at the last inspection amounted to 
162; the ^ove increase, therefore, is too slight to require 
analysis. There has been no alteration nor extension of the 
accommodation since that period. The sewerage, however, 
which was originally defective, has been lately improved, and 
oy constant vigilance is maintained in a state of efficiency; new 
padlocks also have been issued at a cost of £100. The excel- 
lence of the arrangements, with regard to the supply of water, 
the apphaiices of the com-mill, the storage, the lime-kiln, and 
tne fumigating room, have already been reported by my col- 
league and myself m terms of just approbation. The bedding 
and prison-clothmg -were adequate in quantity, sound, and 
thoroughly clean. Commitments during the past year— males, 
S. 0 ; lemales, 412. Ee-commitments— males, 12 ; females, 20. 
greatest number in gaol at one time during the past year— 
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males, 149; females, 66. Average-males, 136; females, 45. 
The punishments since the 1st of January amounted to but 14.

I am happy to add, that shot-driiris 
about to be added to the means of putting punitive labour in 
force.

In this total, however, it is to be observed, that credit is taken 
for all prison-works — washing, painting, repairing, burning lime,

mitted from the workhouse, and to such adults as exhibit any 
aptitude for learning. A summary of the grinding and baking 
account having been fm-nished to me at my express desire, it 
appeared that for some months the cost of brown bread per lb. 
amounted to but ^d,, whereas an equal article would not 
have been supplied by a contractor outside at a lower price

General Ohservations. 

I camiot adduce a stronger proof of my convictions that sys- 
tematic and conscientious regularity of management always 
prevail in this gaol, than that i gave notice of my intended visit 
to that very valuable officer the Local Inspector, who takes an 
honest pride in the establishment placed mider his administra- 
tion, in all the practical details of which he is ably supported 
by the Governor and Deputy-Governor. It is, therefore, that 
I would earnestly impress upon the Board and upon the Grand 
Jury the policy of 3 >lacing the female department in a condition 
to receive the advantages of educational, industrial, and refor- 
matory discipline, which cotild be realized in the hands of so 
efficient a staff. 

Bridewells. nrHe^eU.. 

Parsoiistoivn . — I found tliia bridewell greatly improved since Paisoostow.. 
my last inspection, and iir a creditable state of order, cleanli- 
ness, and repair ; tlie bedding adequate ; the sewers effective, 
but peat charcoal is used from time to time ; the pump good. 

A passage leading to, or rather the narrower portion of the 
female yard, is overlooked hy the male cells ; it would be, 
therefore, advisable to place an iron gate so as to out off the 
power of communication; one of the males, who was very 
refractory, being confined in his cell, while the females were 
flowed access to their airing yard.

The above return, after making allowance for the period of the 
year, as contrasted with that presented at the last inspection, 
wliich took place on the 11th and 12th of July in 1851, affords 
matter for congratulation; the total upon that occasion havhig 
amounted to no less than 616. Of this number, however, 4T 
were convicts, while at ray visit but 27 were confined here. 
Even with this reduced aggregate, classification is necessarily 
still imperfect, though it is maintained as far as is consistent 
with the accommodation, which remains unaltered, except in two 
very important additions, namely a school-room capable of 
containing 100 persons at one time, and a work-room for 50 
females, both well lighted and ventilated. The sewers, though 
deep, are too level in their construction; and it is necessary, 
therefore, to clean them frequently and to apply peat-charcoal. 
The water is good and plentiful, each yard being supplied with 
a cock. Cots are about to he forthwith issued, so as to super- 
sede the oedsteads, and to furnish each male prisoner with a 
single bed; an important improvement both moral and sanitary, 
which is due to the suggestion of Mr. Justice Jackson. A near 
approximation to the separate system is, I am happy to say, 
carried out with good effect in 17 cells, which are occupied 
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exclusiTely by persons re-committed for periods of not less than Soith 
three months, and by youths; many of the latter are orphans, District. 
and haring been driven to crime by rrant, are very properlv Couu/vfif 
considered by the authorities to be objects of special care. The *'amnt'Gaof. 
prisoners take their meals in their cells as far as the numbers 
will permit.^ Number of commitments during the past year, 
males, 1,855; females, 766; — re-commitments, males, 177; fe- 
males, 36 ;— greatest number in gaol at one time during the past 
year, 669.

Seven of the turnkeys arc handicraftsmen, and superintend 
the different branches of trades, which are sustained with 
greater proportionate activity than at my last visit; Imt the 
work accounts arc imperfectly kept, and in their existing fonn 
do not present a fair statement of the actual industry and profit. 
Shot-drill is about to bo introduced here forthwith, which is 
absolutely indispensable, as there are no means of punitive 
labour e.xcept stone-breaking. The .sheds in which the latter 
is carried on would be easily improved, at a moderate cost, by 
the introduction of partitions, so as to insure silence and non- 
communication. 1 have referred above, with great pleasure, to 
the building of a new school-room. Instruction has already 
made creditable progress under the schoolmaster, an intelligent 
and zealous ofScei-, who, doubtless, with the increased advantages 
of which he is now possessed, will be enabled to put this 
important branch of reformatory discipline on a very efi’ective 
footing. 

Female Department. 

The work-room, which had been recently prepared for occupa- 
tion, will afford considerable relief to this over-crowded depart- 
ment, wbich is wholly inadequate for the due reception of its 
average occupants; and may be also turned to account for 
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SotnH purposes of educational instruction, wHch is now wholly wantinB 

District, day-roonis are small and close. The drying-room is rather 

Couptyif confined, and some of the cells are damp. Allocation according 
Umerick Gaol, .jg character is maintained ; for classification is manifestly 
impossible for such numbers, the proportion of female prisoners 
whjoh formerly was but one in seven of the inmates of the gaol' 
having now risen to one in three. The matron and her assist- 
ant appear to discharge their onerous duty with care and 
activity.

There were several complaints of the stirabout as being w4k 
and thin, which probably arises from the imperfect cooking of 
the Indian meal and rice of which it is composed, hut I had no 
opportunity of testing it. The bread, though unohjected to, 
appeared to me to be somewhat heavy and sour. The chaplains 
do not inspect the provisions except when present for Wer 
duties; it would be desirable, therefore, that such visits should 
be paid as often as possible at hours when the food is prepared 
for distribution. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

The gaol books and dietary accounts are kept with clearness 
and accuracy. The gate-porter’s book, however, ought to record 
the passing to-and-lro of every olficer of the gaol.

The female hospital, in which there were three patients, is 
roomy and well ventilated; but that for the males, a mere 
wooden shed, is unfitted for its probable and ordinary re- 
quirements, although, on the above day, only nine persons 
were confined there. Medicines and medical appHanees 
amounted, in 1851, to but £11. All prescriptions and di- 
rections for sick diet are very properly entered in the hand- 
writing of the medical officer.

Genm-al Observations. 

The recently appointed Local Inspector, the Eev. Benjamin 
Jacob, has entered upon his important functions with consider- 
able zeal and assiduity ; and the Governor gives his whole time 
and attention to all matters, which concern the administration 
and discipline of the establishment. I fully concur with my 
colleague in his suggestion of erecting a new hospital for males, 
and of converting the present wooden building into a receptacle 
for vagrants and workhouse offenders, as the separation of these 
idle and refractory classes from other prisoners is essential to

Appendix to Thirty-first Report of 

the order of the prison ; and I would beg to submit to the 
special notice of the Board of Superintendence the condition 
^ and wants of the county bridewells. 

' Bridewells. 

Kilfiunan . — Three prisoners; one male and two females; hut 
sometimes there are as many as thirty confined hero, though 
there are only two colls for each sex; — 122 last quarter. A 
separate cell for drunlrards and refractory prisoners is much 
needed. The sod is now cleared through the house ; an effective 
sewer could be constructed at the bach of the building for a 
moderate sura. There is no water on the premises; it is 
l>rought from a distance, and \d. per diem is allowed for car- 
riage. The house was clean and orderly, and the beddinir fair • 
hut rugs and additional blankets are required. Some long de- 
tentions from failure of petty sessions, chiefly in the neighbour- 
ing districts, and there .are yet, but more rarely than formerly, 
occiisional committals for definite periods. The registry correct.' 
The Local Inspector visits frequently, and the clerk of the 
county gaol occasional!}'. Keeper’s salary, £15. Dietary, by 
contract, id. a day. ^ ^ 

Bruff . — The house and bedding clean, but the accommoda- 
tion is manifestly inadequate, as there are sometimes 30 con- 
fined here, even on ordinary occasions ; there were 46 at the 
last quarter sessions, and lu’9 during the last quarter. Sewers 
run from the cess-pools to the river. IVater is carried in. 
Dietary is furnished by the keeper, an average being struct 
monthly; S^d. per he.ad. The accounts arc e.xamined by the 
Board. Petty sessions held fortnightly; never fail. The 
Local Inspector, the Rev. Mr. IVeldon, visits from time to time, 
and the stipendiary magistrate frequently. ’ 

Croom.' This bridewell is very limited in accommodation, 
and the due separation of the sexes is imperfectly carried outi 
from the position of the cells. There is but oue yard. The 
bedding in tolerable repair, hut not sufficient ; rugs are wanting. 
Good sewers have been constnicted, but water is brought from 
a distance (in dry weather) of half a mile. The registry correct. 
Ko long detentions nor irregular oonuuittals. Dietary supplied, 
at 2id. per head, by keeper, whose salary is £15. 40 confined 

here in the last quarter. Petty sessions hold fortnightly, but 
fail occasionally. The Local Inspector visits, but not frequently. 

Reithlceole, I found 10 males and 5 females in this very 
defective building. The cells are wretched. The female day- 
room IS a small passage, aud their yard a mere slip of ground; 
their privy ruinous ; the sewers ineffective; soil cleared through 
the house.^ Ko water ; 10a. a quarter allowed for fetching it 
from the river. A solitary' cell for refractory prisoners is much 
required. The house tolerably clean. Thebedsteadsandbed- 
d.mg very bad ; but an issue of the latter was to be madeoa 
the day of ray inspection. The registry correct, but the com- 
mittals kept in a slovenly marmer. Ko long detentions. Petty 
sessions held regularly every .week. The Local Inspector visits 
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frequently. Dietary contracted and- paid for by the Board of Socth 
Superintendence. District. 

Newcastle. — There were no less than 14 males and 26 females 
congregated in this small bridewell, which contains two male 
and two female cells, with four beds each. There is a great BritcmUs. 
deficiency of bedding and of water ; there being none on the Newcastle, 
premises, and no allowance made for carriage. The sewers are 
tolerably effective. Dietary 2\d. per head, contracted for by 
the Board of Superintendence. Petty sessions and transmittals 
take place weekly'. Ko long detentions, e.vcept on remand. 

Kegistry and committals correct. The keeper, whose salary is 
£25, seems to be a painstaking officer. The Local Inspector 
visits quarterly, and the magistrates constantly. I would 
earnestly impress upon the county authorities the necessity of 
extending the accommodation and supplying the requirements 
of this bridewell, which occupies an important position. 

Glin. — One male prisoner here. No sewers, and no means 
of emptying the cesspools, except through the house. No 
water, nor allowance for carrying it from a distance of a quarter 
of a mile. The building in tolerable good order, but damp. 

The tickens and blankets very much worn. Dietary supplied 
at 'id. qver head by the keeper, who is paid £10 yearly. Petty 
sessions held fortnightly, and seldom fail. Eegistry and com- 
mittals properly kept ; but u’ritten remands are sometimes not 
given. The Local Inspector is frequent in Ms visits.

There is an excess of twenty above the total returned at the 
last inspection, but there is nothing in such increase to require 
observation, as the daily numbers necessarily fluctuate. I 
regret, however, to observe the gradual progress of committals 
for drunkenness, which stood thus for the last three years — 
1849, 448 ; 1850, 500 ; 1851, 560 ; and in the current year, up 
to the abov'e date, 24:4. There has been no addition to the

mcni ua . which are brought into common use, are very badly venti- 
lated, and are, therefore, assigned to the worst class. The 
female pew in the chapel is at present unscreened : clinkers in the 
form of the layers of a Venetian blind, placed perpendicularly, 
would produce the necessary seclusion without interfering witli 
ventilation, or obstructing the view of the altar during the 
performance of the Roman Catholic service. The convicts 
having made some attem|jts to escape, all the doors of their 
cells ought to be sheeted with ii-on, or otherwise strengthened. 
Classification is necessarily limited, and extends only to the 
vagrants and short committals. There were no less than twenty 
boys committed from the worldiouse, upon whom shot-drill 
would doubtless he found a very wholesome check ; some of 
them were in a state of almost enthe nudity, and throughout the 
prison clothing is only issued in cases of extreme destitution. 
I should feel it my duty to apply the powers conferred upon 
the Inspectors-General by the Prisons Act to correct this want, 
had I not been unwilling to bm-den the city, in the hope that 
presentments will be passed for carrying out the objects referred 
to hereafter. The gaol was throughout very clean and orderly, 
as far as was conptent with the pressime of numbers, hut the 
constant supervision of a turnkey over the vagrant class is indis- 
pensable. The ^scipliue of iock-up and nightly patrol is 
effectively maintained. The punishments during the last }'ear 
amounted to 100, and were almost aU inflicted by the authority 
of the Governor. The commitments for the past year were — 
males, 3,754 j females, 1,708; — re-commitments, males, 162; 
females 86. Greatest number in gaol at one time during 
past year males, 222; females, 104. Average males, 161; 
females, 91. o >

General Ohservatiom, Socth 

In many essential particulars rrliicli 1 have touched upon - — 

above, the management of this establishment reflects credit z-Wd.-»a«t 
upon the authorities, hut much is still wanting to place it in ' 
a satisfactory condition. 1 would specially notice the inade- 
quacy of the accommodation for females, and the want of school 
instruction for males. The appointment, too, of turnkeys, capable 
of teaching trades and remunerative works, is a matter worthy 
of attention, in which the Board of Superintendence ought to 
be consulted, the more so as generally throughout Ireland, 

High Sheriffs, with great propriety, waive their right of 
nomination, and place that powmr in the hands of those best 
qualified to make a selection. An extension of the hospital has 
long been meditated, but I would submit to the Grand Jury 
the policy of taking the whole subject of improvement into one 
view, and of availing themselves of the space lying between the 
boundary wall and the court-house ; the gate adjoining the 
latter might be closed, and a new one, in connexion with the 
storage, _ opened in Croshie-row. The present hospital might 
be applied to some of the objects so much needed, such as a 
work-room and school-room, and a new one constructed in the 
above yard, which affords a very favourable site for sanitary 
purposes.^ The laundry, too, is miserably small, and the absence 
of a drying-room is a serious evil. I venture, therefore, to 
e.vpress a strong hope that these deficiencies will be readily 
admitted and vigorously dealt with, inasmuch as the pecuniary 
outlay would be comparatively inconsiderahle.

No material change in the amount of availcchle accommo- 
dation has yet been effected ; hut the new building for the 
reception of the females (referred to in the last Report), is rapidly 
approaching completion, and will supply no less than 30 new 
cells, to he adapted for the separate system. Bed-ticks are in 
process of manufacture, and sheets are about to be brought into 
use, an important improvement, both in a sanitary and econo- 
mical point of view ; the saving in the wear and tear of blankets 
and bedding being well ascertained. Separate compartments 
upon the ti'ead-wheel, and stalls for the reception of prisoners 
during their intervals of rest, are forthwith to be constructed. 
Classification is carried out to the utmost extent practicable at 
present, but the new addition will greatly enlarge the facihties 
of arrangement in this respect. Two watchmen patrol at night, 
and their circuits are measured by a tell-tale clock.

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General Observations. South 

I visited this gaol on two successive days, and it is with great 
pleasure that I tender my congratulations to the authorities. Queen's County 
upon the remarkable improvement which has taken place, 
during the last two years, in the administration. The cleanli- 
ness of the building, and the silence, order, and industry which 
prevail throughout, are most creditable to the Governor. The 
work of the new building is progi’essing in the best manner, 
and at an unusually low rate of expenditure. Hereafter, and 
at no distant period, it is to be hoped that the reduction in the 
number of the male prisoners will render the quarters now oc- 
cupied by them sufficient in accommodation to enable them to 
participate in the reformatory benefits of the separate system, 
which have, in the first instance, been very properly extended 
to the females, for whom such isolation is of paramount neces- 
sity. In the mean time, I would suggest the justice and policy 
of a better system of schooling for both sexes, and the pro- 
priety of avoiding an iutennixture of the boys with the convicts, 
while working at weaving and other industrial labour. I admit 
that they are under supervision, but it is almost impossible to 
prevent some communication ; and there is a sort of false pride 
felt by juvenile criminals in being associated with adults con- 
victed of grave offences, which has a tendency to harden them 
against the softening influences of moral and religious instruc- 
tion. In conclusion, I beg to direct the attention of the Board 
of Superintendence to the 1st and 4th sections of the 3rd and 
4th Victoria, cap. 44, with regard to the drawing up of a code 
of rules, for the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, 
and also ;to the due fitting of the separate cells with the 
requirements which are indispensable for obtaining the certifi- 
cates of the Inspectors-General.

The Local Inspector visits frequently. J^umher coined last 
quarter, 28. Sessions held half-yearly, and petty sessions fort- 
nightly. No undue detentions. Dietary, 3|d. for males, and 
for females, supplied by keeper, whose salary is £25 per 
annum.

The preceding abstract was supplied at iny desire by the 
Governor, Mr. Kook, as well as the annexed extract of a report 
upon shot-drill, which has been put into operation here : — 

“ Since its introduction, which commenced in February last, 
there appears to be a much greater decrease in the re-commit- 
tal of oflenders wbo were in the habit of committing petty 
offences for the pm-piose of being sent in here, and particiilarhj 
from the workhouses there has beem a visible decrease in this 
number. I h.avo remarked only three re-committals of male 
prisoners, dining that period, who have been worked at tbe 
shot-drill. F or the short time it has been established here, I 
must say it has produced a very good effect. For instance, 
those who were found indolent at other employments, on being 
sent to this punishment for a short time, have become attentive 
and industrious. I am of opinion that the tread-mill, corn- 
mill, and stone-breaking, &c., fail in having the effect the shot- 
drill must eventually have in deterring old offenders from 
continuing in crime.” 

The punishments amounted to but 14 during the last four 
months, the mere tlmeat of sliot-driU acting as a deterrent. 

There has been no extension of accommodation since the 
last inspection, nor any alteration, except that artificial heating 
has been applied to the female cells, and is about to be so to 
the store-room. Separate compartments have also been added 
to tbe tread-mill ; and it would be advisable to construct also 
stalls of the same character, for receiving the prisoners employed 
on the wheel during their intervals of rest, so as to insure

silence and prevent communication. The male vagi*ants sleep 
in the day-room, and the females in the sheds which were con- 
structed during the period of gi*eat pressure. The excellence 
of the arrangements here in grinding and baking having been 
frequently the subject of favourable report by the Inspectors- 
Generai, 1 think it duo to the authorities of this gaol to mate 
known the subjoined schedule, which 1 feel assui*ed will he 
received as a useful and valuable guide by those who have not 
yet earned into effect this important element of prison admi- 
nistration, both sanitary, industrial, and economical.

General Observations. 

The condition of this gaol as to repair, to an adequate supply 
of necessaries, to cleanliness, order and discipline, reflects the 
highest credit upon all who are engaged in superintending and 
in carrying out the details of management. I wms fortunate 
enough to hold my inspection upon the day appointed for the 
meeting of the Board and requested them to supply me with 
the Corn and Bakery Account to which I have already referred. 
Ihis document, as well as the report of the effect of shot-drill, 
1 put torward unhesitatingly, upon the authority of the high 
c arac er which this institution has deservedly earned for 
administrative abihty in matters of finance anil of practical 
oisciphne; and I am the more strongly induced to do so, 
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because, on the one hand, an opinion has been repeatedly Sooth 
advanced, that grinding and baking ivithin the walls of a prison, 
although adniittedlyadvantageous infurnishing means of employ- Cm«i^ nf 
ment and in procuring a superior article of food, are not 
remunerative in mere money value; and because, on the other ^ ° ' 

hand, it is sometimes ui'ged that the introduction of a purely 
punitive form- of labour, such as shot-drill, is incompatible 
■vrith an energetic system of industrial works. Both these 
objections are confuted by the e.vpeiiences which I have 
recorded. 

Having thus discharged the pleasing duty of giring praise 
where it is justly merited, I would turn to the subjoined ob- 
servations upon some of the bridewells, and earnestly impress 
upon the authorities the necessity of placing them in a condition 
more befitting their relation to the parent gaol of the Elding. 

Sridewells. BridcKiUs. 

Roscrea . — 10 prisoners, 7 males and 3 females, confined here. Kosenia. 
From the insecurity of the walls, no access is allowed to the 
yards except in the presence of the keeper. The female yard 
in gi-ass, and in a slovenly state. The sewers very had, and an 
open cesspool in the male yard. No water, for the carriase of 
which, however, 1 irf. a-day is allowed, as sinking a pump would 
be e.xpeu,sive. Tlio walls and flags damp in wet weather ; the 
cells clean, and bedding adequate. Eegistry and committals 
correct, and transmittals regular; petty sessions weekly, but 
sometimes fail from non-attendance. Three magistrates form a 
Committee of Superintoiidenco, and the Local Inspector visits 
quarterly. 176 prisoners during the last quarter, but the 
nuinlier sometimes reaches SOU. Dietary by contract — 3|rf. for 
males, and 3d. fur females. The keeper, who had just resigned, 
hitherto received a salary of £25. 

Temp/emore . — The building clean and in fair repair; the Tempicmoie. 
pump good ; the cess-pook of the privies clearable from the 
outside ; all the cells look towards tlio street, an inconvenience 
which could he modified by attaching louvers to the windows. 

The Local Inspector visits quarterly, but one of the Magistrates, 

Mr. Lloyd, inspects generally once a fortnight; petty sessions 
are hold weekly, and very seldom fail. 178 confined durhig 
the last quarter — rather below the average. Dietary by con- 
tract — 3d. for males, and 2trf. for female.s. Salary of keeper, 

£20. Tlie registry correct, but the committals not regularly 
assorted. 

Newport . — It is uimecessary for me to dwell up)on tbe defects Newport, 
of this miserable building, which, I am happy to say, is condemned, 
a new bridewell being about to be constructed. The keeper- 
had been appointed only a few days, at a salary of £20. Petty 
sessions weekly; dietary, 3Jrf. per head; registry and committals 
correct. 

Thurles . — 12 prisoners, 7 males and 5 females. There is an Thmles. 
e.vcellent forcing-pump, which supplies both yards and flushes 
the sewers. The grass in the female yard ought to be removed,

Escapes during the year. 

Thaddeua’ Conway aud Bartliolomew Crooneen, aged, respec- 
tively, 20 and 18 years, confined for trespass, escaped on the 
4th 'September : the former was retaken, the latter surren- 
dered. 



The gaol punishments, which were all inflicted by the autho- 
rity of the Governor, have greatly diminished in amount since 
the introduction of shot-drill. The aggregate of inmates, I 
lament to say, exceeds that furnished at the last inspection by 3 7. 
On that occasion.howover, there were confined 22 male convicts; 
whereas at the date of my visit there were no less than 71 of 
this cl.a.ss — a number, moreover, likely to be considerably in- 
creased at the approaching quarter-sessions. The bedding and 
blankets throughout were sufficient, and of good quality, and a 
due provision of clothing was furnished. The tread-wheels are 
applied to pumping, .and to flushing the sewers ; and there is 
a plentiful supply of excellent water, a cock being placed in 
every yard. Separate compartments have been attached to the 
wheels, and stalls for the intervals of rest have been constructed, 
so as to maintain the principle of non-communication. Meals 
are taken in the ceU.s, and classification, as far as is consistent 
with the disproportion between the amount of prisoners and 
of accommod.atioii, is amply observed — the juveniles employed 
in we.aving, for instance, being pkced in some of the former 
day-rooms, which are divided by partitions. At night there is 
a patrol of two turnkeys, whose cii’cuits are measured by a toll- 
talo clock. 

Employment and Schools. 

Tlio subjoined returns of the modes of employment, of tlie 
articles manufactured, .and of the disposal of the latter in stock, 
sale, and intern consumption, show tlnat considerable activity 
prevails in this useful department of prison discipline and eco- 
nomy. Of the 17 tm-nkeys, there are, however, but three 
handicraftsmen, and I observe that their w.agos are equal. The 
appointment of subordinate officers, .all capable of giving some 
industri.al instruction, with a graduated scale of salaries, and 
with the stimulus of a small bonus for zeal and success iu teach- 
ing, lias been found in other gaols effective in securing the 
services of a higher class of persons, at a very moderate increase 
of e.xpenditure.

The females *are divided into three classes, according to 
character, which appears to be the best arrangement compatible 
with the inadequate extent of accommodation, for carrying 
out an approximation to the improved system of discipline.

The provisions undergo a regular scrutiny by the Chaplains and 
the Local Inspector.

The meetings of the Board take place monthly, when there 
is always an adequate attendance of members for the audit and 
payment of bills, contracts, and the salaries of the subordinate 
officers. 

General Observations. 

I am bound to report — and I discharge the duty with great 
pleasure — very favourably of the general condition and manage- 
ment of this gaol in all that fails within the power of those to 
whom its administration is confided. In the present state of 
affairs, however, in relation both to the unsettled question of 
secondary punishments, and the transition which the country 
is undergoing as to the amount of employment and the deple- 
tion of population, I am unwilling to offer any immediate 
suggestion, although the number of criminals existing in this 
Riding would appear to call loudly for increased accommoda- 
tion, particularly in the female department. It is a remark 0 ,ble 
fact, that not only does the proportion of female committals far 
exceed that of the males (as compared with the returns of other 
counties, in wliich they are seldom found to reach more than 
ouc-third of the whole), but that the re-committals for the past 
year amount to nearly the saTne total, being as 187 to 208— a 
result, doubtless, owing to tbe impossibility of inflicting on 
women the same stringent and coercive punishments to which 
men are subjected, and thereby proving the necessity of adopt- 
ing the sole means applicable to the repression and reformation 
of the former — namely, the “ separate system.” 



Bridewells. 

Cashel. — 7 males and 6 females here ; dmiug last quarter, 
528; average at qiiarter-sessious fully 300. The house very 
clean, and well ventilated. Bed-ticks rather worn. The water 
bad and scanty, which is tbe case throughout tbe town. The 
shoot of the com-t-house water-closet ofiers facilities for climb- 
ing. Six prisoners escaped through the roof of the privy in the 
day time, although there were sentries posted in the male yard; 
the roof has been since arched, and thus rendered secure. 
Keeper’s salary, £35 ; his sister acts as matron for the female 
department, but without remuneration. Dietary by contract ; 
last quarter, ^\d. for both sexes. Petty sessions regular; trans- 
mittals weekly ; registry correct. The Local Inspector visits 
from time to time, and the Governor of the gaol occasionally. 

Tipperary.— 1 found this bridewell very clean and orderly, 
although I visited it at the time of quarter-sessions, when no 
less than 54 males and 28 females were confined here. There 
were 274 in the last quarter. The water good and plentiful, 
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and the sewerage effective. Dietary, by conti'act, per head. South 
The Local Inspector visits but seldom ; the Governor of the 'strict. 
county gaol also inspects. The salary of the beeper (formerly Cmntii of 
a turnkey) is £30. Petty sessions and transmittals weekly; 
no long detentions ; registry correct. ^ — 

Clogheen. — Three males ; 92 confined here during the last 
quarter. The house clean, and the bedding sufficient. An 
allowance is made for the carriage of water from a distance of 
more than a quarter of a mile. The soil is cleared through the 
house. Dietary, by contract, a fraction below Zd, Salary of 
keeper, £30. Petty sessions fortnightly, without fail; trans- 
mittals regular ; registry, committals, and remands correct. 

The Local Inspector visits frequently. 

Caliir. — Fifteen males and 8 females here, one of the latter cahir. 
a dangerous lunatic, who was about to he removed ; 269 during 
last quarter. Water is brought in a cart, there being none on 
the premises. The County Surveyor was preparing to take 
measures for securing the arch which forms the ceiling of the 
keeper’s kitchen, as well as three cells which are placed over 
it. The drunkard’s cell is most inconveniently situated, as has 
been noticed at a former inspection, being accessible only by a 
narrow, winding staircase. Petty sessions fortnightly, seldom 
fail ; transmittals regular ; no long detentions except upon suffi- 
cient grounds. The Local Inspector never visits, hut Mr. 

Cliayter, a magistrate, discharges this duty; and the Governor 
of the gaol of the Hiding and some members of the Board of 
Superintendence occasionally inspect. The house clean, and in 
fair order. Dietary, by contract, Zd. per head. Since my 
visit the keeper has been, discharged, for want of due care, and 
for falsification of his accounts. 

New Birmingham. — One male prisoner here, who was very New Biming- 
irregularly employed by the keeper in his garden, at the time 
of my visit. The male ceils, which are small, and the day-room 
are floored with compost, which ought to he removed, and 
replaced by flagging ; some painting is required ; the bedding 
is adequate ; the sewers are good, and clearable outside the 
wads. No water on the premises, but 13s. a quarter is allowed 
for carriage. Dietary, a fraction under Ad. for males, 3^d. for 
femies. Sixty-four here during last quarter. Petty sessions 
held fortnightly, without fail, and transmittals immediately 
after; registry, committals, and remands correct. 

Can'ick-on-Suir. — Twm hoys and one woman confined here. Camck-oa-Suir 
Water good ; hut the pump in the female yard, and the roof of 
the coal-house, out of repair ; sewers clear. The house clean, 
and the bedding sound. 203 prisoners last quarter, 100 at 
the last quarter sessions, somewhat below the average. The 
committals duly kept, and the re^stry correct, but the column 
headed “ Amount paid for subsistence ” not filled, so as to 
render it difficult to test whether any meals are overcharged or 
not. The Local Inspector and the Governor of the county gaol 
visit frequently. Dietary for males, 3|d. ; for females, 2^d.

There has been, I am happy to notice, a progressive diminu- 
tion in the number of prisoners reported at diil'eroiit periods of 
inspection, and in that of the committals and re-committals, 
spread over large spaces of time ; but no reduction can be ex- 
pected of such a magnitude as to render the present accommo- 
dation (which, unfortunately, from the circumstances of the 
locality, is incapable of extension) adequate for the require- 
ments of classification and its concomitant advantages. The 
building was clean throughout, and the hedding sufficient. 
Sheets, however, are not used, though they have been found 
beneficial elsewhere, both in a sanitary and economical point of 
view. On the side set apart for tried prisoners stoves are 
placed in the corridors, which are lighted in very cold or damp 
weather, and produce a satisfactory temperature. The sewers 
are badly constructed, and a large cesspool, to which they lead, 
is obliged to be cleared yoariy, the soil being carried out 
tlirongh the front gate. Peat-charcoal is now applied for the 
purpose of deodorization. The water is good and generally 
plentiful, except after along drought. Separate compartments 
have been added to the tread-wheel, which is not employed 
reproduotively, and stalls for containing the prisoners during 
the intervals of rest have been constructed. Convicts are inter- 
mi-xed with the tried prisoners, one of this class being placed in 
a cell with two other males confined under short rules, so as in 
some degree to obviate the danger of plots for escape. All 
prisoners sentenced to hard labour” are, if industrially em- 
ployed, also subjected to some form of punitive labour in the 
course of each day — a very proper disposition, which is but too 
frequently disregarded in other gaols. There is a patrol at 
night round the exterior of the prison, and there have been no 
escapes during the tenure of the present Governor. With re- 
gard to the system of “lockings” which prevails here, it is right 
to remark, that too much appeals to be left to the sole super- 
vision of the turnkeys without the presence of some higher 
officer.

A large number of the inmates are engaged in washing for 
the public, and various works suitable to their sex are in opera- 
tion. Schooling is given during two hours daily, chiefly to the 
younger girls ; as many, however, are wholly illiterate, and only 
speak Irish, little can be effected in this important branch of 
prison discipline. The want of accommodation in , this quarter 
of the building is truly lamentable, consisting as it does, of but 
eighteen cells, wHcli, in point of size, lighting, and ventilation 
are very defective; and, consequently, beds are laid down on 
the floors of the passages, and in a room formerly used as a 
drying loft. It is needless to add, that under such circum- 
stances, classification, or even division, is impossible, and that 
females of all ages and degrees of guilt, and tried and untried 
the novice and the veteran of crime, are intermingled in one 
common and indiscriminate mass,wliere the ci'iYelernents canuot 
fail to preponderate and corrupt whatever exists of comparative 
innocence.

Boohs and Accounts. 

The officers’ book, the gate-portor’s book, and the check 
dockets are well kept, as is also the surgeon’s record of extra 
diet, which is entered in his own handwriting — a yery useful 
precaution. I called attention to some minor points in the new 
forms to be more accurately obseryed for the future, as well as 
in the industrial accounts, which do not present, at a glance, a 
synopsis of the cost of raw material on the one hand, and of 
sale, intern consumption, and stock, on the other. 

Hospitals. 

The hospitals are under one roof, and contain two wards for 
females, which are imperfectly ventilated, but cleanly, and five 
for males. There is no water-closet nor feed bath. There is, 
however, a slipper bath for the use of the patients. Medicines 
are supplied by an apothecary, and the cost for the last three 
yeara stands as under;. — 

1850, £50 5s . ; 1851, £52 la. 4d . ; 1852, up to 30th Septem- 
ber, £33 6s. 7d. 

There was but one death during the year, attributed to disease 
of the heart. In the spring and winter months bronchitis and 
pneumonia were the prevalent diseases, and during the summer 
and autmnu dysentery, of which there were a few very severe, 
out not fatal cases.

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General Observations. 

In all matters which depend upon mere administration, this 
prison presents a very gratifying spectacle, as cleanliness, order, 
and strict supervision of both industrial and punitive discipline 
prevail throughout, hut in proportion to the sense of ability and 
faithful discharge of duty exhibited by the authorities, is the 
regret excited by the incurable condition of the building with 
which they have to deal, extension or improvement being 
equally impossible within the existing limits. In December last, 
as noticed by iny colleague in his report, tho Board came to the 
resolution of submitting to the Grand Jury,, the necessity of 
seeking a fresh site, and building thereon a new prison ; and, 
accordingly, the latter body received the proposition, but 
deferred the consideration of it to the next year. The defects 
of the present state of the gaol, excluding, as it does, the firet 
principles of reformatory treatment, are too palpable to reqime 
fortber comment ; and I therefore content myself with making 
an earnest appeal to the good feeling and liberality of the Grand 
Jury and rate-payers on this important subject. The plea of 
economy alone might be based on the probable reduction of 
commitments and re-commitments, if accommodation fitted for 
putting into force the requirements of modern discipline were 
supplied ; but I will take higher ground, and call upon the 
county to take larger measures for dealing vigorously with the 
criminal population, fully beheving, as I do, that the energy and 
zeal of the Governor and the prison authorities, now directed 
solely to the palliation of insuperable evils, wili, when adequate 
means of action are provided, be found to do ample justice lo 
the new establishment. 

Bridewells. 

Dungarvan . — Three males and one female confined here at 
the period of inspection. This bridewell is managed with care 
and economy ; and it is satisfactory to add, that the committals 
have considerably decreased, there being now generally not 
more than from 40 to 50 prisoners for trial at quarter sevens, 
instead of 140, a number wtdchformerly was sometimes reached. 
Kegistry and committals correct, and cost of dietary a fraction 
under 2d. a day. The Local Inspector and Governor of the 
county gaol visit frequently.- Keeper’s salary £40 per annum, 
and £10 is paid to ms wife, who acts as matron. 

Lismore . — Directions have been given for some alterations 
and additions, which wiU render the bridewell more roomy and 
convenient than it is at present. Quarter sessions were being 
held at the time of inspection, and the keeper had been very 
ill, and confined to bed ; his brother, however, was acting for 
him, and the building was clean and orderly. The registry and 
committals regular, and the diet moderate in cost and good in 
quality. There wereeight male and nine female prisoners con- 
fined here. 136 during last quarter. Petty sessions are held 
regularly every fortnight, and the transmittals to the county 
gaol take place at proper periods. The Local Inspector is con- 
stant in his visits.

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wliicli are iu the debtors’ quarter, now become too large for the 
number of its ordinary inmates. The sewers are effective, and 
there is a iffentifnl supply of good water; but in all other respects, 
I am^ bound to say, that the establishment falls short of the 
requirements of a prison, and is even inferior to some of the 
larger bridewells. The ventilation is imi)erfect, but might be 
improved by perforating the cell doors. The bed-ticlcens were 
rather worn, and the convicts complained loudly of their clothing, 
which was thin and ragged. The prisoners, who are exclusively 
males, are divided into the untried cases, hail cases, those of 
short terms of impiisonment, and summary convictions, but 
classification can hardly be said to be maintained, as the 
convicts (of whom there were 10) and the untried occupy one 
yard in common. There ai*e separate yards, however, for drunk- 
ards and for minor offenders. The meals are taken in the day- 
rooms; and I tasted the bread, which was good, and no com- 
plaints were made of the provisions, which are duly inspected. 
There were 43 punishments up to the date of my visit, all 
inflicted by the authority of the Governor, who, with two 
turnkeys, constitute the whole staff of the prison; the former 
receiving £l20, and the latter £.25 each, together with gaol 
aUowances. There is no school, no industrial employment, no 
night patrol, and no gate-porter’s book. As yet the new forms 
of dietary, &c., sanctioned by tlie Court of Queen’s Bench, are 
very uicoTrectly kept, but the officer in charge stated that they 
had been brought so recently into operation that he was not 
master of the details. Such is the condition of the city gaol, 
and such are its defects in all the machinery of repressive, 
industrial, educational, and reformatory discijiline,

Hospitals. 

_ The hospitals, w'hich are common both to the House of Correc- 
tion and the gaol, are situate in the latter. They consist of 
two rooms (one flagged) for males and one for females. There 
were seven male patients, six being in one room, which was 
rather close, and not scrupulously clean. The female room is 
hut seldom used, aud only for very serious cases; those of an 
ordinary character being treated at the house of correction, 
where the women are confined. The sick and extra diet-book 
is very properly kept by the medical officer, in his own hand- 
writing, an important check on consumption, which is often 
neglected elsewhere.

There were three prisoners in almost every cell, although 
the area is o^y eight feet by six. The building was clean, and 
in good repair. The ordinary snjjply of water is plentiful, but 
two of the pumps were out of order. The sewerage was clear, 
the privies having been lately emptied. The bedding was ade- 
quate, and sheets are partially used. The clothing is somewhat 
light in substance for winter wear." The "yard attached to the 
tread-w'beel might be advantageously adapted to the reception 
of females, by closing the door and windows of the cook-house, 
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and by placing the wheel in the garden, with an entrance from 
the male division. The punishments amounted to 142, all at 
the instance of the Governor.

All the males confined here are those under sentence of hard 
labour, which is carried out by the tread-wheel, stone-breaking, 
and shot-drill. There are no handicraftsmen among the turn- 
keys, but a regular artizan is employed to instruct in weaving, 
and bed-ticks and prison clothing are now manufactured within 
the walls. Industrial works for external sale have been recently 
adopted here, and at the close of the year a profit and loss 
account will be taken. Schooling is given daily to the juveniles, 
for one hour, by the turnkeys, who are not competent to 
instruct, but at the time of my visit they were assisted — or 
rather superseded — by a prisoner, who happened to be a person 
of some attainment. It is much to be regretted that there is 
not a properly qualified schoolmaster, who might relieve the 
Governor, oyer-worked as he is, from keeping the accounts.

The females are divided into the tried, mixed with, convicts, 
pd the untried, among whom it is lamentable to state that there 
is no Bub-divisioii as to character. This quarter, though greatly 
overcrowded, woifld appear to be healthy, there being but three 
sick persons, who were attended in separate cells. The cells 
have no windows, but are constructed with loop-holes, which 
are unglazed. Adequate ventilation is thus undoubtedly se- 
cured, and in winter the cold, it is alleged, is not sufficiently 
great to affect the occup>ants injuriously. The matron gives 
educational instruction for one hour, but little is effected in 
tins useful branch of discipline. There was one female who, 
while labouring under delirium tremens, had been committed as 
a lunatic, but had become sane.

The administration of both the gaol and House of Correction 
is vested in the same Board, which meets when convened by 
the Local Inspector. The latter examines the biUs monthly, 
and upon his certificate, cheques for the payments of them are 
issued, under the signature of three members. A general 
examination and audit of all the accounts take place at the 
assizes. 

General Ohsei'vations. 

The many disadvantages of the city gaol, and its separation 
from the House of Correction, involving, as it does, the assist- 
ance of two expensive, though inadequate staffs, have already 
been frequently and forcibly pointed out; and I folly concur 
with my colleague in the hope that, in the desirable event of a 
new county gaol being erected elsewhere, the two buildings now 
occupied by the county and city prisoners may be united, and 
adapted, according to the requirements of improved discipline, 
for the reception of the latter, at an outlay which would be 
partly reimbursed by the sale of the House of Correction. If 
some such arrangement he not carried into effect, there appears 
to belittle prospect of any practical or permanent amelio- 
ration of the present establi^ments.

[Since the foregoing was put into type; an unhappy even^- 
namely, the death of a female prisoner in the House of Correc- 
tion— has fuither illustrated the grave evils resulting from two 
imperfect establishments, situated apart from each other. The 
verdict of the coroner’s jury, dehvered at the consequent in- 
quest, and the evidence of the medical officer, substantiate the 
want of hospital accommodation in the above prison, which the 
circumstances of the .building render unattainable there. The 
offiy mode, therefore, of modifying this imperfect defect is the 
fitting up of a portion of the city gaol, which is open to the ob- 
jections of incoavemence, and, perhaps, of danger, in the removal 
oi patients.]

Considerable activity is displayed in industrial employment 
of the various kinds enumerated above, the whole being carried 
on under the supervision of the Deputy-Governor and the 
turnkeys, some of whom are trained handicraftsmen. Upon a 
comparison of stock taken on the 1st of Januaiy and the 31st. 
of December, 1851, and upon a balance of the cost of materials 
purchased on the one hand, and on the other of the amount of 
goods sold and consumed within the gaol, (the latter being 
valued at the lowest rate at which they could be obtained,) a 
profit of no less than £511 7s. was shown to have been 
realized. The carding machine occupies a great number of 
prisoners, besides those who work the cmnks. Separate stalls, 
to receive the latter during the intervals of rest, ought to l)e 
erected in the adjoining shed, and an aperture broken in the’ 
party wall so as to enable: the same turnkey to watch simul- 
taneously those engaged at the mill, and those who are awaiting 
their turn. 

School instruction is given to the males during the greater 
part of the day, but chiefly to the juveniles, and to those who' 
have already made a tolerable proficiency, or are specially desi- 
rous to learn. 58 out of 180 attended school on the day of my 
inspection. Evident care is bestowed on this department, but 
the registry of progress is not very accurately kept, and speci- 
mens of hand- writing at the period of discharge the only reli- 
able test of improvement, are not supplied. ’’

There were seven males and two females in the hospital, 
which IS clean and weU tended. There are, however, no baths, 
nor water-closet, nor kitchen, attached to the building. One 
ot tlie cehars, which now appears to be useless, could be easily 
converted to thepurpose of cooking. A bedroom and pantry 
lor the matron baye lately been obtained by a judicious altera- 
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tion. TIic medicines, wliicb. are procured at the Apothecaries’ south 
Hall, arc made up in the surgery. District, 

There were no less thau 20 male lunatics, as I have stated CounUiof 
above, and six females. 1 am bound to say that I never saw 
greater care or more humane anxiety bestowed upon these 
helpless beings, none of whom were violent. The majority 
were engaged in stone-breaking, moderate employment being 
found to keep them in an orderly and unexcited state. They 
receive supper in addition to the ordinary daily dietary. Their 
presence, however, operates as a severe pressure upon the space 
and the discipline of the gaol, and I have strongly urged, in the 
proper quarter, their early removal to an asylum.

The very unusual disproportion observable in the re- 

numbers of rnales and females here-the latter else- 
. where seldom exceeding one-third of the whole-speaks sti-onalv 

lor the necessity of expediting the completion of the cells in- 
tended for “ separation” — the only form of punishment which 
hM proved an effective deterrent to women of the class and 
character from which the inmates of gaols are ordinarily de- 
nved. 1 merely throw out for consideration the policy of grind- 
mg and baking ynthintbe walls. The statements iurnislied from 
pnsons where this system is carried out with care and strict 
supervision— such, for instance, as those of jN’enagh and Tulla- 
more tend to show that not only is great and constant em- 
ployment supplied, and a better article of food produced, but 
that there is au actual monetary saving, if compared with con- 
tact prices outside. If this suggestion should be adopted, 
there is ample space for making the necessary preparations in 
the vicinity of the quarry. In conclusion, it is my pleasing 
^ to congratulate the county upon the general condition of 
the estabhshment, which is highly creditable to the staff, and 
upon the provident and productive administration of the funds 
placed at the disposal of the Board. 

Bridewells. 

Gorey.-^o praoners here. The house clean, and bedding 
adequate, but tbe tickens rather worn. The female day-room 
18 as dark as a punishment cell. Tliere is hut one yard, a 
mere shp of ^o^d (from which escape would be quite easy), 
for the use of both sexes.

The totals reported at the two last inspections, held in De- 
cember, 1850, and in October, 1851, having amounted respec- 
tively to. 107 and 103, differ but little from, the above return. 
It is to be remarked, however, that, .as at this period of jobx 
the inmates of prisons usually reach their highest number, this 
aggregate must be taken as an evidence of improvement. I 
regret to state that drunkenness has progressed here as else- 
where,- the record standing thus : — 1849, 60 cases; 1850, 69; 
1851, 76 ; and during the first six monl^ of the current year, 
42. The 40 separate cells referred to in former reports have 
been famished with an effective heating appaxati^ and with 
means of commnnication, so as to enable the authorities to car^ 
out separation, in accordance vrith the 8rd and 4th Victoria, 
cap, 44. Water-closets and lavatories are erected at the end of 
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South eacli corridor ; and portable water-closets (in wliioli latter I 
Di^ra. suggested an iraioroTement), are provided for the male prisoners 
CfeuoOy qT may bo slightly indisposed, but do not require removal to 

WicMow Urn!, the hospital. Shelves are about to be affixed to the walls of 
the colLs, upon which the beds are to rest in the day time, so as 
to afford space for works ; and louvers are to be applied to the 
windows. ClassiBcation is carried out with approximative strict- 
ness, the cells being occupied by a single inmate during the 
day, but at night and meal times, when the pressure of numbers 
renders it necessary, three are placed in one cell. The tried 
and untried are kept separate ; but the former are intermixed 
with the convicts, of whom there were no less than 21 (males). 
If these were removed, the present accommodation would be 
sufficient to put the separate system into complete operation. 
I here were but two female convicts. There is a sufficient sup- 
ply of water, raised by force-pumps, tho tread-wheel not being 
applied to this or any other practical object, such as grinding 
corn, &c., which is to be regretted. The store-room contains 
the new clothing and bedding ; but tbe old clothes of the pri- 
soners are also kept here, a very objectionable arrangement, as 
they are not previously subjected to fumigation or any other 
process of purification. [See the 20th General Rule annexed to 
the 109th section of the 7 tli George IV., cap. 74 ]. The bedding 
was in fair condition, and adequate ; slieets, however, are not 
used here, although they have been yery generally adopted in 
prisons, and have been found conducive to health and economy. 
I ho comimtments during tho past year were— males, 524; fe- 
males, 2o4. Rc-commitments — males, 61 ; females, 05. Great- 
est number in gaol at one time— males, lOT; females, 62. 
Average— males, 82; females, 41. The punishments amounted 
to d4 only, a remarkable decrease, which is to be attributed to 
the application of the new system, preventing, as it does, all 
commumcation and opportunities of combination.

The foregoing schedule does not exhibit any considerable 
return of employment. Some allowance is, doubtless, to be 
made for the circumstance, that the assizes had just concluded, 
and the quartor-sessions were being held; but this important 
bra,nch ot gaol discipline, j>articularly in connexion with “ sepa- 
ration,’ requires some further extension— occupation, both 
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[Aysical and mental, being indispensable to prisoners thus iso- 
lated. Sboemaldng, cutting-out, and tailoring are taught by 
tumkeys trained to these trades ; birt there is also among them 
a weaver, whose services ought to ho turned to account. 
Earing seen, with great pleasure, in tlio County of Cork Gaol, 
the almost infinite variety of labour, adapted to all ages and 
capacities of both sexes, which the preparation and manufacture 
of flax for articles of intern consumption supplies, I beg to 
suggest its adoption here. Schooling is given for two hours 
daily by the turnkeys, in their respective classes. It had hoen 
suspended for some time, in consotiuenoo of the diange in 
classification, and has now been resumed, hut iu the usual 
“association.” Upon my pointing out this important departure 
from the integrity of the separate .system, the Local Inspector 
at once undertook that educational instruction should hence- 
forth be carried on in the chapel, which is fitted with suitable 
compartments, and is very conveniently circumstanced for oral 
teaching. The registry of progress has hitherto been kept iu 
rather an unintelligible form, hut for the future it will present 
a clearer synopsis of improvement.

This department, iu point of cleariliuess and order, and of 
such employment as is compatible with the present arrange- 
ment of the occupants, is creditable to the matron and deputy 
jnatron. There are two classes, divided according to character, 
who are instructed for two hours daily. The total numher 
amounted to 33, of whom no less than 10 were lunatics. The 
accommodation consists of 26 cells, so that if these unfortunate 
beings were removed, and the sane pjrisoners were conseij[uently 
relieved of the care of tending them, there would he ample 
convenience for placing the remainder in strict separation, 
ivliich “every day’s experience convinces us” (to repeat tlie 
words of the Annual Keport of the Inspectors-Ueneral fur 
18.31), “ is indispensable for women of the class and eliai-aetcr 
from which the inmates of prisons are supplied. To such — and 
particularly to the most violent and abandoned — solitude and 
silence are insupportable ; and those who in association are tlto 
loudest and boldest, are, when isolated, completely broken into 
submission, and if not softened to repentauco (as is often the 
case), are at least subdued to a wholesome fear of the recur- 
rence of such penal seclusion.” It is remarkable that the 
re-eommitnmits of the females during the past year exceed those 
of the males ; but if the pressure of the lunatics should be with- 
drawn, a very different result might be anticipated, and the gaol 
would be found to have less attraction.

The provisions were very good ; and the Chaplains, both of 
whom I had the pleasure of meeting, reported favourably of 
them. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

I regretted to find that the new forms, recently sanctioned 
hy the Court of Queen’s Bench, had not been yet adopted. 
The accounts which I examined, though kept with care, ap- 
peared to me wanting in the checks which are supplied by 
the recent improvements. This deficiency wiU, doubtless, be 
corrected in future, as weU as the imperfect system at present 
apphed to the industrial works’ account, so that a complete 
balance will he shown of raw material and manufactured pro- 
duct.

The meetings of the Board are held monthly, when all the 
small current bills and the turnkeys’ salaries are discharged. 
The contractors and the higher officers are paid at each assizes 
previously to which all vouchers, &c., are examined. Thirteen 
memhers were nominated to the Board, in contravention to the 
second clause ot the Prison Act, which prescribes the number 
so stringently,^ that I should fear a serious question might arise 
as to the legality of any act performed, or contract entered into, 
by a mere quorum, of which the last elected member should be 
one. 



General Obsei'vaiions. 

I visited this gaol on two successive days, and have much 
pleasure in recording my satisfaction with its highlv creditable 
condition and cleanliness, order and discipline. I would beg to 
call the attention of the authorities to the points which 1 have 
noticed under the several headings, especially the circumstances 
ot the female department, and also to the subjoined remarks 
upon the two county bridewells.

Tinahely. No prisoners bere. Tbe sewerage wery imper- Tinaheiv. 
ieet, and the privy on the male side highly offensive; there is 
none for the females, who are consequently conducted, when 
occasion requires, to tbe male day-yard— a most objectionable 
airangement. There is no water on the premises, nor any 
aUowance for fetching it. The house clean, and bedding ade- 
quate ; but tbe cells rather damp. The accommodation for the 
keeper (whose salary is £15) consists of but one room, ten feet 
square ; and he had been suffering for some time from the con- 
sequences of a fever. Some extension is required. There were 
sixty confined here in the last quarter ; 20, on an average, at 
quarter sessions. Petty sessions held fortnightly, and trans-

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initials regular, llegistry, committals, and remands con-eet. 
Dietary by contract, 5d. per day for males, and Ad. for females. 
Tho males receire 14 oz. of broad and a pint of milk each for 
breakfast, as well as dinner ; and the females 12 oz. of bread 
and J of a pint of niUk. 

Baltinylass. — I found three male and two female prisoners, 
all untried, confined in this ill-constructed bridewell. The 
building, in wet weather, is very damp, as the granite, which is 
the chief material used, is not of an absorptive qnality, and 
retains moisture on the surface. Shutters are about to be affixed 
to the unglazed gratings of tho male colls ; the windows of tho 
female cells are very narrow : water-shoots are much required 
to carry off tho drip from the eaves, which specially affects tho 
foinalo day-room. There is a good supply of water, and the 
pump in the female yai-d is about to be ro])aired. White bread 
is used here ; tho quality was fair, and the price reasonable. 
Tho bedding was sufficient. Anne.xod is an abstract of com- 
mittals, &c. ; prisoners sentenced to not more than two months’ 
imprisonment, complete their term here. Hard labour is carried 
out only when there are tlu-eo males under this sentence, as the 
tread-wheel cannot be worked with less than that numher. The 
whole establishment is slovenly, and far behind the proper 
requirements of a district bridewell, which ought to be in fact 
a prison on a small scale. There are no duplicate pass-books, 
and no visitors’ book ; the latter is indispensable for ascertaining 
the attendance of tho Local Inspector, a salaried officer.
